Pittsburgh, Pa., January 3, 1916. 

On Monday, the 3rd of January, A. D. 
1916, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon, the 
members-elect of Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh, together with those holding 
over, convened in the Council Chamber 
in said City, in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of the Act of Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, ap¬ 
proved May 31st, 1911. 

The Council was called together by 
Edward J. Martin, City Clerk. 

The certificate of the election of mem¬ 
bers, as follows, was read:

I tered to them by Hon. Joseph O. Arm- 
atrong, Mayor.

A quorum being in attendance, Council 
proceeded to the election of a President. 

Mr. John S. Herron arose and said: 

*T wish to place in nomination for the 
TTesldency of this Council the name of 
Dr. James P. Kerr.” 

Mr. O. A. Dlllinger seconded the nomi¬ 
nation. 

And there being no further nomina¬ 
tions 

Mr. Bobert Oarland moved 

That the nominations close on 
the name of Dr. James P. Kerr. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And the result of the voting was as 
follows:

And Dr. James P. Kerr received 8 

votes. 

And Dr. James P. Kerr having received 
the unanimous vote of Council was duly 
elected President for the ensuing term. 

The Clerk appointed Messrs. Garland 
and Dailey to escort Dr. James P. Kerr, 
J’resldent-elect, to the Chair. 

The President, being Introduced by the 
Clerk, took the Chair. 

At this time TTesldent Kerr arose and 
said: 

“Members of Council, Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen^—I want to thank the members 
of Council for the honor they have con¬ 
ferred upon me this morning, and I want 
to say that T am not unmindful of the 
added responsibility which I have as- 
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sumed today. During the course of our 
proceedings I shall endeavor, at all times, 
to be fair and to conduct the office in 
as dignified a manner as is possible for 
me to do, and I shall expect from you 
gentlemen the same courtesy which I will 
extend to you. 1 want you to do every¬ 
thing you can to help me make this one 
of the most dignified bodies in this state. 
There are a number of things which I 
think this Council should do during the 
next two years, and many things which 
I believe it is imperative the members 
should do if we are to continue the form 
of government we have at this time. 

“The Council of nine when constituted 
by law four and a half years ago was 
an innovation in municipal government, 
and Pittsburgh, with the exception of 
Boston, is the one city in this country 
where the people have attempted to adapt 
the form of corporation management to 
public affairs. The stockholders of all 
large corporations at stated periods elect 
directors, who are put in charge of their 
interests. The directors usually elect a 
president of the corporation. The City 
charter provides for the election of nine 
Councilmen who are, in effect, directors 
of the municipal corporation, but the law 
does not entrust to them the election of 
the head of the corporation. 

“This produces an anomalous state of 
affairs. The Council is called a business 
Council, and is expected to administer 
the affairs of the- City, in the same 
efficient manner that practically all of 
our great business organizations are con- 
ducted. Whether it is wise for the people 
to elect the head of this municipal cor¬ 
poration need not be discussed by me 
today, and I only mention it because I 
wish to call attention to the fact that 
the hoard of directors of this corporation 
—that is to say, the Cmmcilmen—cannot 
be held solely responsible for the efficient 
and business-like conduct of the City. 

“Our Council is an experiment in mu¬ 
nicipal government. The Council can 
only exercise the powers entrusted to it 
by the charter. The responsibility is 
purposely divided. Some things are given 
by the Acts of Assembly solely in charge 
of the Mayor—other things are given 
solely in charge of the Council—and still 
other things are assigned jointly^ to the 
Mayor and Council. 

“As a member of Council T believe that 
our body should confine itself strictly 
to those duties which are assigned to it. 
I deplore the tendency towards encroach¬ 
ment upon the field purely within the 
province of the executive department. It 
is my intention at all times in the future, 
with reference to those disputable ques¬ 
tions of jurisdiction that necessarily 
must arise, to give the Mayor and his 
official lieutenants the benefit of every 
doubt in order to indicate my good faith 
toward them and also looking at the 
subject from the larger viewpoint, that 
the interests of the City shall not be for¬ 
gotten in futile clashing between two in¬ 
dependent and co-ordinate departments 
of the City government. 

“This subject is the most delicate of 
any that I personally have to deal with. 


The Mayor and I have been neighbors 
for most of our lifetime. Our relations 
—personal, social, political and in a busi¬ 
ness way—have naturally been close. We 
have differed in the past, but I wish to 
say most sincerely and most emphatically 
that I have not nor will I at any time 
consciously seek to raise any issues 
with him or his subordinates unless my 
duty as I see it imperatively demands 
such action. I hope we can arrive at 
some definite understanding in those 
matters upon which the Council has law¬ 
ful supervision over the executive 
officers. On the other hand, I hope, too, 
that the Mayor of the City and his 
subordinates will always exercise a tact¬ 
ful attitude toward the acts of this body, 

“The Council has authority by a ma¬ 
jority vote to pass ordinances and by a 
two-thirds vote to enact them, even 
though they are not convincing to the 
executive. The Council is charged, too, 
with providing the revenue necessary to 
operate the executive functions. The 
duty to legislate and the power of rais¬ 
ing the money necessary for the pay¬ 
ment of those who serve the City, carries 
with it the control of the public policy 
of the community. Our duty is to inter¬ 
pret the will of the people in those gen¬ 
eral matters which effect everyone. We 
must exercise whatever wisdom we are 
endowed with in enacting ordinances, and 
then we must be resolute in insisting 
upon their enforcement. And I hope that 
my esteemed neighbor who is head of the 
executive department will always meet 
the decrees of this body in the same fair 
and sensible spirit that I am trying to 
indicate as being my attitude toward the 
branch of the government over which he 
presides and which I know my colleagues 
in this body will agree with me is the 
proper spirit, 

“Speaking strictly to my fellow mem¬ 
bers, and without intending any offense 
and assuT^ing my own share of the re¬ 
sponsibility whatever it may be, I ven¬ 
ture to express some disappointment re¬ 
garding the concrete results so far ac¬ 
complished by this body, from which so 
much was hoped by the people. We were 
called the ‘Business Council’ when first 
constituted, and we may as well be plain 
and honest about the reputation in which 
we are now held. We may as well admit 
that the highest expectations of the pub¬ 
lic have not been realized. We do not 
have all the authority to begin with, that 
it is generally believed we have, and we 
have had unfortunate differences with 
two City administrations. Lastly, I am 
willing to admit, at least for myself, that 
I did not ’nave that intimate and detailed 
knowledge of City affairs a few years 
ago which, without boasting, I do not 
hesitate to sav T have accumulated. In 
other words, the Council lacked knowl¬ 
edge, lacked experience and lacked de¬ 
cision. Very many mistakes have been 
made—not only acts of commission, but 
probably still worse, acts of omission 
are to be charged against us, 

“Not for the .^ake of putting emphasis 
upon any one matter, but only by way 
of illustration, T might mention a fact 
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which everyone knows, that the old 
('ouncil had before it for a period of four 
or five years the question of rapid tran¬ 
sit. This body has had the same subject 
before it for almost five years, and we 
have made no more progress in the solu¬ 
tion of this question than the men who 
were elected from the wards, and who 
were supposed to look at things too much 
frcun a narrow and local viewpoint, who 
were not paid a generous stipend for 
their services and who were not char¬ 
nel'-rized as 'business men* in most cases. 
A7jd rapid transit is needed by Pitts¬ 
burgh. This is not the only Instance 
and perhaps not the most important, but 
it 1.«i the one that has been most con¬ 
sistently pressed upon the -attention of 
tiio City authorities and therefore the 
one that best illustrates our difficulty. 

“If you will permit me to criticize the 
Council, and I wish to again say that it 
IS in large part self-criticism, let me 
..Iter an oi)inion as to our duty. 1 think 
ihe Council has misconceived its relation 
toward the City business. I am afraid 
we have taken the analogy of the d i- 
rectors of a business corporation too 
literally. Directors of corporations serve 
without pay and are required to spen<l 
only an hour or two at .stated ]>erio(is in 
considering the matter.s within their 
jurisdiction. Our case Is really different. 
Our concern is not engaged in the pro¬ 
duction of dividends in money. We are 
concerned ^Ith the deejiest and closest 
interests of our constituents — those 
things that affect the;r welfare in the 
most fundamental particulars. 

“What 1 am coming to is the .sug¬ 
gestion that we spend, to put it in a 
very few word.s, more time on our job. 

I hope that this Council will unanimously 
favor a daily meeting. 1 think this is 
the only Inference arising from the gen- | 
erous salaries provided for our service.s, 
I'ersonally, i do not intend to allow any¬ 
thing to interfere with my duty toward 
the City during the hours of the day 
which are known as ‘business hours.’ 1 
Intend to hold myself prepared to .spend 
as much time on my work here as any 
administrative officer in the City spends 
upon his duties. 

“It is true that the Council has been 
able to transact its busines.s in the jiast 
by spending a few hour.s every week on 
the Job. Put this admission merely opens 
the opportunity for me to get to the 
principal point of my discourse to my 
colleagues. I think the Council has 
failed in its duty hy not having taken 
the time, by which T mean specified oc¬ 
casions, to consider questions of broad 
imbltc policy that wore not presented 
to it in the routine manner. We have 
always maintained a passive position, 
expecting other fiersons to present meas¬ 
ures to us Instead of devising and 
originating measures among our.selves. 

We have tirooceded cautiously, and this 
may Vie excused upon the ground of in¬ 
experience and because we had not 
gauged public sentiment. 

“Hut now, after nearly five years, we 
know what the people want an<f. In a 
general way, wc are experienced In tVie 


affairs of the City. It is time that we 
should give definite consideration, de¬ 
liberate at length upon the various ques¬ 
tions that have been put up to us, and 
then use whatever degree of wisdom or 
judgment we’have to decide what is best 
for the City under all the circumstances. 
We must, let me say to you, my fellow 
members, acquire the quality of decision 
and we must get down to business at 
once. 

“I am in favor of this Council formu¬ 
lating, within a very short period, a 
program of constructive legislation. Let 
us prepare a li.st of the things the City 
needs, and then let us proceed to enact 
into the form of ordinances whatever 
. legislation which will be required. Let 
I u.s say to the Mayor and to his adminis¬ 
trative lieutenants that we are in thor¬ 
ough accord with them In their desire 
to provide a good administration of the 
City affairs, so far as they come within 
their own jurisdiction, nevertheless, we 
desire those gentlemen to thoroughly 
understand that the power of initiating 
measures lies in this body. The Mayor 
and his directors, by our expressed In¬ 
vitation, should give the benefit of 
their advice. But the autiiority and the 
jurisdiction and the responsibility for 
' initiating and passing and enforcing pub- 
I lie policy in every particular lies right 
within this body. 

! “We are nine men who are expected 
[ to voice the best opinion of our City. 

1 We can neither e.scape this responsibility 
; nor delegate it to the executive officers 
! nor sit back and allow chambers of com¬ 
merce, boards of trade, civic organiza¬ 
tions and private individuals to first 
create an In.slstent demand before we 
act. We must originate, we must initiate 
legislation. I do not mean that we 
should enter into contests with the ad¬ 
ministration, I do not mean that we 
should ignore public Viodies. I do not 
mean that w-e should limit ourselves in 
our judgment.s or fail to take into ac¬ 
count the prevailing state of public 
opinion. Quite the contrary. We should 
invite suggestions from every side. We 
should diligently inquire among our pub¬ 
lic to know what public opinion is. But 
we should not fear to reach a decision 
after listening to all si(le.s and, having 
reached a decision, we should act effect¬ 
ively. 

“In conclu.ston, I beg to say I have 
really hut three thoughts to utter. I 
believe we should decide questions as 
to conflicting Jurisdiction against our- 
.*«elves unless some great matter of prin¬ 
ciple is involved. Secondly, the Council 
.should Immediately proceed to the con- 
.sideration and preparation of a program 
of legislative action. And, lastly, let us 
give all or as much of our time as 
j is nece.ssnry to the various methods 
I that will be suggested for the .solution 
of public problems. In other words, and 
I finally, T respectfully suggest that we 
i meet dally and give as many hours of 
■ each day as will be found necessary for 
the duties which have been Imposed upon 
us and which we have accepted from 
! the people. 
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“Now, gentlemen, I think it would be 
well to have some changes made in the 
Rules of Council, probably before we 
proceed with the actual business of the 
organization, and I want to say to you, 
gentlemen of the Council, that in the 
transaction of all business I shall expect 
the gentlemen who have business in the 
Council, who desire to make motions, 
who desire to second motions, who de¬ 
sire to present papers and petitions, to 
arise in their places and respectfully ad¬ 
dress the Chair, which will always be 
courteously responded to. I want to 
thank you again for the honor you have 
conferred upon me and the confidence 
you have expressed in me.” 

Mr. English arose and said: ♦ 

“Mr. Chairman—I move that the Coun¬ 
cil, sitting as the Committee on Rules, 
meet on Tuesday, January 4, 1916, at 
3 o’clock P. M.”

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen—I am i 
not going to make a speech today; I am • ! 

not going to do any talking. I have ' 
listened to the address of the President 
of Council, and I am in full accord with , 
what he has proposed. I ahn here to go I 
along with you and do all I can in any 
way to promote the best interests of ] 
the people of this City. But first I want i 
to start out by saying you are the repre- | 
sentatives of the people of this City; \ 
they have elected you. As the President 
has said, you are their chosen represen¬ 
tatives and, through you to them, I want I 
to return thanks for the honor they have 1 
bestowed upon me by re-electing me City 
Controller. I cannot find words with j 
which to express my thanks to them 1 
for the expression of their confidence in 
me. When I look at it it looks as though 
it is a tribute so great that I cannot ; 
clothe my thoughts in words expressive 
of my gratitude. I will strive to merit 


this confidence and will use every effort 
to promote their interests and to dis¬ 
charge the duties of my office faithfully 
and well. I thank you.” 

Hon. Joseph Q. Armstrong, Mayor, 
arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of 
Council and Friends —1 am heartily in 
accord with what my old South Side 
neighbor has said here in his inaugural 
address, and there is no reason why 
every sentence that he has expressed in 
that well-prepared address cannot be 
carried out. I feel, as he has expressed 
himself, that we have been ‘splitting 
hairs’ unnecessarily over questions of 
authority, which should not be for the 
good of the community. However, I have 
had experience in municipal affairs, like 
the Chairman, but may be for a number 
of years longer. 1 sat in Council for 
seven years and acted as director of one 
of the largest departments of the City 
for four and one-half years, and in the 
Mayor’s office for two years; and I feel 
I know where the dividing line neces¬ 
sarily should come. But I have been 
overstepping my jurisdiction; I have not 
been holding strictly to the firing line, 
but trying to do and trying to give the 
City the best that is in me; and, just as 
Dr. Kerr has stated in his address, I 
want to assure you, members of Council 
and people of Pittsburgh, that we have 
as high a class of men at the heads of 
departments as ever served l:he City of 
Pittsburgh, and each and every one of 
them at the cabinet meetings have ex¬ 
pressed their desire and willingness to 
co-operate with the legislative branch 
of the City government to try to see if 
something could not be done to eliminate 
the ‘child’s play’ out of this eight mil¬ 
lion dollar corporation. I feel we are 
going to be able to do that, and I assure 
you, Mr. Chairman and members of 
Council, as far as I am concerned, and 
as far as my executive departments are 
concerned, we will be at your service 
at any and all times, every minute of 
every hour every day, to bring about 
something which you men feel should 
be done for the benefit of those you and 
I represent and in whom the people of 
our City have placed their confidence. 

“The biggest problem today is the 
street car service. The old Council and 
ourselves gave eighteen months to the 
question—particularly the Director of 
the Department of Public Works and 
the Law Department, in order that we 
may relieve some of the congestion in 
the downtown section of our City. If 
nothing else is done outside the settling 
of this question of congested traffic, I 
tell you that you will have done some¬ 
thing. 

“We want to be in harmony with your 
legislative body, and I feel that we will 
be from this time on, because I know the 
directors and superintendents feel just 
as I do.”

The Chair presented from the Com¬ 
mittee on Rules the following:

RULES OF COUNCIL. 

RULE I. 

Stated meetings of the Council shall 
be held on Monday of each week at 3^30 
P. M. 

RULE II. 

Act of May 31, 1911. 

Any Councilman not present at any 
regular or duly called special meeting 
of Council shall be fined the sum of ten 
dollars ($10.00), unless excused by the 
Council for sickness or other unavoid¬ 
able causes, and any such fine or fines 
Imposed shall be deducted from the sal¬ 
ary of such offending member from time 
to time first coming due after such of¬ 
fense, as provided by the Act of Assem¬ 
bly approved May 31, 1911, relating to 
the government of cities of the second 
class, and ordinances of Council relating 
thereto. 

RULE III. 

A quorum shall consist of a majority 
of the members. This applies to com¬ 
mittees as well as to regular or special 
tneetlngs of Council, 










RULE IV. 

At the hour appointed for the meeting 
of Council the President shall take the 
chair, and the Clerk shall proceed to 
call the roll and note the absentees, and 
no member shall depart without leave 
from the President. In the absence of 
the President, the members shall elect 
a President pro tempore, provided there 
be a quorum present. Should no quorum 
attend within thirty minutes after the 
hour appointed for the meeting, the 
Council shall thereupon stand adjourned, 
and all absentees shall be fined in ac¬ 
cordance with Rule II hereof. 

The order of business at all stated 
meetings of Council shall be as fol¬ 
lows; 

Readingr correction and approval of 
the minutes of previous meeting or 
meetings where the same may not have 
been already read, corrected and ap¬ 
proved. 

Presentation of petitions, letters, me¬ 
morials, remonstrances and ordinances, 
which may be referred to the appro¬ 
priate committees, or otherwise disposed 
of, without debate. 

Unfinished business. 

Reports from standing committees. 

Reports from special committees. 

Motions and resolutions. 

The order of business at special meet¬ 
ings shall be the same as in the case 
of stated meetings, except the special 
business for which the meetings have 
been called shall be first considered 
after the reading, correction and ap¬ 
proval of the minutes of previous meet¬ 
ings, not already read, corrected and 
approved. 

RULE V, 

Act of March 7 ,1901. 

Special meetings of Council shall be 
called by the Clerk at the order of the 
President or any standing committee of 
the Council, or of one-third of all the 
members or by the Mayor, provided that 
such call shall be In writing, shall 
specify the purpose for which the call 
is made, and shall be signed by the 
parties ordering the call and be entered 
by the Clerk upon his minute book; and 
the Clerk shall mail a notice to the 
members of such special meetings not 
less than forty-eight (48) hours previ¬ 
ous to said meetings, except for emer¬ 
gency meetings authorized to be called 
by the Mayor under the Act of March 
7, 1901. 

RULE VI. 

Act of March 7, 1901, 

All meetings of Council and commit¬ 
tees shall be open to the public, yet no 
person shall be admitted to the floor 
of Council as inclosed, but the members, 
officers of Council, the Mayor, City Con¬ 
troller, heads of departments, reporters 
of the press, and persons assigned to 
duty by the President. 

RULE VII. 

The President shall rigidly enforce all 
rules adopted for the government of 


Council, shall preserve order and de¬ 
corum, and in debate shall prevent per¬ 
sonal reflections and confine members to 
the question under discussion. When 
two or more members arise at the same 
time he shall designate the one entitled 
to the floor. He shall decide all ques¬ 
tions of order, subject to an appeal from 
his decision. 

When a member is about to speak or 
communicate any matter to the Council, 
he shall arise and respectfully addre.ss 
himself to the President, confining his 
remarks to the subject before the Coun¬ 
cil and avoiding personal reflections. 

Every member presenting a paper to 
the President for the consideration of 
the Council shall first endorse his name 
thereon and state its general purport, 
and the name of such members, as also 
of every member who shall make any 
motion, shall be entered upon the min¬ 
utes of the Council. All resolutions 
and ordinances to be presented to Coun¬ 
cil shall be endorsed with the name of 
the person by whom it was drawn and 
also with the name of the person at 
whose request it was drawn. 

If any member in debate transgresses 
the rules of the Council, the President 
shall, or any member may, through the 
President, call him to order. If the case 
requires it, the member so called to 
order may be fined five dollars ($5.00) 
to twenty dollars ($20.00), to be de¬ 
ducted from his salary as in the case 
of fines for absenting himself, 

RULE VIII. 

Act of May 31, 1911, Section 12, 

All ordinances for the appropriation 
of money, and all resolutions or orders 
to enter into contracts, whereby the City 
shall or may become liable for the pay¬ 
ment of money; all ordinances and reso¬ 
lutions of a general or permanent char¬ 
acter. shall be fully and distinctly read 
on three different days in the Council, 
unless where necessary in cases of ur¬ 
gency when, in such cases, the rules 
may be suspended by two-thirds (%) 
(6 members) of the whole number of 
Council. 

All votes shall be taken viva voce, 
unless the yeas and nays shall be re¬ 
quired by law or demanded by any one 
member. 

The yeas and nays may be demanded 
on any question at any time before the 
next business is taken up. 

Act of May 23, 1874. 

No ordinance shall be passed except 
by bill, and no bill shall be so altered 
or amended on its passage as to change 
its original purpose. 

All bills, ordinances and resolutions 
or other matters desired and intended to 
come before Council should be presented 
in person by a member or filed with 
the Clerk, which shall, in open meeting, 
be read by the President or Clerk by 
title (at regular or special meetings of 
the Council), and the President shall 
refer it to the proper committee, and 
when returned therefrom shall be printed 









































































and a copy of each bill mailed to each 
member at least forty-eight hours pre¬ 
vious to a regular or special meeting of 
Council. 

Act of May 23, 1874. 

No bill shall be passed containing 
more than one subject, which shall be 
clearly expressed in its title. 

lilvery bill shall be read at length; all 
the amendments made thereto shall be 
printed for the use of the members be- 
itjre the final vote is taken on the hill. 

Act of May 31, 1911. 

No bill shall become a law on the 
.same day on which it is introduced or 
reported, except in case of public emer¬ 
gency, and then only when requested by 
the Mayor and approved by the affirni- 
:itive votes of all the members of Coun¬ 
cil present, as provided in Section 12 of 
the Act of Assembly of May 31, 1911, 
relating to the government of cities of 
the second class. 

Every bill, ordinance or resolution 
shall be read when reported out of com¬ 
mittee, then read again at the next 
regular or special meeting thereafter, 
provided forty-eight hours have elapsed 
from the time of reporting to Council 
and first reading, and then put on final 
reading and pa.s.sage at the following 
regular or special meeting of Council, 
unless where necessary in cases of ur¬ 
gency the rules have been suspended as 
herein provided. Any bill, ordinance or 
resolution may be amended at any time 
before the third reading and the final 
passage. On the final passage of any 
bill, ordinance or resolution, the vote 
shall be taken by yeas and nays. The 
names of persons voting for and against 
the same to be entered on the journal 
at the passage or approval of any such 
bill, ordinance or resolution, shall re¬ 
quire at least five votes or the majority 
of the whole Council. 

Act of May 23, 1874. 

No ordinance giving any extra com- 
pen.sation to any public officer, servant, 
employee, agent or contractor, after 
service shall have been rendered or con¬ 
tract made, nor providing for the pay¬ 
ment of any claim against the City, 
without previous authority of law, shall 
be passed, except by two-thirds vote of 
all members of Council. 

When any bill, upon its third reading 
and final passage, recelv*es the votes of 
a majority of the member.s of Council 
present, but not a majority of those 
elected, such bill shall be considered as 
laid upon the table, and may be called 
up for further action at the .same or 
any subsequent meeting of Council. 

No rule shall be suspended except by 
an affirmative vote of two-thirds of the 
members present, and such vote shall be 
taken without debate. 

RULE IX. 

There shall be the following standing 
committees: 

1. Commltte on Finance, which shall 
have charge of and Jurl.sdictlon over all 


ordinances, resolutions, bills, papers and 
all matters relating to finances, taxa¬ 
tion and the indebtedness of the City, 
and the appropriation of moneys 
or the payment of moneys not pro¬ 
vided for by previous authority of 
law; the exoneration, release or satis¬ 
faction of any claims held by the City; 
the creation of offices or positions of 
any kind; the regulation of salaries, fix¬ 
ing the number and pay of employees; 
the care and control of the public funds, 
and all other legal and financial business 
of the City government, and such other 
business as may be referred to it by the 
Council; provided, however, that where 
money has been specifically appropriated 
by the Council for any of the purposes 
of the departments of the City govern-, 
ment, that thereafter any matter relat- 
ng thereto shall be referred to the com¬ 
mittee or the proper department, and the 
said committee shall then have complete 
charge and jurisdiction thereof. 

2. Committee on Public Works, which 
shall have charge of and jurisdiction 
over all ordijiances, resolutions, bills or 
papers pertaining to the Department of 
I’ublic Works as far as relates to streets, 
highways, sewers, public property and 
bridges. 

3. Committee on Public Service and 
Surveys, which shall have charge of and 
jurisdiction over all ordinances, resolu¬ 
tions and bills pertaining to the laying 
out, establi.shing the grade and vacating 
the public highways of the city, and 
granting of franchises or rights of way 
to corporations. 

4. Committee on Filtration and Water, 
which shall h.nve charge of and Juris¬ 
diction over all ordinances, resolutions, 
plan-s and specifications relating to the 
erection and construction of the filtra¬ 
tion plant for the City of Pittsburgh 
and water or water supplies. 

5. Committee on Parks and Libraries, 
which shall have charge of and jurisdic¬ 
tion over all ordinances, resolutions and 
bills pertaining to the public parks and 
libraries. 

6. Committee on Public Safety, which 
.shall have charge of and jurisdiction 
over all matters of every kind and char¬ 
acter pertaining to the business of (he 
Department of Public Safety, including 
all matters relating to police affairs, to 
fire, to city telegraphs, the inspection of 
buildings, fire escapes, and all such other 
matters pertaining to the Department of 
Public Safety a.s the Council may direct. 

7. Committee on Charities and Cor¬ 
rection, which shall have charge of and 
Jurisdiction over all ordinances, resolu¬ 
tions, bills or papers affecting or per¬ 
taining to the Department of Charities 
and Correction. 

8. Committee on Health and Sanita¬ 
tion, which shall have charge of and 
jurisdiction over all ordinances, resolu¬ 
tions, bills and papers relating to the 
public, health, the Inspection of gas fit¬ 
ting, plumbing and house drainage, and 
the maintenance and Improvement of 
hygienic conditions In the city. 
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Each standing: committee shall be 
composed of all the members of Council, 
and the President of Council shall be 
the Chairman of each standing- com¬ 
mittee. 

All reports from standing committees 
shall be in writing, shall be signed by 
the Chairman or a majority of the mem¬ 
bers thereof, and shall be presented to 
Council by such member as the Chair¬ 
man may designate. All papers with 
which a report deals shall be returned 
with the report. Reports from all other 
committees (special or sub-committees) 
shall be signed by the members making 
said report. Nothing in this rule shall 
be construed to prevent the introduction 
of minority reports. 

The President of the Council shall be 
ex-officio member of special committees. 

The Rules of Council, as far as ap¬ 
plicable, shall govern all committees of 
Council. / 

No action or vote shall be taken on an 
, ordinance, resolution, petition or com¬ 
munication at the time a hearing is held 
on the same. 

RULE X. 

All standing committees of Council 
will meet on Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday of each week, at 
1;30 o’clock P. M., in the following 
order:

RULE XI. 

When a motion has been made and 
carried that further action on any mat¬ 
ter pending be indefinitely postponed, a 
motion to reconsider said action must 
be made at the same or at the next 
sub'sequent meeting, and if said motion 
is not then made, the matter cannot be 
taken up or revived during the life of 
said Council. 

RULE XII. 

No rule of the Council shall be 
amended or changed, except by a two- 
thirds vote of the members elected 
thereto, and after one week's previous 
notice to the members of Council in 
writing of such change desired to he 
effected. 

Act of May 23, 1874. 

To pass a resolution authorizing the 
]>ayment of money for services or ma¬ 
terial already furnished shall require at 
least two-thirds vote of the whole num¬ 
ber of members elected to Council. 


Act of May 31, 1911, 

To pass an ordinance over the veto of 
the Mayor requires a two-thirds vote of 
ail the members elected. 

Act of May 23, 1874. 

To pass an ordinance giving any extra 
compensation to any public officer, em¬ 
ployee or contractor, a two-thirds vote 
of all the members is required. 

The Clerk of Council shall prepare 
each week in which committee meetings 
are held, on or before Tuesday, a calen¬ 
dar list of ail matters that have been 
submitted to Council and that are undis¬ 
posed of, giving a statement of the pres¬ 
ent condition of each resolution or ordi¬ 
nance, and of any action that has been 
taken thereon; and shall furnish the 
same to each member of Council at the 
meeting of the committee on Tuesday 
afternoon. 

RULE XIII. 

Any motion duly passed at any meet¬ 
ing of any standing committee of Coun¬ 
cil shall have the same effect as if the 
motion had been passed at a regular or 
special meeting of Council. 

The usual or customary parliamentary 
Rules of Order, or manner of procedure, 
shall be observed in as far as is not 
set forth or expressed herein. 

Act of May 31, 1911. 

The Clerk of Council shall keep a 
journal whereon shall be bulletined all 
bills, ordinances or resolutions as re¬ 
ceived by the Clerk, as well as the 
course of procedure, final disposition of 
such, which journal shall be open to all. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Bailey moved 

The adoption of the Rules. 

Mr. Rauh arose and said: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—In 
explaining my- vote against the present 
rules of Council, desire to state that 
to elect one man President and also 
chairman of eight committees, an un¬ 
usual and untold of procedure in munic¬ 
ipal and parliamentary usages, is to my 
mind so detrimental to the interests of 
the city, that lengthy arguments are not 
necessary. It simply smacks of mon¬ 
archy, and I do not think the people of 
this city are willing to adopt this form 
of government. 

“Allow me to use one argument by 
way of illustration to show why such a 
form of government should not be per- 
missable in a free country, and I could 
use hundreds of others. At the last 
session of the Pennsylvania Legislature, 
a bill to tax the people of this city one 
mill for the upkeep of our libraries 
passed both houses, and was sent to the 
Governor for his signature. Inasmuch 
as it now costs approximately one-half 
mill of our taxation to run our libraries, 
R would have cost the taxpayers of this 
city about $350,000.00 extra every year 
for the upkeep of these libraries. The 
moment I heard of the actions of the 
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Legislature, and by virtue of my posi¬ 
tion as chairman of the Parks and Li¬ 
braries Committee, I at once labored 
with all my might to have the Governor 
veto this bill. After two weeks of the 
hardest sort of work, the Governor did 
veto this bill. Now, gentlemen, had I 
not been chairman of this committee, I 
certainly would not have assumed the 
liberty to have taken this matter up 
wnth the Governor, In other words, 
*What is everyone’s business is no one's 
business.’ With one man vested with 
supreme authority, as is now contem¬ 
plated, it is easily seen that it Is an 
executive and physical impossibility 
even to attend to a small part of the 
Important business that confronts this 
body. 

’‘Suffice it to say that to allow one man 
to act as President of Council and also 
chairman of every committee is not a 
constructive but a destructive policy for 
our city, and if this revolutionary 
method is carried out, It will hurt the 
credit of our city. 

“I have been elected by the people to 
protect their interests, and not to play 
low and questionable politics. I cannot 
vote for ‘bossism’ of the worst kind, and 
T therefore proudly and firmly vote no.*' 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

"Mr. President and Gentlemen—I want 
to say in defense of the action of the 
committee to which these rules were re¬ 
ferred and adopted this particular part 
of the rules, to which reference has 
been made, that I think the majority of 
the members of that committee did not 
recognize the condition as having ex¬ 
isted that is recognized by the gentle¬ 
man who has just addressed the Coun¬ 
cil. In other words, those who voted 
for the adoption of this rule did not 
recognize as having existed any power 
in the chairmanship of any committee 
or the presidency of this Council; and 
as one, speaking for myself, and I be¬ 
lieve I am voicing the opinion of the 
members who supported this resolution 
in Committee on Rules, I do not believe 
that condition is provided for, that It 
will exist, that it is sought to be es¬ 
tablished, or that it will be permitted 
to exist, if anyone seeks to establish it. 
I cannot say with too much emphasis, 
speaking for myself, that I do not pro¬ 
pose to delegate anV of my authority, 
power, rights or privileges as a member 
of this Council to the President of this 
Council, or to the chairman of any com¬ 
mittee that might be created by It, and 
I am sure that the law never conceived 
of such a thing; it has made no pro¬ 
vision for It, and In carrying this out, 
it is carrying out the custom of parlia¬ 
mentary practice and of democratic gov¬ 
ernment of allowing the majority of the 
body to rule. 

“If the time ever arrive.s, and I want 
to say that I have no fear of it, so long 
as the majority of this Council lives up 
to the oath they have taken and of what 
the people expect of them—if the time 
ever arrives when the chairman of the 
.^landing committees or the President of 
this Council assumes to set himself up 


as a 'boss' of this body, or to use the 
olfice that he has been placed in for any 
other purpose than that for which the 
law conceived of a chairmanship and 
presidency of this Council, I have 
enough faith in this body to believe 
I that the rules will be changed in such 
a manner as to permit the body to get 
rid of such a man. I believe that the 
j adoption of this law. Instead of creating 
I such a condition, builds up a stronger 
barrier against the possible introduction 
of such a system. It robs no man of 
any rights that he has as a member of 
this body. So far as honor is concerned, 

I there is no honor coming to any member 
) of this Council, and he cannot get 
greater honor than by carrying out the 
j laws which this body may adopt, 
j “I am for this and Introduced It, be- 
j cause I believe It provides for the expe- 
I dition of the business that will come 
I before this body from time to time; 

' that it does not, cannot and will not 

I invest any Individual with any power 
' beyond that which the majority of this 
Council, speaking with Its authority, 
i wants to give him, and If that takes 
place I take it that we will not have 
! reason to complain.” 

Mr. English arose and said: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—I think 
1 the adoption of the rule to make the 
i President of Council the chairman of the 
I several Councilmanic committees is 

I proper, particularly since the creation 

j of the small Council of nine. I might 
I state that the Council has been oper¬ 
ating under a charter ordinance and 
: rules which have been in effect for four¬ 

teen or fifteen years. This was due to 
I the fact that there were two bodies— 

1 Common Council, with a membership of 
I 100, and the Select Council, with BO or 
60 members. Therefore, It was neces¬ 
sary to conduct the two bodies In such 
’ a manner that the business could be 
distributed among several committees, 

I each with its own chairman, 

I “I take it that when the small Council 
i of nine was created, with a salary at¬ 
tached to the position, it was for the 
purpose of having each member give all 
or most of his time to the business of 
the City. Under the system which is 
I contemplated by the new rules under 
consideration, that Is, the Council to 
meet dally, I feel sure that no man an¬ 
ticipates or expects that bossism or 
anarchy can possibly exist in this body 
because of the President of Council act¬ 
ing as chairman of the standing com¬ 
mittees, I, for one, will enter upon my 
duties in this new body In a spirit of 
fair play. I feel sure that this new 
system will go a great way to assure 
the people of Pittsburgh that we now 
have a Council that will really and 
honestly conduct the business of the 
i City of Pittsburgh as It should be con¬ 
ducted, and that Is by the entire mem¬ 
bership of the nine." 

Mr. Elllinger arose and said: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—I want 
to he recorded as voting *No’ on the 
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adoption of the rules. I shall enter upon 
my duties as I have heretofore. I be¬ 
lieve the adoption of the rule to make 
the President of Council the chairman 
of all standing committees is a huge 
joke, and I shall treat it as such, I do 
not care whether one man usurps all 
the honor, power and authority or not. 
If the President wants to keep within 
himself all that honor, and the majority 
members of this Council are willing to 
bestow that honor upon him, I most 
humbly bow to the will of the majority.” 

And the duestion recurring, “Shall the 
rules be adopted?”

I have carefully looked through 
the budget and have taken the matter 
up with Mr. Breitenstein of the Con¬ 
troller’s Office, and we could find no 
single case of an employee, other than 
professional men, whose salary was re¬ 
duced, and a very few cases of that 
kind, I find that we have increased 
laborers* wages in several instances. 

“I have no desire to get into an argu¬ 
ment with the gentleman who is credited 
v/ith making this statement, but I wish 
to disclaim any knowledge of the trans¬ 
action that he speaks of. I am bringing 
this mater to CounciTs attention for 
the privilege of setting Council right 
with the public in this particular case.”

“Mr. President and Gentlemen^T do 
not vote for this ordinance Cor the 
reason that It is a subterfuge, and 
simply a means of ‘beating the devil 
around the stump.* 

“When it was first proposed to me to 
employ Mr. Bown, I stated that this 
could not be done without the written 
consent of the City Solicitor, this being 
in accordance with the Act of Assembly. 

“When it was found that Mr. O’Brien 
would not give his consent, and properly 
so in my opinion, the ordinance was 
then prepared classing Mr. Bown as an 
‘expert.’ 

“I have every confidence In Mr. Bown’s 
ability as a lawyer, but I hope you will 
pardon me when f say I do not consider 
him an expert in transportation mat¬ 
ters. An expert In this line, in my 
opinion, should be an engineer, and one 
who has had considerable actual experi¬ 
ence along street railway transportation 
lines. 

“The members of Council themselves 
should have sufficient knowledge of the 
practical side of this question to dispose 
of such matters as will come up as to 
routing, tran.sfers and the like, without 
the aid of any ‘experts.* And when It 
comes to the legal considerations, we 
have In our First Assistant City Solic¬ 
itor, C. K. Itobinson, a man who thor¬ 
oughly understands that part of the 
program, and one who to my mind has 
a broad knowledge of tran.sportation 
matters, having made same a study for 
some years past. 

**It is unnecessary, therefore, for the 
City to employ outside 'experts’ on a 
matter of this kind. 

“I am also of the opinion that Mr. 
Bown Is simply drawn Into this matter 
as an attorney, and I feel that our City 
Ijaw Department Is competent to handle 
the case,” 


Mr. Rauh arose and said: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—In re¬ 
cording my vote against Bill 193, which 
provides for the performance of special 
services for Council by Mr. C. Elmer 
Bown In the matter of the street rail¬ 
way situation In Pittsburgh, I desire 
4^0 emphasize the fact that I am re¬ 
flecting on the ability and capacity of 
Mr. Bown in no way whatever. On the 
contrary, I entertain a high regard for 
his judgment and opinion. This ordi¬ 
nance, when clearly interpreted, is 
merely another effort to secure outside 
expert advice on railway matters, and 
I am unalterably opposed to Its passage 
for two vital reasons; first, because 
Council at the present moment has as 
many consulting authorities at its dis¬ 
posal as is necessary for an intelligent 
consideration of the question; and sec¬ 
ondly, that since it Is In possession of 
such valuable timber and Information, 
the appointment of another expert would 
not only create an unnecessary position, 
but would add to the burden of the tax¬ 
payer. 

“The problem of the investigation of 
local railway conditions is not a new 
one. for on January 26, 1910, the follow¬ 
ing resolution was passed by Council: 
‘Uesolved. That the Mayor be and he is 
hereby authorized to employ a competent 
engineer or engineers and assistants to 
investigate and study rapid transit con¬ 
ditions in the City of Pittsburgh and 
vicinity.* Former Mayor Magee selected 
Hion J. Arnold as head engineer of the 
enterprise. Be it said that Mr, Arnold 
is an authoritative engineer and a high- 
class expert on street railway transpor¬ 
tation. and after steady labor he com¬ 
piled an Invaluable report on the Pltts- 
’'urgh transportation problem, which is 
a thoroughly comprehensive canvass of 
the local railway situation. The analysis 
has been published In book form and 
already has been generally distributed. 
Gentlemen, the City of Pittsburgh paid 
not quite $60,000.00 for this report, by 
figures taken from Controller Morrow’s 
office, as follows:

of this amount. It will be observed, 
$,6.071.6.9 was spent In 1914 under the 
administration of Mayor Joseph Arm¬ 
strong. 

“To make a careful and thoughtful 
study of Mr. Bion Arnold’s book, 
coupled with each man’s practical ex¬ 
perience in transportation matters, would 
qualify ever,v Councilman to pass Intel¬ 
ligent opinion on railway questions. It 
is not sufficient that an engineer shall 
l>e appointed, as he was by former Mayor 
.Vagee, to make a complete analysis of 
the situation and then to allow his mas¬ 
terful Investigation to mould and become 
covered with webs. Practical use must 
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be made of a work which cost the City 
almost $50,000.00, and this is Council's 
first and finest chance to utilize the in¬ 
formation contained in Mr, Arnold's 
volume. Before Council has considered 
the material contained in this book, is 
it willing to consider another motion 
for precisely the same labor, only on a 
smaller scale, which will eventually lead 
to an enormous outlay. It is perfectly 
obvious, and requires little common 
sense in face of such facts, to refuse to 
countenance this ordinance which will 
duplicate work in the form of another 
investigation, or at best will be an ex¬ 
pense which could never compensate for 
the information received, having been 
superseded by a well-rounded report al¬ 
ready constructed by Mr. Arnold. 

“But if Council insists that more in¬ 
formation and still more knowledge is 
required, why must it look further than 
Robert Swan and the Department of 
Public Works, and N. S. Sprague and the 
Department of Engineering? These men 
were appointed for their fitness and 
training, and our Director of Public 
Works enjoys an enviable reputation in 
his field. 

“It is in teresting to note, however, 
that the bill calls for the appointment 
of a man who we all know is an attor¬ 
ney by profession, rather than an engi¬ 
neer. Consequently, we next turn to our 
Law Department and find 10 competent 
attorneys, some of whom are well versed 
on transportation, too. Our hfirst As¬ 
sistant City Solicitor, Mr. C. K. Robinson, 
is thoroughly conversant and familiar 
with the problem. With our organized 
legal bureau, what logic and reasoning 
will pei-mit the engaging of another at¬ 
torney for the investigation of transit 
matters? 

“It Is high time, then, that unneces¬ 
sary positions be abolished, and the day 
has come when an extravagant use of 
the taxpayers' money be vigoi'ously de¬ 
nounced. How long will taxpayers stand 
for reckless and wasteful expenditures 
such as this? When will civic bodies 
and interested citizens put a stop to 
such wilful extravagance? 

“The City today owns over 2,000 pieces 
of property which have been taken for 
non-payment of taxes from people who 
were unable to keep pace with increas¬ 
ing taxation. By deliberately adding to 
a congested payroll, we Councilmen, as 
servants of the people, are not faithful 
to our trust; and by continuing such 
wasteful activity we will soon find that 
many other thousands of properties be¬ 
longing to already overburdened taxpay¬ 
ers will be confiscated by the City. 'To 
be elected by the people is to work for 
them, and any procedure which is an 
open violation of the taxpayers* inter¬ 
ests must be combatted with determined 
strength. 

“About a month ago the President of 
Council, in his inaugural address, advised 
for a constructive policy for this new 
Council. Evidently this ‘constructive 
policy' means constructing unnecessary 
new positions for the payroll! 

“It will be advanced that Mr. l^own’s 
salary is to be given by the month, and 


cun therefore be stricken off at any time, 
but there is little pleasure in fooling 
ourselves, for other appointments for¬ 
merly made in the same manner inevit¬ 
ably have terminated in the same way. 
If we are candid with ourselves, we will 
admit that Mr. Bown is to receive a 
yearly salary of $5,000.00, and perhaps, 
when the railway problem is disposed of, 
he will be retained by the passage of 
still another resolution, which will call 
for further investigations. In the mean¬ 
while, the ten attorneys in the City Law 
Department will be playing hide-and-seek 
on this question. It is a point of interest 
to note, furthermore, that Mr. Bown re¬ 
ceived $4,500.00 per annum for his ser¬ 
vices under the administration of ex- 
Mayor Magee, whereas today he would 
be reimbursed to the extent of $5,000.00 
a year, 

“Paraphrasing Lincoln's immortal ut¬ 
terance: ‘You can foql all the taxpayers 
some of the time, and some of the tax¬ 
payers all of the time, but you cannot 
fool all of the taxpayers all of the time.' 
The day of awakening has come, and 1, 
as a representative of the people’s in¬ 
terests, am very far from being con¬ 
vinced that an unnecessary, useless and 
needless expenditure of the taxpayers' 
money is necessitated at this time. If 
we need lawyers, we have them in our 
Law Department. If we need engineers, 
we possess them in our Public Works 
and Engineering Departments. If we 
need theoretical and practical book in¬ 
formation, we have it in Mr. Arnold’.s 
digest. If we require common sense and 
general experience, we, as a body, should 
lay claim to it. To flaunt this added 
burden in the faces of the people of 
Pittsburgh would be a disgraceful ad¬ 
mission of incompetency and inefficiency. 
There is no excuse for the passage of 
this bill, and if I were possessed of a 
thousand votes, I should record as many 
nayes. The new Council will be judged 
to an Important degree by the stand 
taken on this ordinance, and the only 
possible position to take is in direct 
opposition to it, because there is no 
longer any necessity for the employment 
of outside experts for the elimination of 
transportation difficulties." 

Mr. Dailey arose and said: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—I am 
glad to hear the gentleman make such a 
thrilling speech against the employment 
of experts. Not so many weeks ago an 
ordinance came up in Council for the 
employment of an expert which carried 
a salary of $3,600.00, and he voted for it. 
Last year, while I was not connected 
with the City In an official capacity, Mr. 
Rauh is not recorded as voting against 
the employment of experts. On the con¬ 
trary, he voted for every ordinance which 
provided for the employment of experts. 

“During my campaign I declared that 
I would be against the employment of 
experts, and I am still of that opinion, 
but in this case I believe the Council 
should employ someone who has knowl¬ 
edge of all the phases relating to the 
street car situation in Pittsburgh in 
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oi'c1<!r that the Interests of the citizens 
nmy be safeguarded. 

"I do not i>ror)ose to sit here, Mr. 
Chairman, and listen to talks siich as 
Mr. Rauh luis just made about the ten 
learned members of the Law Depr 
ment. Members of the I^aw Department 
are already playinj? ‘hide-and-seek’. They 
nre groin#? around at niK-hts making^ 
speeches before boards of trade and civic 
bodies, seeking support for the ordi¬ 
nances which are now pending '.n Council 
granting franchises to the rittsburgh 
Railways Company, thus cotnmitting 
themselves in advance on a (luestlon 
upon which, Mr. Rauh advises, Council 
ought to take counsel with them. 

“I want to say, however, that T h^ave 
as much confidence in Mr, Robinson as 
the gentlemen who have just spoken, but 
I do not think Mr. Robinson possesses 
as much information on this matter as 
the person Council intends to employ. i 

I am convinced also that Mr. Bown, dc- | 

spite the fact that he is an attorney, i 

knows as much about the technical .side | 

of the railways situation in Pittsburgh j 

as Mr Swan and the other engineers in I 

his department, and for that reason I j 

will vote for the passage of the ordi- ! 

nance,” 

Mr. Engllih arose and said: 

‘‘Mr. President and Gentlemen—Most 
of the remarks made by the gentlemen 
in opposition to this bill are principally 
glittering generalities and bristling 
tirades against costly outside experts. 

It is an easy matter for any per.son to 
construct a man of straw and then, w’th 
blare of trumpet and much noise and 
wind, accompli.sh the de.struction of the 
inanimate straw figure. Meantime the 
real purpose of this bill, which is to 
enable the Council to accomplish some¬ 
thing in the way of improved street car 
service, is being deliberately avoided by 
those who oppose this ordinance. Such 
loud opposition, coupled with the croco¬ 
dile tears for the poor taxpayers, are 
enough to excite suspicion w’hen we con¬ 
sult the Municipal Record and see re¬ 
corded the names of those persons re¬ 
sponsible for the high taxes and in¬ 
creased cost of City Government since 
.July, inil. One illustration wMll sufTlce: 

On page 81 of the Municipal Record for 
1914 a member of Council, in vot’ng for 
the appropriation ordinance on February 
4, 1914, which carried twelve months* ex- 
pen.ses on eleven months’ revenue, said: 

*1 want to vote yes on this ord nance and 
w'ould like to state in a few words that 
1 make the prediction that our tax levy 
for next year will be less than It was 
this year.’ It has since become a matter 
of record that the prediction of lower 
taxes was not fulfilled and that, in addi¬ 
tion to higher taxe.s, it was ne<’‘S.sary 
to Is.sue bonds to provide money for 
current expenses. 

"It is true that the Citv has spent 
some money for expert advice and re- 
jmrts on the .street railway question, and 
It is also true that certain members of 
th‘s Council have had the benefit of such 
rejMirts, hut in the four an<i one-half 


years’ membership in this Council not 
a single ordinance has originated In the 
Council which would even indicate an 
effort by any Councilman to solve one 
problem in connection with the street 
railway situation. 

“As to Mr. Arnold's report. It has 
been before City officials for five years, 
and up until now the City has never had 
any benefit from it, for the reason that 
the Council did not possess the courage 
to apply the remedy. The $5,000.00 spent 
by this administration on the BIbblns’ 
report ha.s practically been ignored by 
the Law Department, to whom Mr. Bib- 
bins reported. 

“We have been told by the Mayor and 
the Law Department that the pending 
ordinances are the best they can get from 
the Pittsburgh Railways Company. On 
the other hand, we have petitions of the 
Chamber of Commerce and boards of 
trade from all sections of the City urging 
us to not pass these ordinances because 
the City does not receive sufficient value 
or consideration in return for the valu- 
atde grants desired by the railways com¬ 
pany, Nearly every citizen who has ap¬ 
peared before us declares that, had as 
the service Is now, the passage of the 
pending ordinances will only aggravate 
an already burdensome situation. It 
seems to me that our duty is very plain 
in this matter. AVe should get down to 
business ourselves and, with the aid of 
one of our own citizens (not outside ex¬ 
perts), in fact, a former member of the 
Law Department itself, who spent sev¬ 
eral years on this subject of street rail¬ 
ways, we should be able to frame some 
street railway ordinances which will take 
care of the City’s Intere.'its. 

“Tf we have a qualified and competent 
citizen of Pittsburgh working directly 
with and under the Council itself 
analyze the one hundred charters and 
franchise grants, we ought to get some 
information to guide us in drawing up 
the proper ordinances, 

“It Is my opinion that the time has 
arrived for the Council to step into this 
street railway matter and present the 
demands of the people to the street rail¬ 
ways company. The time has arrived 
when we must show conclusively to the 
company that the Council intends to act. 
We cannot accomplish anything by con¬ 
stant negative action. We cannot con¬ 
tinue to reject ordinances without offer¬ 
ing something ourselves. We cannot con¬ 
tinue opposition to everything on general 
Tirlnciple. We must now jiresent some¬ 
thing on the part of the City, and we 
must be definite and specific. 

“With all due resport to the Law De¬ 
partment and its defense of the pending 
ordinances, I feel sure that any person 
who reads the Bibhin.s report and then 
looks at the pend’nT ordinances will be 
amazed when he recalls Mr. BIbblns’ em¬ 
phatic demand for through routing and 
more trnnsfer.s. Mr. Hihbins insists on 
.some, definite contract for better service 
in exchange for switches and turnouts. 

I challenge anyone, including the ten 
members of the Law Department, to find 
any positive guarantee of better service 
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in the pending ordinances, as suggested 
by Mr. Bibbins. 

“I think we can very properly amend 
a statement of the gentleman in opposi¬ 
tion when he said that ‘The City Law 
Department will be playing hide-and-seek 
on this question,’ for I think it should 
read that they will ‘continue to play 
hide-and-seek on the street railway ques¬ 
tion.' 

“It is significant that the loudest op¬ 
position to this ordinance comes from a 
member of Council who has been a mem¬ 
ber of the Council of Nine since its 
appointment in 1911, and yet that mem¬ 
ber has not introduced a single ordinance 
which would attempt to remedy the 
street railway situation, 

“When we consider the evicjence in the 
Municipal Records of Pittsburgh, con¬ 
taining as they do the record of the votes 
of the Councilmen on imported experts, 
civilian aide and other forms of dementia 
extravaganza, we really can agree with 
his paraf)hrase of the immortal Lincoln 
that ‘A Councilman may fool all the 
taxpayers of Pittsburgh some of the time 
and he may fool some of the taxpayers 
of Pittsburgh all of the time, but even 
a Councilman cannot fool all of the tax¬ 
payers of Pittsburgh all of the time.’ 
It seems to me a few lines from Shakes¬ 
peare might throw a little light and less 
heat on this question, Polonius, speak¬ 
ing of Hamlet, says: ‘’Tis true, ’tis pity, 
and pity ’tis, ’tis true; a foolish figure; 
but farewell it. And now remains, that 
we find out the cause of this effect, or, 
rather, say, the cause of this defect. 
For this effect defective comes by cause.’ 
Thus it remains, and the remainder thus. 

“I am sorry that one so badly deceived 
should have found it necessary to defend 
the Law Department, which no one has 
attacked. Perhaps this is an illustration 
of a well-known passage from the Book 
of Books, which Abraham* Lincoln knew 
so well and which reads as follows: ‘The 
wicked fiee when no man pursueth.’ 

“Since the Law Department has been 
called in question, I think it proper to 
amend the gentleman's attempt to para¬ 
phrase a saying from the immortal Lin¬ 
coln an^ have the 1916 version read as 
follows: ‘The Law Department may fool 
all the Councilmen some of the time, and 
it may fool some of the Councilmen all 
the time, but it cannot fool all of the 
Councilmen all the time.’ 

“In closing, T respectfully suggest that 
some members of Council should quit 
trying to fool themselves and should im¬ 
mediately get busy on the street railway 
question." 

Mr. Rauh arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman—I want to correct the 
gentleman’s remarks as to the meaning 
of ‘hide-and-seek’. Now, remember, there 
is a great difference between playing 
‘hide-and-seek’ and playing ‘hide-and- 
seek’ on this question. Regarding Mr. 
Dailey’s statement as to my voting for 
experts, I want to say that I did. I 
frankly admit that I have made mis¬ 
takes since I have been a member of 
this body, and, for that matter, who has

not? When you pass upon approximately 
8,000 resolutions, ordinances and com¬ 
munications In the life of a Council one 
is bound to make some few mistakes, 
and, as two wrongs do not make a right, 
I feel in this case that it is a wrong." 

Mr, Dillinger arose and said: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—If the 
old Council had taken the advice of the 
Law Department on the ordinances 
granting franchises to the Pittsburgh 
Railways Company which were pre¬ 
sented to it within the last few days 
of its existence those ordinances would 
be law by this time. Those ordinances, 
in my opinion, were prepared by the 
Mayor, the Law Department and the 
Pittsburgh Railways Company—at least 
they were not unsatisfactory to the trac¬ 
tion company. I am not going into 
detail on this question, but I want to 
say that I belie vjb Council would^ have 
made a very serious mistake had it 
passed those ordinances in the brief time 
in which it was urged to pass them; and 
any mistake made in the passage of those 
ordinances would have been detrimental 
to the interestvS of the taxpayers. 

“Now Council proposes, before any 
mistake is made, to hire an outside per¬ 
son who can give us the aid which we 
need on this important question of street 
car transportation. 

“The civil service suit plainly demon¬ 
strated that we need an outside man 
who can give us counsel and help. It 
was clearly demonstrated in that case, 
as I mentioned the other day, that we 
would have been dragged into court by 
our Civil Service Commission and the 
l^aw Department without any legal ad¬ 
vice on our side of the table; and this 
is the position in which Council finds 
itself when there is a difference of 
opinion between it and the executive 
branches of the City Government, 

“It was demonstrated in a few hours 
after the traction ordinances were pre¬ 
sented that the general public was not 
in favor of them. There has not been 
a board of trade or civic body that has 
come in here and asked us to pass those 
ordinances, and I, as one member of 
Council, don’t propose to pull any polit¬ 
ical chestnuts out of the fire for any 
one. 

“We have right here before us a re¬ 
port that a number of present members 
of Council voted for, when we voted 
$5,000.00 in addition to Mr. Arnold’s com¬ 
pensation for the report which he made 
on the traction situation in Pittsburgh. 
Tliat is Mr. Bibbins’ report; I don’t know 
how long it has been in the Mayor’s 
office. I know that it took two resolu¬ 
tions of Council to secure copies of that 
report* We paid for that report. I do 
not know why the Mayor hesitated in 
sending this report to Council. Was it 
because it doe.s not evidently suit one 
branch of the City Government and that 
Mr. Bibbins' recommendations do not suit 
the Pittsburgh Railways Company? 

“We will employ Mr. Bown and, with 
Council hack of him, open up the gas 
and electric light questions in this City. 
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No tiae of the taxpayers' money 

(which is 15,000.00 in this case) could 
he made than to employ this man, on 
whom we can depend when there is a 
division between Council and the Mayor, 
with whom the Law' Department will 
asree.” 

Mr. Herron arose and said: 

"Mr. President and Gentlemen—There 
is not a great deal that I can add to what 
has been said regarding this ordinance. 
It seems to me, however, that we sliould 
have printed, for the use of Council, in 
pamphlet form, Mr. Rauh's speech in de¬ 
fense of experts and the speech he makes 
here against this ordinance, and also the 
.speech of the gentleman on my right who 
opposes the passage of the ordinance; 
and also have printed their speeches dur¬ 
ing the past years of their encumhency 
as members of Council in defense of the 
expert.^ of the New York Bureau of 
Municipal Research, and in defense of 
the increase. In positions that were 
created early in this administration. 

"Now. it seem.s to me that it is the 
little things they take affront at (and 
)»gain it presents to us the pr^iposition 
of the gnat and the camel). The $5,000.00 
to be paid for this particular ofheer 
might redound to the City in receiving 
better transportation facilitie.s, as w’ell 
as reduced rates for gas and electric 
light current, as stated hy I>r. Dilllnger. 
AV’'hy be frightened? At the end of the 
month we can tell whether we will get 
results, and if we do not we can rescind 
the ordinance. The person to he em¬ 
ployed is a man who possesses knowl¬ 
edge about the transportation situation 
In this City w'hich we do not possess. 
He has been educated in it and has 
practically applied the last four years 
looking Into this thing: and 1 understand 
from the members of Council that he 
is the best man in the City for that 
particular line of work. Why should 
we get excited? There is no sense in 
the statement read by the gentleman as 
far ns wasting money of the taxpayers 
and being wasteful Is concerned. 

"T think the remarks made hy Mr. 
Uaiih and his remarks in support of the 
budget for 1914 and 1915 should he 
printed alongside each other." 

Mr. B4 ViUi arose and said; 

"Mr. (’halrman—There is one im¬ 
portant point which has been brought 
out here- this afternoon by two gentle¬ 
men that have addressed us and who 
are in favor of this ordinance. The ordi¬ 
nance should state $,5,000.00 pi-r annum 
and not $416 and some cents per month, 
as called for. This is a string point, 
and 1 am glad that it was hrorght out 
here.”

Report relocation of Davis Island dam. 

Mr. Robert Swan, Director Department 
of Public Works, City of Pittsburgh, 

Dear Sir—lAt the request of Capt. 
Harold C. Fiske, United States corps 
of engineers, I have reviewed the report 
and accompanying plans upon the effect 
of a fixed dam at Emsworth on the flood 
heights of Pittsburgh, Pa., this report 
having been submitted by Capt. Fiske 
to the district engineer officer, Pitts¬ 
burgh, Pa., under date of December 15, 
1914. 

The data contained in this report and 
the accompanying plans are sufficiently 
in detail to warrant the expression of 
an opinion as to the effect of the con¬ 
struction of this dam upon the increase 
in the flood heights of the river at Pitts¬ 
burgh. The formulae and methods used 
to determine the said effect are standard 
formulae and methods and in general 
1 ‘equire no coin men t. We have had a 
conference with Capt. Fiske and have 
obtained additional information as to the 
method followed and coefficients used, 

The conclusion reached in the above 
mentioned report is that at a 22-foot 
stage the back-water curve would run 
out at about 13,500 feet below the point 
by one method, while by a different 
method it would run out at about 8,200 
feet below the point. For higher stages 
the back-water curve would extend a * 
less distance up the river and conse¬ 
quently have less effect. The effect of 
the back-water curve has been investi¬ 
gated for a 22-foot stage of water, 31.3- 
foot flood stage and 35.5-foot flood stage, 
which is the maximum on record. The 
aibove flood heights refer to Market 
street gauge. 

Using the same methods followed by 
Capt. Fiske in his report, and using a 
less favorable coefficient of .5 instead 
of .7, as used by Capt. Fiske (this would 
represent the worst possible condition;, 
we find that a flood which corresponded 
to 22-foot stage at Pittsburgh would be 
2.15 feet higher at Jacks run and 1.92 
feet higher at Spruce street than it 
would be if the dam was not erected, 
as a 22-foot stage of water at the Pitts¬ 
burgh gauge caused no flooding at these 
places and as the ground is consider¬ 
ably above the height of water reached 
by a 22-foot stage, this increase in the 
height of water will have no appreciable 
effect. The effect of a flood of 31.3 feet 


one of the highest on record, would be 
to increase the height of water .08 foot 
at Jacks run, and the increased height 
would run out before Spruce street was 
reached. A maximum flood stage of 35.5 
feet would, in case the dam was built, 
increase the flood height ,05 foot at Jacks 
run, and its effect would be negligible 
above this point. 

It is therefore apparent from the fore¬ 
going that the construction of this dam 
at Emsworth would somewhat increase 
the heights of floods, which give a pres¬ 
ent stage of 22 feet, but that flood stages 
which now cause damage to the city 
would not be increased thereby since 
the back-water curve caused by the new 
dam would run out before the low level 
territory of the city is reached. 

Tn closing, I would state that I agree 
with the conclusions reached in the 
above mentioned report of Capt. Fiske 
on this subject.

MAYOR’S OFFICE. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Fel)ruary 18, 1916, 
President‘and Members of Council, 
Pittsburgh, I*a. 

Gentlemen—I am returning herewith 
Bill No. 193, without my approval, for 
the following reasons: 

This ordinance, in my mind, is plainly 
Illegal and void, being in conllict with 
Article 9, Section 1, of the Charter Act 
of 1901, which i>rovides: 

“No department of the City Govern¬ 
ment shall employ any otiier solicitor, 
but assistant counsel may be employed 
in any particular matter or cause by 
the Mayor, with the consent of Councils. 
l)Ut he shall l)e selected by the City 
Solicitor,*' 

Mr. Bown's knowledge of j>ublic 
utilities is such as he posse.sses as a 
lawyer, and it is only legal service he 
can render. 

It is well known that Mr. C, K. Robin- 
.son, of the City l^aw Dej)artment, has 
had more extensive and practical train¬ 
ing in public utility matters and has 
obained i)etter results in litigation, both 
during ex-Mayor Magee’s and the pres¬ 
ent sulmlnistratlon, than any other City 
attorney. If Council has the same con¬ 
fidence in Mr. Robinson’s ability that ex- 
Mayors Guthrie and Magee had during 
their terms in office, your honorai>le body 
can have bis services as an attorney on 
all public utility problems before you. 

Even if additional legal service were 
actually required, you are not justified 
in ignoring plain provisions of the law, 
and you should imoceed to secure such 
assistance in a legal and proper way. 
On the other hand, if you are really 
seeking expert knowledge and advice you 
should employ recognized engineers, as 
has been done in the past in the in¬ 
stances of Mr. Bion J. Arnold, of Chi¬ 
cago; Mr. Emil Rw’ensson, of this city; 
Mr. Johnston, of New York, and Mr. E. 
K. Morse, also of this city. 

My owm strong personal conviction, 
however, is that neither additional legal 
service nor additional engineering .ser¬ 
vice is necessary to meet the conditions 
in reference to various important public 
utility i>roblems now confronting us, and 
that any money spent in this direction 
w'ill be practically wasted.

'‘Mr. President and Gentlemen—I want 
to say in the iirst place that I think 
this is the hist communication that has 
come from His Honor, the Mayor, in 
which he has taken upon himself the 
lig’ht to act as the advisor of Council, 
He said one time about a year ago that 
he would no longer act as a wet nurse 
for Council, and I want to say right 
here that I shall absolutely i exuse to 
be the "wet nurse” for the Mayor. 

”1 consider it an affront to Council 
the message he has returned to us with 
his reasons for vetoing this ordinance. 
In the tirst fdace, he quotes Section 1 
of Article IX, which is partly that the 
legal advisor of the City (meaning the 
Law Department) shall be the legal ad¬ 
visor for the City and all its depart¬ 
ments. We grant that that is very plain. 
The Mayor might have gone farther and 
consulted page 92 of the Council Manual, 
in which the right is given by the 
statute of the State of Pennsylvania 
that Council can create any ofhce which 
seems necessary for the good govern¬ 
ment and interests of the City, 

“Now, I am going to say this, that 1 
am firmiy convinced, in my own mind, 
that the action in employing Mr. Bown 
was the direct cause of the light com¬ 
pany (I'hilladelphia Company) coming 
out in a public statement last week noti¬ 
fying the citizens of Pittsburgh that 
after the first of March a 10 per cent, 
reduction will take piace. The Phila¬ 
delphia Company, the Pittsburgh Rail¬ 
ways Company, the Mayor and the Law 
Department, unquestionably, prepared 
the ordinances which were submitted to 
the last Council, known as the ‘Railways 
Ordinances.' There is no use in any 
member of Council expressing his per¬ 
sonal views regarding the ability of Mr. 
Robinson. We all admit what the Mayor 
has said about Mr. Robinson and more, 
and 1 conscientiously and sincerely at¬ 
test to the man’s ability, integrity and 
honesty, and have absolute confidence in 
him as a gentleman and as a lawyer; 
but as first assistant of the Law Depart¬ 
ment, under the"" present head of that 
department and the Mayor, he is their 
employee, and, as I said before, when 
there is a difference of opinion between 
the Executive of this City and the Coun¬ 
cil, the Law Department is on the side 
of the Chief Executive. 

“Now, the Mayor offers us the service 
of Mr. C. K. Robinson. Mr. Robinson 
has himself gone on record as support¬ 
ing the railways ordinances which were 
presented to the Council last December 
and urged Council to pass them; that 
he believed the City's interests were 
protected^ and that as much was pro¬ 
vided in those ordinances as the City 
could get from the Railways Com pan j", 
and that he believed it wise for the 
Council to pass them. In that particular 
instance the Council differed with him 
and the ordinances were not passed. 

“Ml*. President, I want to say that the 
money appropriated in securing the serv¬ 
ices of Mr. Bown I believe honestly has 
saved and lieen the means of .saving to 
the citizens of Pittsburgh the 10 per 


cent, reduction in electric light current; 
that the citizens of Pittsburgh are going 
to get from the company still better 
service and lower rates; and I believe 
that by the simple employment of Mr, 
Bcwn as an outside investigator -the 
citizens of Pittsburgh are going to 
pay less than 27 cents for gas and less 
than 9 cents for electric light, and 
Council has never appropriated $5,000.00 
that is going to get as big and tremen- 
ous returns as in this instance, and I 
for one will vote to pass the ordinance 
over the Mayoi'’s veto.” 

Mr. English arose and said; 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—I am 
sorry indeed that the Mayor has seen 
fit to veto this ordinance, and I regret 
exceedingly that he has seen fit to call 
into question the personality of Mr. 
Robinson, who is the First Assistant 
City Solicitor. To my mind any refer¬ 
ence to Mr. Robinson is entirely out of 
order In connection with this ordinance, 
which has to do with the employment of 
Mr. Bown. 

“In explanation, I beg to advise that 
His Honor, the Mayor, and Mr. Robin¬ 
son have appeared before the Chamber 
of Commerce and various boards of 
trade throughout the city. They are 
telling the public that these street car 
ordinances which they caused to be in¬ 
troduced into the last Council, and which 
they expected the last Council to pass 
after three or four days’ consideration, 
were the very best ordinances that could 
be devised in order to relieve the st -eet 
railway situation. They expected us to 
pass these ordinances in the face of 
united public opinion which was and 
still is opposing the passage of the ordi¬ 
nances. The jnembers of Council cer¬ 
tainly have no objection to the Mayor, 
or the members of the Law Department, 
or any other official, or any other citizen 
of Pittsburgh sending to Council an or¬ 
dinance, bill, resolution, complaint or 
petition, whether it refers to the street 
I'uilway question or any other subject, 
and it is our duty to receive and con¬ 
sider all matters presented, which are 
nresented in good faith; but I insist, 
Mr. President and gentlemen of Council, 
that it is the duty of the Council to 
finally enact such matters into ordi¬ 
nances and law.M for the government of 
the people of Pittsburgh. 

“I take it that the Mayor and his Law 
Department have thrown down a chal¬ 
lenge by their public appearances before 
the Chamber of Commerce and the 
boards of trade, in which they slated 
tliat the ordinances now before this 
Council are the result of several years’ 
deliberation and consideration, and that 
any person who differs from them on 
these ordinances should present substi¬ 
tute ordinances which would correct the 
conditions about which the people are 
complaining. I think it is high time 
for Council to develop sufficient infor¬ 
mation to enable the Council to prepare 
pioper ordinances which will not only 
relieve and adjust the street car situ¬ 
ation, but which I feel sure will receive 
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the sanction of Ills Honor, the Mayor, 
nnd hla I^aw Department. 

”We are not employin^r Mr. Bown to 
appear in court for the Council; we are 
hot starting a flight with the Mayor and 
the I^aw Department, nor with the Pltts- 
hurKh Railways Company or any other 
corporation or Individual; but if the 
members of the Council will pass this 
ordinance and employ Mr. Bown, we will 
be In better position to present ordi¬ 
nances which will be of some benefit to 
the people of Pittsburgh. Much as T 
regret the necessity of having to vote 
for the passage of the bill over the veto 
of the Mayor, I sincerely hope that every 
member will be able to see the matter 
in the same light that I see It and will 
vote In favor of this ordinance becoming 
a law notwithstanding the veto of tiie 
Mayor.’^ 

Mr. B>auh arose and said: 

“Mr, President and Gentlemen—1 have j 
carefully listened to the Mayor’s veto I 
message, and I did not hear one state- j 
ment read which referred to the street 
car ordinances. 1 think what the Mayor 
means plainly la the hiring of additional 
experts. I think the argument of the 
Mayor Is a sensible one. Mr. Bown is 
not an engineer. I will concede that j 
he is an able lawyer, but we have ten 
in OUT Law Department; it is not neces¬ 
sary to have eleven. T propose to sus- I 
tain the veto of the Mayor for the above 
reasons.”

Mr. Garland arose and said: \ 

**Mr. President and Gentlemen—It will i 
he illegal for Mr. Hown to appear before j 
the Public Service Commission on behalf ! 
of the City as counsel to argue a case. j 
It will be illegal for him to join In con¬ 
sideration with this Council or with a ; 
committee of Council on any question j 
of law. ’ 

”Mr. Bown Is not an engineer, nor has 
he had technical training or practical 
knowledge in street railway operations; j 
there Is, therefore, no other course for I 
me to take than to sustain the Mayor’s I 
veto.” 

Mr. Dlllingrer arose and said: ' 

“Mr. TVesident and Gentlemen—There i 
has been a point raised here that I don’t I 
think we can afford to let go by. If we 
employ Mr. Bown we can get his legal 
opinion. Bown may not get up on his 
feet around the Coimcil table; hut we 
get his opinion and get an unbiased 
opinion and an opinion not prejudiced 
by the wishes of the Chief Executive of 
the City. And I want to say right here, 
as I said the other day, when any cor¬ 
poration puts $40,t)00.00 or $50,000.00 into 
the election of any City ofltclal that you 
cannot help getting a biased opinion. If 
the gentlemen want a plain talk, I will 1 
give one. We are up against a dlflicult 
proposition and m\ist face It and not | 
heat around the hush. 

”When any corptmation is so inler- 
t‘Sted In municipal affairs as to be the 
C'lCntroBing factor in the election of City 


officials, I want to say that it is time 
Council wakes up and fights against that 
• kind of trickery that it is high time 
for Council to secure outside advice to 
protect ourselves and the people’s inter¬ 
ests. There is no legal mind in Council 
and we have legal propositions to deal 
with every day and particularly the ones 
that have been put up to us. I say that 
we cannot depend upon all of the 
opinions that come down to us. 1 want 
to say most emphatically that an opinion 
was given Council last week, and I want 
to make my statement as gentle as pos¬ 
sible, but emphatic, that the City So¬ 
licitor did not give me the same opinion 
in his office in the presence of another 
Assistant City Solicitor, whose memory 
seems to fail him. We have not only 
that case, but other opinions that have 
come to us which conflict. I want to 
say that it is high time for Council to 
provide itself with the right kind of 
advisors. 

”T want to take further issue with 
the Mayor, that 1 consider Mr. Bown an 
expert, and 1 think it is rather remark¬ 
able that the Mayor should advise us to 
secure expert advice, such as that fur¬ 
nished by HI on J. Arnold, of Chicago, 
and yet three weeks ago he said that 
Mr, A^nold’^5 report was not worth 10 
ccnt.H. That is how Inconsistent he is. 
Such advice as he gives is not worth 
40 cents, and 1 don’t believe Council is 
going to take it.” 

Mr. Herron arose and said: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—I 
didn’t expect to .speak on this proposi¬ 
tion, and were It not for the fact that 
the gentleman on my right has referred 
to the matter as being illegal I would 
have remained silent, but 1 am satisfied 
that Council is within its rights to em¬ 
ploy Mr. Bown. 

“Two years aeo Co. nc;l set aside 
$50,000.00 at the ren -est of the then Cltv 
Solicitor with the expres.“ed understand¬ 
ing that he was to try and solve some 
of the perplexities that confronted us 
with the public service corporation . 
The fact that It was not used wa not 
Council’s fault. We allowed the City 
Solicitor to use his own discretion, with 
the result that we find that what we 
had hoped to accomt)Hsh has not been 
done. We hope with this appropriation, 
and in comparison with the $50,000.00 it 
is comparatively small, to accomplish 
a great deal for the citizens of this City, 
and I claim that it does involve the 
rights of every citizen of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

“We have no desire to do anything 
that is not right, and the question of 
illegality should not enter Into It In view 
of the fact that Judge Reid’s decision 
Is still fresh In the memory of all of 
us; and it was necessary for us to go 
to court to prove that we did know what 
we were doing and that the City Solicitor 
was, to put it mildly, mistaken In his 
opinion of our rights. 

“We all understand that the condi¬ 
tions now existing with regard to the 
street railway situation are not satis- 
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factory, and it is our intention to try 
and bring something out of chaos, and 
I claim that chaos does exist. Con¬ 
fronted as we are with so many different 
ordinances granted to so many different 
companies, we ought to know, and have 
a right to know, just what these ordi¬ 
nances will obtain for the citizens of 
Pittsburgh in better service.”

‘ legal right to make inspection of gas 
and electric meters installed in resi¬ 
dences of the citizens of Pittsburgh,” I 
beg to say; 










































































After careful consideration of the sub¬ 
ject, 1 have concluded that although the 
supply of gas and electric light is a 
subject of contract between the company 
and consumer, yet the supply being a 
public utility the supervision thereof 
comes fairly within the provisions of 
Clause 28, Section 3, “Corporate Powers,' 
of the City Charter. This clause author¬ 
izes the City “to regulate the weighing 
and measuring of all commodities sold 
in tile city, In all cases not otherwise 
provided by law.” Both gas and elec¬ 
tricity are certainly commodities sold 
within the city, and there is no statu¬ 
tory provision relating to a public In¬ 
spection of these meters. It would seem, 
therefore, that the City may establish a 
system of inspection of all these meters, 
including those installed in private resi¬ 
dences, to insure their correctness for the 
benefit of the public.

Gentlemen I am in receipt of letter 
from Mr. E. J. Martin. Clerk of Council. 


under date of January 27, embodying 
copy of resolution passed by your Honor¬ 
able Body. 

In reply thereto: The Pittsburgh 
Railways Company submitted, under 
date of September 28, 1914, a letter to 
His Honor, the Mayor, setting forth sug¬ 
gestions for track changes and a state¬ 
ment as to what could be accomplished 
for the improvement of fhe railway ser¬ 
vice. Under each of the items mentioned 
a brief explanation was given of the 
reasons for the application for certain 
tracks, curves and switches. The Rail¬ 
ways Company also submitted to your 
Honorable Body, under date of January 
12, 1915, a further explanation as to 
certain transfer lines from the North 
Side and depot lines from the South Side, 
setting forth fully the transfer privi¬ 
leges to be put into effect on these lines. 

With this letter was also submitted a 
portfolio of blue prints, .showing in de¬ 
tail the track changes proposed. The 
two shuttle lines and the transfer 
changes were explained in the letter in 
the following language; 

“The changes number 23 are neces- 
•sary in order, as an experiment, to oper¬ 
ate a shuttle line of oars from North 
avenue, Allegheny, to the corner of Sixth 
and Wylie avenues, Pittsburgh, and a 
second shuttle line running from the 
Union Station, Pittsburgh, over to the 
P. & L. E. Station, thence along West 
Carson street to a point at the end of 
the Point Bridge. This would make it 
possible for any East End resident to 
go to any one of the three railroad sta¬ 
tions—Baltimore & Ohio, IVnnsylvanla 
or Pltt.shurgh & Lake Erie, or to the 
business district of Allegheny, for one 
5c fare. It likewise would allow any 
resident of the North Side, for a 5c fare, 
to reach any part of downtown Pitts¬ 
burgh touched by the two shuttle lines. 
In short, it would permit any Pltt.sburgh 
patrons of the slxty-tw-o lines touching 
downtown Pitt.sburgh to go to any point 
served by either of the two shuttle lines 
for a single fare.” 

I The track changes covered by hills 
I Nos. 446,3, 4464 and 4465 were not men- 
] Honed in the letter.s referred to aho\’e, 
j since the need for them has become more 
pronounced in the last twelve months. 
If granted, these track changes wMll re¬ 
sult in the following Improvement: 

Hill No. 4465 is for a connection into 
the Homewood barn property at Felicia 
alley. The trippers operated for the 
We.stlnghouse Electric * Manufacturing 
Company plant at East Pittsburgh have 
greatly Increased in the last six months 
and, with the great number of trail cars 
that must be taken oft the Hamilton and 
Frank.Miown avenue routes, the street 
becomes so filled with cars near 6 p. M. 
that the Prankatown avenue cars re¬ 
maining in service are often delayed as 
TTiuch as ten minutes while the bam men 
are working frantically to gel the many 
trippers and trailers in off the street. 
The granting of this little short connec¬ 
tion will give another entrance into the 
property and will make It possible to 








handle the Hamilton avenue trailers 
without interfering: with the Frankstown 
avenue barn connections. 

Bills Nos. 44 63 and 4464 are for curves 
In the vicinity of Carson and Eighteenth 
and Nineteenth streets. At the present 
time the South Side cars to Carrick 
which turn at Forbes and Brady streets, 
use Nineteenth- street, between Carson 
street and the Pennsylvania Railroad 
tracks, while the cars which go over the 
Tenth Street Bridge, and along Carson 
street out toward Carrick, use Eighteenth 
street outbound and Seventeenth street 
inbound between Carson street and the 
railroad. The curves requested under 
these two bills will make it possible for 
both the Forbes and Brady cars and the 
Carson street through lines to use the 
same tracks between Carson street and 
the railroad. This arrangement will 
give waiting passengers at Carson street 
much more frequent service than now, 
since they can take advantage of both 
lines. 

The application for the construction 
of tracks on Diamond street, from Grant 
street to Ferry street, is to relieve the 
congestion on Sixth avenue, and under 
the plans now contemplated about one- 
half of the cars now operating on Forbes 
street would be operated over Diamond 
street to loop at Wood street and at 
Ferry street. 

Also, the cars operating from the 
South Side and now looping at Smith- 
field street, Third avenue and Wood 
street would be operated over Smithfleld 
street, Diamond and Wood streets, thus 
bringing the South Side people closer to 
the business district and furnishing a 
distinct improvement in service for 
South Side passengers, and we believe 
this arrangement one of the most im¬ 
portant improvements under considera¬ 
tion. 

It is not contemplated, under the 
present application, to furnish other 
transfers than those specified in the 
transfer lines, as stated in my letter of 
January 12, 1915. 

The company, through its traffic de¬ 
partment, has been giving constant 
study for the improvement of the service 
on all of its lines and especially the 
congested portion of the downtown dis¬ 
trict. 

The company has under order 240 low- 
floor, double-truck cars of the Pitts¬ 
burgh-standard type for delivery to com¬ 
mence early in 1916, which cars will be 
placed in service promptly upon arrival 
and which will result in an increase of 
548 double-truck cars since 1910.

Chester A. Warburton, residing at 5907 
Broad street, in the City of Pittsburgh, i 
makes the following statements under ' 
oath that it is true and correct in every i 
particular: 


On or about January 25, 1916, Loudon 
L. Campbell, employed by the City of 
Pittsburgh as superintendent of the divi¬ 
sion of motor vehicles, Department of 
Public Safety, came to me and suggested 
that we form a partnership to go into 
tile hacking and jitney bus business. He 
told me how, as a detective in the em¬ 
ploy of the City of Pittsburgh several 
years before, he had run a hack line 
and rented his own automobile hacks to 
the City when he needed a car for official 
trips. He told me; 

‘T have had experience in the hacking 
business and know how to get the money. 
Come down and see me some day." 

I called him on the telephone the day 
following, and he asked me to come 
down to his home. The following Sun¬ 
day morning I went to his home, at 5426 
Howe street, Pittsburgh, Pa. 

At that time I was employed by the 
Pittsburgh Transportation Company, 212 
North Highland avenue, Pittsburgh, Pa., 
as a jitney bus driver, and had been so 
employed for several months. Again, in 
his home, he proposed that we form a 
partnership to operate a line of motor 
hacks and jitney busses. He said to me: 

‘T know where I can get one car right 
away. I’ll get this car and we’ll start 
up in business. By June we will have 
twenty cars running. We will incor¬ 
porate and go into business in big ^scale. 
All you’ll have to do is to stand around 
and watch the interest on your money. 
You’ll be getting $50 or $60 a week. 
We’ll both be rich soon." 

He did not say then where he would 
get the first car except to say: "We have 
one car down there." I took that to 
mean the car was in the City garage 
at 618 Wylie avenue, where he, the said 
Loudon L. Campbell, maintains his office 
as superintendent of the Division of 
Motor Vehicles of the Department of 
Public Safety. 

While in the home of the said Loudon 
L. Campbell, and at his suggestion, I 
sat down at his desk and wrote a letter 
on a plain sheet of W’riting paper, ad¬ 
dressing it to Loudon L. Campbell, City 
of Pittsburgh. The letter, in substance, 
and following his dictation, read as 
follows: 

"Dear Sir: 

"I understand you have a Ford 1911 
car known as car No, 34. 1 will give 

you $50 for it." 

After writing the letter I signed it 
and gave it to the said Loudon L. Camp¬ 
bell, to whom it was addre.ssed, Mr. 
Campbell said to me then: 

"I’ll see that this goes through all 
right, but it will take a couple of days 
for it to go through." 

Then I left his home and went back 
to work on my jitney. I saw the said 
Loudon L. Campbell again on Monday 
evening, Janifary 31, 1916, at Penn and 
Highland avenues, Pittsburgh, Pa. He 
told me he had taken the letter to the 
office of Franklin P. Booth, Director of 
the Department of Supplies of the City 
of Pittsburgh, and that "everything 
would be all right." 


























































On February 4, 1916, I received the 
following letter from Director Booth: 
“Mr. Chester Warburton, 

“I’ittstaurgh, Pa. 

“Dear Sir: 

“Mr. I^oudon Campbell, chief of the 
Division of Motor Vehicles, Informs me 
that you have made an offer of fifty 
($50.00) dollars for one (1) 22 h. p. Ford 
runabout located at No. 618 Wylie 
avenue. 

“If your offer still holds good, will 
you kindly bring me in a check or cash 
in the sum of fifty ($50.00) dollars, and 
I will give you an order to remove 
same. 

“Yours very truly, 

"(Signed) P. P. BOOTH, 

“Director." 

On this same day, February 4, 1916, 
I went down to the municipal garage at 
63 8 Wylie avenue and saw Mr. Campbell. 
He showed me the car we were to buy, 
saying: 

“Don’t look at it the way It Is now. 
I’m going to fix it up. I’ve got a new 
hood and everything new for It.” 

After inspecting the car, which ap¬ 
peared old and dilapidated, with old 
fenders and tires, a rusty, bent and 
worn-out hood and other parts which 
looked as hadly, the said Loudon L. 
Campbell and T went to the Union Sav¬ 
ings Bank, where he wrote his personal 
check for $25 and gave it to me. It was 
payable to me. 1 cashed the check there 
at the bank, and took the $25 received 
on the check, with $25 cash I already 
had, to the office of Director Booth, here¬ 
inbefore mentioned. In the Oliver Build¬ 
ing. Mr. Campbell accompanied me to 
Director Booth’s office. 

I gave the $50 In cash to a clerk in 
Director Booth’s office and received a 
receipt therefor, acknowledging the pay¬ 
ment for the Ford runabout. 

The next night, February 5, I went to 
the municipal garage at 618 Wylie ave¬ 
nue and, finding the said T.iOudon L. 
Campbell there, examined the runabout. 
When I had first seen it the air had been 
let out of the tires as If they had been 
blown out. When T examined it this 
time there were two new tires on the 
W'heels, and mechanics employed by the 
City had been at work replacing the old 
parts with new. 

The car had been moved up to the 
second floor of the garage, the old body 
had been stripped off the chassis, and 
the work of rebuilding It was well under 
way. 

Thereafter T made dally visits to the 
municipal garage, overseeing the work of 
rebuilding the car. The .said I^oudon T<. 
Campbell was present and helped direct 
the work on all these .several occasions. 
A new* engine had been put In the car, 
and numerous artd sundry Improvements 
were made during the time subsoqurnt 
to the purchase of the runabout afore¬ 
mentioned, all by City mechanics and at 
the City's expense. 

The .Raid T,oudon T<. Campbell and T 
would frequently tighten bolts and 
screws and assist in the rebuilding of 
the car, so we could say we had repaired 


it ourselves should any question arise. 
The said Loudon L. Campbell was 
nervous and apprehensive, and said to 
me repeatedly during this time: 

“Don’t tell anyone we’re buying this 
car. We’ve got to keep It absolutely 
quiet. We won’t sign any partnership 
papers until the car is taken out of this 
garage.” 

To other persons w'ho inquired the pur¬ 
pose of the repairs and the use to which 
the rebuilt car w^as to be put, the same 
being the Ford 1911 model car referred 
to in Director Booth’s letter and subse¬ 
quently purchased as aforementioned, 
Mr. Campbell would say. In my pres¬ 
ence: 

“Oh, w‘re going to turn this into a 
truck.” 

When Inquirers asked regarding my 
pre.sence in the garage, the said Loudon 
Jy. Campbell said: 

“He’s Just an apprentice working 
here.” 

I>urlng this period that the car was 
being repaired, the City’s mechanics, 
working under the direction of the said 
Loudon L. Campbell, added between $50 
and $75 worth of new parts and equip¬ 
ment to the car, for none of which we 
paid, nor did we pay for the services of 
the City mechanics. 

Including the value of the engine In 
the car, which employees In the garage 
told us had never been run, being new, 
the new parts and eqtiipment on the car, 
when rchufU and equipped, represented 
a value of not less than $250. This 
amount did not include the value of the 
.stripped chassis, which, with the wheels 
and other parts, were worth at market 
value fully $100. 

When we finally took the car out of 
the garage and put It Into service as a 
jitney bu.s and public hack. It was worth 
$350, exclusive of a new body we had 
purchased and mounted In the municipal 
garage w'Uh the assistance of munici¬ 
pally employed mechanics. 

For all of this equipment. Including 
an extra set of tires, fuel, oil and full 
complement of tools, we paid nothing 
and made no return to the City. Our 
sole Investment in the car was the 
original payment of $50 and $135 which 
we paid for a new body purchased In 
firr>v4i and expressed to the said 

Loudon Ty Campbell at 618 Wylie avenue. 

On or about February 20 the repairs 
and placing of the new parts and equip¬ 
ment were completed, and I drove the 
car out of the garage and put It Into 
service. 

Thereafter, operating It as a public 
hack, i nder a verbal partnership agree¬ 
ment with the said T>oudon L. Campbell, 

T made from |6 to |25 a day In fares, 
probably aver.aglng $15 a day, all of 
which sums, except approximately $10 
a week 1 kept for personal expenses, I 
turned over to the said Tyondon L. Camp¬ 
bell to be deposited to the credit of the 
I’cnnsylvania Transportation Company, 
an unincorporated and unregistered com¬ 
pany. of which I was the president and 
general manager and the said Loudon 
L. Campbell, sec re tary-trea surer. 
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During' all the time following, up to 
and including March 22, 1916, I saw the 
said Loudon L. Campbell daily, turning 
the cash receipts over to him except as 
indicated above. 

He said to me several times: 

“We will incorporate and buy more 
cars. I know where I can get them for 
from $100 down to $50.” 

Relying on his integrity and his as¬ 
surances, I entrusted all the money be¬ 
longing to the partnership to him. 

Several days I procured fuel and oil 
for the car at the municipal garage, by 
direction of the said Loudon L. Camp¬ 
bell, and also had the storage batteries 
in the car recharged there by City em¬ 
ployees, for none of which was anything 
paid to the City. 

In this way we saved money and, as 
I thought, added it to our^ account in 
the hank. 

On the night of March 23, on or about 
the hour of 7:30 o'clock, the said Loudon 
L. Campbell took the car previously re¬ 
ferred to from its stand at Penn and 
Highland avenues and, over the protests 
of the driver, who had stepped out to 
get change, drove off with it to the 
municipal garage at 618 Wylie avenue, 
where It remained today. 

I called this morning at the Union 
Savings Bank, where we had our account 
in the name of the Pennsylvania Trans¬ 
portation Company, and was told the 
balance to our credit was $66.95. 

Previously, on Friday night, March 17, 
the said Loudon L. Campbell had informed 
me he had purchased a Ford touring car 
in addition to the hack we were then op¬ 
erating, paying therefor the sum of $150. 

To the best of my knowledge and be¬ 
lief, both of these cars are now in the 
possession of the said Loudon L. Camp¬ 
bell, as well as the amount to our joint 
credit in the bank, as his signature only 
is authorized on the checks drawn 
against the Pennsylvania Transportation 
Company account. 

When T went to the said Loudon L. 
Campbell today and a.sked why he had 
taken the car, which T have been driving, 
he said: 

“What are you trying to give me? A 
party told me you have been making 
more money than you have been turning 
in. Tf you want the car, pay me $250 
for my Interest in the company and I'll 
give it to you.'* 

All of the time this car, the original 
Ford runabout, was operated as a public 
conveyance, it was driven by myself or 
a chauffeur In our employ, and never by 
the said T.<oudon L. Campbell except in 
tests and w'hen we were not carrying 
passengers. 

On Wednesdays and Sundays, between 
the hours of 1 and 4:30 P. M., I drove 
our bus from Frankstown avenue and 
Grant boulevard to the municipal tuber¬ 
culosis hospital and return, carrying 
passengers at the rate of 20 cents for the 
round trip Until a month ago, when 
our bus was placed in .service, the City 
of Pittsburgh operated a free bus service 
over this route, carrying passengers now 
hauled for hire. 


About one week ago the said Loudon 
L. Campbell told me he was arranging 
so we would be given the exclusive privi¬ 
lege of carrying passengers to the 
municipal tuberculosis hospital from the 
point hereinbefore named, a distance of 
about two miles. 

The said Loudon L. Campbell told me 
! we could raise our rates for this service 
after we got the exclusive right to oper- 
I ate. He said: 

“We must creep before we can crawl." 

The said Loudon L. Campbell also told 
me repeatedly he would be able to get 
a contract from the City guaranteeing 
us $30 a day for operating a line of 
three jitney busses in Schenley I^ark, 
and that we would be given the exclusive 
right so to operate. On days when our 
! receipts would run below $10, he said, 
the City would make up the difference. 
The busses, under this arrangement, he 
said, would be operated between the 
hours of 1 and 6 o’clock P. M. 

He also said: 

“After we get Schenley Park tied up 
we’ll get together and frame up High¬ 
land Park." 

The said Loudon L. Campbell said to 
me, further, on repeated occasions: 

“When we incorporate, Director Robert 
Swan, of the Department of Public 
Works of the City of Pittsburgh, will 
put his chauffeur, Clarence Christman, 
into the company, subscribing $1,000 and 
i having the stock issued in Christman’s 
i name. If he does that we can get any¬ 
thing we want, as Director Swan has 
charge of the City parks." 

■ The said Loudon L. Campbell said to 
me, further, on repeated occasions: 

I “I can get anything I want from the 
I Mayor.” 

I The said Clarence Christman also .said 
I to me: 

I “Director Swan went to his bank and 
' tried to get $1,000 on a note so he could 

; put me into your company, but the bank 

! wouldn’t let him have it. The director 

la trying to get the money somewhere 
i else. He’s just waiting until he gets 

I some money together, so we can go 

I into it." 

' I, Chester A. Warburton, being first 

duly sworn, do hereby declare that the 
\ foregoing statements and conversations 
are true and correct, to the best of my 
knowledge and belief.

I Public Works furnish Council, prior to 
the meeting on Monday, May 15, 1916, a 
report as to what the insurance provided 
for in Council Bills Nos. 966, 967 and 968 
cover, and the urgency and necessity for 
the same; beg to report as follows: 

Policy No. 9909, the Hartford Steam 
Boiler Inspection and Insurance Com¬ 
pany, covers nine boilers in all, two at 
Mission Street and seven at Brilliant 
Pumping Stations, and insures the City 
against all Immediate damage, except by 
a fire, to the property of the assured and 
to the person and property of others to 
which the a.ssured is liable, caused by 
explosion, collapse or rupture of the 
steam boilers so insured. In case of any 
one accident at Brilliant the liability of 
the company to the City shall be 
$50,000.00, and In case of any one acci¬ 
dent at Mission Street Pumping Station, 
the liability of the company to the City 
.shall be $25,000.00. Some time ago, when 
the adjustment was made by the City 
Controller and a committee of Council, 
this was one of the risks that wa.s 
marked to be re-insured. 

Policy No. 279836, the Fidelity & Casu¬ 
alty Company, covers sixteen boilers in 
all, four at Herron Hill, six at Howard 
.Street and six at Aspinwall Pumping 
Stations, and insures the City against all 
immediate damage, except by fire, to the 
property of the assured, and the person 
and property of others to which the as¬ 
sured is liable, caused by the explosion, 
collapse or rupture of any of the steam 
boilers mentioned. The limit of liability 
due on plant is $50,000.00. This is an¬ 
other risk that it was decided to re¬ 
insure when the adjustment was made 
some time ago. 

Policy No. 9921, the Hartford Steam 
Boiler Inspection and Insurance Com¬ 
pany, xovers twelve boilers In all, ten at 
Ross and two at Lincoln Pumping Sta¬ 
tions. It insures the City against all 
Immediate damage, except by Are, to the 
property of the a.ssured and the person 
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Also 


and property of others to which the as¬ 
sured is liable, caused by the explosion 
of the steam boilers mentioned. The 
limit of liability for any one accident at 
Ross Pumping- Station is $50,000.00 and 
at T^incoln Pumping Station is $25,000.00. 
This is another risk which it was decided 
to re-insure at the time the adjustment 
was made. 

In view of the fact that this is liability 
insurance, there is urgency and necessity 
for carrying the same, and I would 
recommend that the resolutions be 
passed.

ADDRESS MADE IN PITTSBURGH BY 

A. MERRITT TAYLOR ON THURS¬ 
DAY EVENING, JUNE 1, 1916. 

Your municipal authorities have in¬ 
vited me to come here to discuss the 
subject of transit development, which 
Is vitally essential to the proper and 
rapid upbuilding of a modern and ag¬ 
gressive municipality, and to outline my 
views as to what course of procedure 
Is essential to determine what additional 
transit facilities are and will be re¬ 
quired to properly meet the present and 
future requirements of Pittsburgh, and 
how their establishment may be best 
secured. 

Citizens of Pittsburgh co-operated gen¬ 
erously in the enactment of legislation, 
and by a vote of the electorate in the 

































adoption of a constitutional amendment, 
which empower the City of Philadelphia 
to proceed with the construction of a 
complete system of subways and ele¬ 
vated railways. 

Your fellow citizens of Pennsylvania, 
resident in Philadelphia, are most thank¬ 
ful for the co-operation which you have 
accorded us. 

We recognize the enormous contribu¬ 
tion which Pittsburgh has made and Is 
making to the welfare and prosperity of 
this State, and that Pittsburgh, with 
the united aid of Pennsylvanians, will 
become one of the very greatest metro¬ 
politan centers in the United States. 

EJvery citizen of our State should be 
proud of this fact, and aid In expediting 
your wonderful progress, which prom- 
ise.s so much added wealth and pros¬ 
perity to your City, to the State at large, 
and to the people thereof. 

Our cour.se of procedure in solving 
Philadelphia’s transit problem, which 
produced the desired results, was as 
follows: 

In May, 1912, the Mayor, by authority 
of City Councils, appointed a Transit 
Commissioner ”to study the City’s 
transit problem and to recommend ways 
and means whereby efficient and rapid 
transit, commensurate with the present 
and future needs of the entire City and 
its suburbs, will be secured within a 
reasonable number of years.” 

The Transit Con\missloner assembled 
a competent technical organization of 
50 men. Including engineers and others 
amply qualified to consider and deter¬ 
mine the various technical questions 
involved. 

That organization was engaged for 
over one year In developing the infor¬ 
mation which determined: 

The character and location of the 
high-speed lines which will be required 
presently and prospectively to ade¬ 
quately serve the traveling public; 

The approximate cost of each line and 
of its equipment; 

The approximate gross earnings, oper¬ 
ating expenses, fixed charges and net 
financial result of each recommended 
line and of the recomm^ended system as 
a whole; 

The effect which the recommended 
system will have on the net income of 
the existing street railways; 

The indirect but enormous returns and 
advantages which will be secured to the 
City and to the people, from the recom¬ 
mended development; 

The best method of financing, equip¬ 
ping and operating the recommended 
sy.stem; and 

What enabling legislation was re¬ 
quired by the City to put through the 
program. 

During the same period leading 
lawyers drafted the legislation and the 
constitutional amendment which were 
found necessary to enable the City to 
carry out the Transit Commissioner’s 
recommendations, and the State legis¬ 
lature, through the co-operation of your 
Senators and Representatives, enacted 


all of the desired legislation, and sub¬ 
mitted the proposed constitutional 
amendment which was adopted by the 
electorate. 

The Transit Commissioner’s recom¬ 
mendations and report were submitted 
in June, 1913. 

The Department of City Transit was 
organized on .Tuly 1, 1913, and proceeded, 
under authority of City Councils, to as¬ 
semble a technical organization of 150 
engineers and others, qualified by train¬ 
ing and by experience, and to prepare 
the necessary construction plans and 
specifications for the various facilities 
which had been recommended by the 
Transit Commissioner, with due regard 
to the innumerable and widely varying 
technical considerations which naturally 
govern the proper carrying out of such 
an undertaking. 

Philadelphia’s entire plan for transit 
development was submitted to our Pub¬ 
lic Service Commission in Harrisburg, 
and, after a most thorough investiga¬ 
tion made by the members of the Com¬ 
mission and by their engineers and after 
public hearings of all objections, cer¬ 
tificates of public convenience were 
i.ssued. 

In March, 1915, the construction work 
was started under an initial appropria¬ 
tion of $500,000.00. At the same time. 
City Councils called a special election 
to authorize an increase in the City’s 
debt in the amount of $6,000,000.00 for 
transit development. The affirmative 
vote of the electorate was approximately 
9 to 1. Additional contracts were then 
let. and within a short time the work 
was well under way. 

Subsequent to the adoption of the con¬ 
stitutional amendment increasing Phila¬ 
delphia’s borrowing capacity, City Coun¬ 
cils submitted to the electorate a propo¬ 
sition to authorize a further increase in 
the City’s indebtedness In the amount 
of $57,100,000.00 for the specific purpose 
of constructing all the high-.speed lines 
recommended by the Tran.slt Commls- 
.sloner, with minor alterations and ex- 
tension.s. The electorate authorized that 
increase by an enormous majority. 

Thus Philadelphia, after three and one- 
half years of earnest endeavor, is Irre¬ 
vocably committed to the construction 
of a specified sy.stem of high-speed lines, 
and has made $63,600,000.00 available for 
that purpose. 

No agreement for the equipment and 
operation of the.se lines has been con¬ 
summated, but the City and the citizens 
fully recognize that the existing street 
railway system Is the natural collector 
and distributor of passengers, using 
high-speed lines In conjunction with 
them, as one cor-ordinated unit or ma¬ 
chine properly designed and balanced to 
at all times give the’ required service at 
minimum cost. 

We also recognize that the existing 
street railway company, and capital In¬ 
vested therein, are entitled to due con¬ 
sideration. 

It-la the duty of the City and of the 
existing street railway company to co¬ 
operate In the exten.slon of transporta- 
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tion facilities in the City as necessary 
to proi)erly serve the public. 

In fulfilling this duty we recognize 
that it is the obvious duty of the City 
to protect the existing net income of 
the Philadelphia Rapid Transit Com¬ 
pany against loss resultant from its co¬ 
operation in the undertaking, which 
would deprive capital invested in the 
existing street railway system of a rea¬ 
sonable return. 

Therefore, a tentative agreement has 
been entered into between the Depart¬ 
ment of City Transit and the Philadel¬ 
phia Rapid Transit Company, which pro¬ 
vides, among other things, that the high¬ 
speed system built by the City shall be 
equipped and operated by the Philadel¬ 
phia Rapid Transit Company, that the 
operator shall receive out of the net 
earnings from operation of the municip¬ 
ally-owned high-speed system, as a first 
charge thereon, 6 per cent, on its capital 
investment in equipment, and as a 
second charge thereon a payment equal 
to the net income diverted from its exist¬ 
ing system; that the City shall take the 
remainder up to the full interest and 
sinking fund requirements of bonds is¬ 
sued for the construction of the system; 
and that any residue shall be divided 
between the company and the City in 
proportion to the capital invested by 
each. 

The greater portion of traffic diverted 
from surface lines to high-speed lines 
is long-distance traffic, a considerable 
portion of which is, in many instances, 
carried at a loss on surface cars. 

Traffic diverted from surface lines to 
high-speed lines is not the most profit¬ 
able short-haul traffic; therefore, the net 
competitive loss to the surface system 
is comparatively small. 

During the entire struggle for Im¬ 
proved transit facilities in Philadelphia 
practically every one of the hundreds of 
business, labor and civic organizations 
in that City co-operated with the City's 
representative most actively and per¬ 
sistently. Scores of mass meetings were 
held throughout the City under the 
auspices of these organizatlon.s, all of 
which were attended by the City’s repre¬ 
sentative. Hundreds of thousands of 
button.^ inscribed with the words, “For 
the Transit I’lan,” were actually pur¬ 
chased and distributed by the.se organ¬ 
izations, by the newsp.apers and by the 
great department stores and small shop 
owners—public sentiment was aroused 
all along the line. 

The great newspapers of our City 
adopted a most strenuously aggressive 
policy in furthering transit development 
by giving broad publicity to all facts 
relative thereto and by hammering ob¬ 
structionists who, from time to time, 
impelled by selfi.sh motives, endeavored 
to block progress; they backed the 
transit Issue as the greatest public issue 
of the day in Philadelphia, and carried 
it to a succe.ssful conclusion. 

The great newspapers of Pittsburgh 
can join hands and accomplish the same 
result. Civic pride will impel them to 


do so, with a realization that transit 
facilities are essential to the proper de¬ 
velopment of your City, and to the wel¬ 
fare of every man, woman, child and 
business interest located therein. 

In Pittsburgh your problems differ in 
some respects from those which we had 
to solve in I^hiladeiphia. There are nat¬ 
ural obstructions in and about IMtts- 
burgh, including rivers, hills and drain¬ 
age questions, which we did not encoun¬ 
ter to the same extent. 

Great care must be exercised in diag¬ 
nosing your requirements, for an error 
may cause you incalculable loss and lead 
you into almost insurmountable difficul¬ 
ties in the future. 

Ascertainable facts must be relied 
upon in establishing for Pittsburgh a 
definite plan of tran.sit development 
which will properly serve the traveling 
public, and which can be extende<l as 
required to meet future demands, due 
to the growth of your City. 

You must take your transit problems 
up and dispose of them in a methodical, 
intelligent and broad way, with due re¬ 
gard to your future requirements, for 
an attempt to construct one or more 
elevated or subway lines as a temporary 
expedient, without knowledge of tlie lo¬ 
cation and character of the complete 
system which will be required ultimately 
to serve Ifittsburgh, and the amount and 
characteristics of the traffic which it will 
then be called upon to handle, would be 
suicidal. 

The lines which you build first in your 
I thickly populated district will eventu¬ 

ally become terminal lines, from which 
j other lines will radiate to serve the 
' great Pittsburgh of the future, and they 
' must be designed to enable required ex¬ 
tensions and connections to be made 
thereto, and of sufficient capacity to 
I properly perform their ultimate func¬ 

tions. 

In other words, tfie initial high-speed 
lines which will be built In Ifittsburgh 
will be the foundation of your future 
system. You must either design and 
build that foundation, with due regard 
I to future requirements, or fail utterly 

I In the performance of your duty to the 

I City. 

I Thorough Investigation of your prob¬ 
lems, similar to that which was made 
I in Philadelphia, will develop the facts 

I which will accurately determine the lo- 

' cation and character of the high-speed 

I lines which will be needed to serve the 

present and future requirements of 
I Pittsburgh. 

Among the essential facts to be de¬ 
veloped in solving your problems are the 
following: 

The location of present population; 
extent and the location of future i»opula- 
tlon; the location of railroad stations 
and termlnal.s; and tlie location and ca¬ 
pacity of all pre.sent transportation line.** 

I available for service must be accurately 
I charted. 

I Your City must be divided into traffic 
sections, generally one-half mile square 
or one mile square. J’o*nts of origin 























and destination of each passenger travel¬ 
ing within the City upon each transpor¬ 
tation line during each hour of the nor¬ 
mal trafiic day must be determined by 
traffic survey on the cars. This infor¬ 
mation, when tabulated and charted by 
traffic sections, will show the volume of 
traffic which flows between each traffic 
section and each other traffic section of 
the City, and the line upon which it 
flows. 

The riding habit of the people resi¬ 
dent in each traffic section can then be 
determined and expressed in rides per 
capita. 

The volume of future traffic resultant 
from increase in the City’s population, 
with the probable location of such popu¬ 
lation projected, can then be readily 
estimated, and thus the present and 
future volume of traffic between the 
various traffic sections of the City may 
be estimated with reasonable accuracy. 

The capacity of each of the existing 
railway lines to n>ove the pre.sent and 
future traffic, in point of track capacity, 
car capacity, time, cost and convenience, 
must then be carefully calculated and 
charted. 

The result of these studies will de¬ 
velop, from every point of view, any 
present and future deficiencies in the 
capacity of the existing railways to 
handle the present and prospective 
traffic, and indicate what additional 
transportation arteries are and will be 
required to relieve those deficiencies and 
to properly serve the public now and 
In the future. 

The exact location of the high-speed 
lines presently and prospectively re¬ 
quired can then be readily fixed, with 
due regard to local obstructions and 
engineering and drainage questions, and 
the schedule speed can be calculated. 
Then the time saving which will be 
effected between traffic ^^ections can be 
accurately determined. 

It has been demonstrated that the 
ratio of traffic diverted from the surface 
lines to high-speed lines varies accord¬ 
ing to proportion of time saved. 

The increased number of rides per 
capita resultant from the operation of 
high-speed lines In the various sections 
of other cities has been reasonably well 
determined. 

The probable increase in traffic in 
future years, due to estimated increase 
of population, can be calculated upon 
the basis of rides per capita, as ascer¬ 
tained by traffic survey, plus Increase 
resultant from the establishment of the 
high-speed system, with a reasonable 
degree of certainty. 

The result of this further study will 
indicate the point of origin, destination 
and volume of all traffic which the high- 
.spced system will be called upon to 
handle, and what amount thereof will 
be diverted from the present street rail¬ 
way system. 

It will also establish the character of 
the traffic so diverted, Including the 
miles now traveled by each passenger 
diverted from the surface line and. 


therefore, determine the net value of 
that passenger’s fare to the existing 
company. 

With these facts developed, the design 
of the recommended facilities can be 
settled upon with full knowledge of the 
present and future traffic requirements 
which they will be called upon to serve. 

The next step is to ascertain the cost 
of building and of extending from year 
to year the lines found to be necessary, 
and to calculate the immediate and 
future gross earnings, operating ex¬ 
penses, fixed charges and net results of 
each line. These items can be calcu¬ 
lated with reasonable accuracy. 

The studies previously referred to will 
have developed the amount of traffic and 
gross earnings. 

With the equipment designed and 
schedules arranged to fit the traffic re¬ 
quirements; the cost of operating each 
line, with all factors determined, can 
be calculated with accuracy. 

With the costs of construction and 
equipment ascertained, the fixed charge 
becomes a known fixed item. 

When it has thus been determined— 
what high-speed lines are required to 
serve your City, what they will cost, 
what the gross and net result of their 
operation will be, and what effect their 
operation will have upon the net income 
of the existing street railway system, 
the broad benefits to your City from 
the establishment of the designed sys¬ 
tem must be clearly understood. 

Your citizens must be clearly informed 
as to what they are going to get out 
of the undertaking. They must know 
Just how many people will be conven- 
ienced and saved time, and what the 
gross number of hours per year saved 
to them will be. 

In Philadelphia we found that the time 
which will be saved the traveling public 
will be worth over $2,000,000.00 per year 
on the basis of 15 cents per hour. 

You must know what probable Increase 
in taxable value, and consequent tax 
return to the City treasury, will result 
from the^ establi.shment of the high¬ 
speed lines. 

After careful study of this problem 
in Philadelphia, with knowledge of the 
effect upon realty values resultant from 
the establishment of our Market street 
elevated, and of the effect upon realty 
values resultant from the construction 
of high-speed lines in other cities, which 
has been carefully studied, we estimate 
that Philadelphia’s new high-speed sys¬ 
tem will abnormally Increase taxable 
values to the extent of producing addi¬ 
tional annual income to the City treas¬ 
ury in the amount of over $1,000,000.00 
during the early years of operation, and 
in the amount of at least $2,000,000.00 in 
later years. 

Your citizens must understand: 

Just what the time saving will be 
between all points in your City; 

That the discomfort and Inconven¬ 
ience due to traveling In surface cars 
will be eliminated; 


















































That the congestion of street traffic 
in the downtown district will be relieved; 

That the field of opportunity for every 
business man and workingman in Pitts¬ 
burgh will be widely extended, with the 
resultant advantage to all; 

That passengers traveling into and 
within your City will be collected and 
distributed quickly, conveniently, com¬ 
fortably and economically. 

With the facts clearly presented, your 
manufacturers, your working men and 
women, your merchants and others, will 
quickly realize the advantages which 
will result to every one from bringing 
every resident of Pittsburgh within 
ready access of every place of business, 
of employment, of education and of 
recreation and amusement. 

When your citizens fully realize the 
importance of adequate and proper 
transit development, from their indi¬ 
vidual standpoints, the demand for it 
will be almost unanimous. 

1 have been informed that your City 
has adequate borrowing capacity to en¬ 
able it to design and, if advisable, con- 
.struct such additional transit facilities 
as may be required. Under these condi¬ 
tions it would seem wise for your City 
Council to Immediately authorize a com¬ 
plete study and diagnosis of your transit 
problems by a competent authority and 
to borrow the necessary money therefor. 

T hope that I have convinced you of 
the necessity of making the study broad 
and complete In every particular. 

It will seem costly at first and tedious, 
hut the resultant advantage which will 
he gained to your City and its taxpayers 
in actual savings in construction costs 
and insurance against errors, will amply 
justify the undertaking. 

In conclusion, my suggestion to you 
is that you select, and by ordinance of 
City Council, appoint as Transit Com¬ 
missioner an able man of sound judg¬ 
ment, preferably a resident of Pitts¬ 
burgh, who possesses the confidence of 
the public, of the newspapers, and of 
your business interests, who is qualified 
to select, gather together and direct a 
competent, well-balanced organization of 
able engineers and specialists,.who have 
the necessary training, skill and experi¬ 
ence to correctly diagnose your transit 
problems. 

This man should possess broad knowl¬ 
edge of the subject of transit develop- 
r~ent and of the problems which relate 
thereto, including the legal and financial 
limitation which regulate municipal and 
corporate actions. 

The Transit Commissioner should be 
authorized by the City Council to in¬ 
vestigate and determine and report: 

What additional transit facilities are 
and W’ill he required to serve the metro¬ 
politan district of Pittsburgh, and the 
location, character and cost thereof; 

What the immediate and future annual 
cost of construction thereof will be; 

What the immediate and future an¬ 
nual gross earnings, operating coats, 
fixed charges and net results will 
amount to; 

What amount of net income will be 


diverted by those lines from the exist¬ 
ing street railway system; 

How and by whom the cost of con¬ 
struction and equipment of new lines 
can be best financed, and how these lines 
can be best operated by either the City 
or by a private corporation, or by both, 
with due regard to the just claims of 
the existing street railway company, also 
what benefits will accrue to the City and 
to the citizens by reason of their estab¬ 
lishment.

This course of action will determine 
your present and future requirements 
and enable you to provide for them in 
a way which will force Pittsburgh to 
develop and expand along proper lines 
to the desired goal iq her great fight for 
supremacy among other ambitious cities 
of this country. 

Uet me reiterate, Philadelphians and 
I^ennsylvanians recognize that the des¬ 
tinies of business throughout this State 
are clo.sely allied with the destinies of 
Greater Pittsburgh and of Greater Phila¬ 
delphia. 

As an Kastern neighbor T have come 
here at your invitation for the sole pur¬ 
pose of helping you blaze the way for 
a Greater Pittsburgh, and if T can go 
home with the knowledge that I have 
been helpful to you, my fellow citizens 
of this great State, even though in only 
a slight degree, I shall be proud of that 
fact. 

You have concentrated in this room 
sufficient power and force to determine 
and direct the City’s policy in this im¬ 
portant undertaking. 

The policy which we adopted In Phila¬ 
delphia promises our City a wonderfully 
brilliant future. 

If you determine tonight to go ahead 
and solve Pittsburgh’s transit problem 
in a methodical and broad way, this will 
he a memorable day in Pittsburgh’s 
history. 

I deeply appreciate and thank you 
most sincerely for the cordial and gener¬ 
ous hospitality which you have .shown 
me, and I wish you and your City every 
success in your undertaking.

! Mr. Ranh arose and said: 

I "I wish to record my most thorough 
I disapproval, and vote No on Kill No. 
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1354, a bill to create a special assistant 
in the Law Department at a salary of 
$5,000.00 per year. 

“Our City Solicitor appeared before us 
last week and stated that he was willing 
to name one of his present nine assist¬ 
ants to devote his entire time towards 
investigating and determining the rights 
of the City of Pittsburgh in the wharves 
along the rivers around this City, to 
collect rents due the City, try cases in 
court, etc. 

"The proposition to collect rents from 
wharf properties, etc., was before Coun¬ 
cil several months ago, and at that time 
was referred to a committee of three, of 
which I was a member. I agreed to sign 
the report, providing the scheme to se¬ 
cure this useless Job be stricken out of 
the report, and to allow the City Law 
Department to look after the collection 
of rents, try cases in court, etc. This 
was agreed to, and a unanimous report 
was presented to Council. 

"Now, under one excuse and another, 
comes this ordinance, which is an insult 
to our Law Department, already consist¬ 
ing of ten attorneys, and also an insult 
to every citizen of Pittsburgh. Such 
work as this is raw, and is becoming 
obnoxious to the taxpayers. 

"I consider the action to create a posi¬ 
tion for the eleventh attorney In the 
I.AW Department of our City nothing 
less than a public scandal and an out¬ 
rage. This five thousand dollar salary 
for the unnecessary creation of this five 
thousand dollar Job would pay the in¬ 
terest on $125,000.00 worth of bonds 
every year to meet some necessary pub¬ 
lic improvement. 

"I notice the majority of the members 
of this Council who are loudest to de¬ 
nounce the creation of unnecessary and 
u.seless jobs are the quickest to vote for 
them. 

"I again repeat, when are the most of 
the members of this Council going to 
stop humbugging the people?*' 

The Chair called Mr. Dailey to the 
Chair and, taking the floor, said; 

"Since I have been a member of this 
Council I have been consistent in my 
opposition to the creation of new posi¬ 
tions. 1 have frequently raised my voice 
In opposition to and have cast my vote 
against ordinances authorizing new posi¬ 
tions and increases of salaries of exist¬ 
ing offices. Recently, however, I favored 
the creation of two $5,000.00 positions. 
One is that of adviser to Council upon 
public utility matters, and If Mr. Bown's 
report on the operations of the Duquesne 
Light Company is adopted by the Coun¬ 
cil snd its recommendations carried to 
a logical and successful conclusion the 
citizens of Pittsburgh will have been 
well repaid for the expenditure of the 
sum necessary to compensate him, with¬ 
out any further effort upon his part. He 
will, however, make similar reports on 
the traction situation and on the gas 
corporations. He appeared at Harris¬ 
burg last week with some of the mem¬ 
bers of Council and intervened effect¬ 
ually before the members of the Public 


Service Commission In the matter of 
the 10-cent night fare. He will earn 
many times $5,000.00 a year in service 
to the people of Pittsburgh. I, there¬ 
fore, have no apologies to offer for my 
support of this position. 

"The second additional position that 1 
am in favor of creating is provided for 
in the ordinance that is before us. The 
work to be done by this officer is quite 
as important as that being done by Mr. 
Bown, and will yield financial returns 
to the City many times—perhaps hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of times—the actual 
outlay in salary that the City will pay 
him. The ordinance provides for the 
appointment of a special Assistant City 
Solicitor to investigate and prosecute the 
claims of the City of Pittsburgh to title 
of the banks of the Monongahela, Alle¬ 
gheny and Ohio rivers. Many years ago 
the State made grants to the City of 
Pittsburgh and to the various boroughs 
which have since become annexed to the 
City, of the water fronts to these re¬ 
spective municipalities. Private persons 
and corporations took pos.session of 
these valuable properties without com¬ 
pensation to anyone, and in many in¬ 
stances have erected structures thereon 
and have also filled in the river, thereby 
not only narrowing the channel and in¬ 
creasing the flood crest, but have seized 
the additional land thus obtained. As 
time has passed this land has become 
more and more valuable, and the City’s 
right to the title should be definitely 
and quickly determined. Under the last 
administration one of the Assistant City 
Solicitors was put to work upon three 
or four cases on the south side of the 
Monongahela river. One case was chosen 
for a test. A suit was filed in court and 
the outcome was a confession of the 
title In the City by the corporation oc¬ 
cupying the water front, which con¬ 
sisted of 1,300 feet along the river bank 
and extended back more than 600 feet, 
and worth in excess of a million dollars. 
Two and a half years have gone by since 
then, and no further steps have been 
taken to protect the City’s interest. 

"I have frequently appealed to Mr. 
Jarrett, Assistant City Solicitor — to 
whom, I understand, this work was as¬ 
signed—to proceed with these cases. He 
informs me that he has not been able 
because of lack of time to assemble the 
facts in such a way as to be able to 
present the cases In court. He has ap¬ 
pealed to me on numerous occasions to 
help him to secure the services of Mr. 
.John B. Eichanauer, who was associated 
with him in the preparation of the for¬ 
mer cases. I have always been of the 
opinion that the legal department of this 
City was most generously provided for, 
but, with the statement of the Mayor 
that it was necessary to secure the ser¬ 
vices of an additional attorney and the 
frequent appeals of Mr. Jarrett along the 
same line, I feel that I would not be 
doing my full duty to the citizens of 
Pitt.sburgh If I did not lend my support 
to this measure. This matter is entirely 
loo important to the citizens of Pitts¬ 
burgh to be made the football of politics. 
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The fact that the City has been asleep 
on its rights for many years makes it 
important that we should proceed cau¬ 
tiously and expeditiously and also as 
hastily as possible. 

“A preliminary study of the river 
front situation indicates that the City 
has rights in many millions of dollars' 
worth of property, and the only way 
that we can determine this question and 
conserve the interests of the City is to 
proceed with the preparation and trial 
of these cases. It would appear to be 
good business to employ a lawyer who 
is familiar with the facts in the case 
to assist the Law Department. First, 
because of the very great importance to 
the City, because of the intricate prob¬ 
lems involved and because failure upon 
the part of the City in the first case 
tried might be the means of losing our 
rights to all these properties; and, 
second, because our attorneys will be 
pitted against the very best lawyers at 
the bar in the trial of these cases. I 
am sure that any private corporation 
would employ the best legal talent pos¬ 
sible to prosecute such cases as these. 
Under the law, this attorney must be 
appointed by the Law Department and 
not by Council. It is advisable, in any 
event, however, that he should be se¬ 
lected by the Mayor and the City Solicitor 
in order Chat he might have the cordial 
co-operation of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works, particularly the Bureau of 
Engineering. It is also very important 
that the City should proceed forthwith 
to establish its rights to the title of 
these properties, because of the fact that 
in the one case that has been tried, the 
biggest aid to the City's side was the 
testimony of some very old witnesses, 
who were able to give evidence as to 
the circumstances existing at the time 
the squatters took possession. These 
former witnesses are growing old; some 
of them have died and others will die 
within a few years, and the City will 
lose the inestimable value of their testi¬ 
mony and will, in all probability, be pre¬ 
vented from obtaining its rights to mil¬ 
lions of dollars’ worth of property. 

“Some time ago we exacted a stipula¬ 
tion from the Pittsburgh and Lake Brie 
Railroad Company to the effect that they 
would not proceed with the laying of 
certain tracks which they had in con¬ 
templation and which are quite neces¬ 
sary for the much-needed improvement 
in their service until the title to the 
property upon which the company ex¬ 
pected to lay the tracks had been deter¬ 
mined. It is, therefore, unfair to this 
company to delay this matter any longer 
than is necessary to get a court decision. 
I am also informed that there are 
squatters occupying tracts of land on 
the south side of the Allegheny river 
without compensation to the City, in 
wh ich there is no question as to the 
City’s title. 

“Therefore, the fact that the Mayor 
has appealed to us for the creation of 
this position; Mr. Jarrett’s frequent 
solicitations for help in this matter; the 
magnitude of the proposition; the neces¬ 


sity for speedy action; the possibility 
of the City recovering millions of dol¬ 
lars’ worth of property convinces me 
that this is not only good business, but 
is absolutely necessary for the proper 
conservation of the City’s rights.” 

Mr, McArdle arose and said: 

“Mr. President—The bill now under 
discussion has to do with one of the real 
big problems which must engage the at¬ 
tention of the legislative and adininiS- 
trative branches of the municipal gov¬ 
ernment. No one will gainsay the .state¬ 
ment that much extremely valuable pub¬ 
lic property has fallen into private use 
for private ends. This condition has 
existed so long that it cannot be cor¬ 
rected except by litigation that will 
entail much legal research and labor. To 
accomplish these things will require time 
and an intimate knowledge of the intri¬ 
cate questions involved. 

"These conditions have arisen because 
at some time in the City’s history its 
public officials have neglected their plain 
duty by failure to safeguard public prop¬ 
erty against private aggression. If we 
fail to act in accordance with our oppor¬ 
tunities we become accomplices after the 
fact and as morally guilty as the first 
offenders. It has been, and will doubt¬ 
less be again, argued that the Law De¬ 
partment is of sufficient size and 
strength to handle the matter without 
further assistance. This may be an 
absolutely true statement, and I do not 
purpose debating it. The important fact 
Is that we are not getting results with 
the promptness that the circumstances 
demand, 

“The nature of the cases Involved 
make it obligatory on the City to have 
them prepared and tried while certain 
witnesses and evidence are available. 
The cases are harder to prepare and try 
now than they would have been twenty 
years ago. They will be harder five 
years from now than they are now. The 
City’s chances of success are lessened 
by every day of delay. The financial 
consideration Involved In this ordinance 
is paltry compared with the amounts in¬ 
volved in the probable litigation. The 
ratio is probably less than a thousand 
is to a million. 

“The annual rental from the properties 
involved would pay the expenses of our 
entire Law Department for several years. 
If the organization of our Law Depart¬ 
ment is wrong, we have ample oppor¬ 
tunity of dealing with that subject at 
our pleasure, but the vital fact in con¬ 
nection with this subject is the necessity 
for action. Immediate and thorough. 

“The interest of the taxpayers demand 
It, so that the City may receive proper 
compensation for the use of its prop¬ 
erty by private interests. The interests 
of the City demand it, so that its future 
industrial and commercial progre.ss may 
not be impeded by the confiscation and 
I destruction of Its wharf frontage. 

I “Let us pass this hill providing addi¬ 
tional legal help for the Law Depart¬ 
ment. Let us ask the City Solicitor to 
I assign Mr. Jarrett to this task until it 











































Is concluded. Let us watch the progress 
that is being made, so that we may be 
sure that the City's interests are pro¬ 
tected and our own responsibilities met,” 

Mr. Robertson presented 
No. 1447. 

“Having voted against this measure 
in Finance Committee last week, I desire 
to file my protest against its passage. 
My objections are: 

“Creation of the office is not requested, 
nor is it approved by the City Solicitor, 
whose Judgment as head of the Law 
Department should, in my opinion, he 
given proper consideration. Mr. O'Brien 
stated emphatically to the committee 
that he would be willing to assign Mr, 
Jarrett to the wharf work only, so that 
his undivided attention could be limited 
to that work alone, and, if so required, 
he would also a.ssign another of the As- 
si.stant Solicitors to co-operate with him 
so the work would progress. 

“The situation is, therefore, that we 
have the head of a department declaring 
that he has sufficient help for all pur¬ 
poses, and needs no more, but this Coun¬ 
cil is insisting that another man be 
forced upon him, and $5,000.00 be paid 
out of the City treasury that should be 
saved to the taxpayers. This money 
should be saved. By assigning the work 
to one or two of the present force, with 
Instructions to work daily thereon, with 
all the data that has been accumulated 
during the past several years, and with 
one of the most important cases already 
settled, it should be no hard task to 
clean up the whole business. 

“We want every cent that Is coming 
to the City for wharf rentals, and they 
should have been received regularly for 
years past. The Law Department, there¬ 
fore, should be notified that quick action 
is required, and no man should be al¬ 
lowed to lag on the job. The proposition, 
however to Increase the force cannot 
appeal to any Councilman who is seek¬ 
ing to do what Is best for the taxpayers, 
and no other reason should in any man¬ 
ner Influence any member of this 
Council.” 

ROBERT GARLAND. 

Which was read, received and filed. 

Mr. BngUsb presented 
No. 1448. 

“Mr. Chairman—1 want to enter my 
protest against Bill No. 1364, ‘An Ordi¬ 
nance creating an Assistant City Solicitor 
In the Law Department.’ I am con¬ 
vinced beyond question that there are 
some assistants in the Law Department 
who are devoting a very limited amount 
of time to the City’s business; while 
there are others who would be willing 
to devote more time and are willing to 
work If the work was furnished them. 

“1 think it is an injustice to the as¬ 
sistants in the I.»aw Department who are 
willing to work and are devoting their 
time to the department to add an addi¬ 
tional high-priced assistant, and particu¬ 
larly when there is no provision made 


in the ordinance as to the amount of 
time this assistant is to devote to the 
affairs of the City. 

“I, for one, am convinced that we have 
sufficient employees already in the Law 
Department and the creation of this new 
position is an absolute imposition upon 
the taxpayers. The idea of making as¬ 
sistants to assistants in the Law Depart¬ 
ment, to my mind, is ludricrous.” 

G. A. DILLINGER. 

Which was read, received and filed. 

President Kerr at this time resumed 
the Chair. 

Mr. English arose and said: 

“Mr. President—This ordinance for an 
additional solicitor in the Law Depart¬ 
ment, for the purpose of bringing suits 
in the courts to determine the City's 
ownership to the wharf, is of very great 
importance and needs no apology. 

“However, in view of the extended 
remarks and .statements by members In 
opposition, I deem it necessary to make 
a plain statement of the facts. The tax 
levy will not he raised one iota on ac¬ 
count of the expenditure of the $2,500.00 
for the ensuing six months. You will 
all recall that for three years the speaker 
has endeavored to have the Council set 
up In the appropriation ordinance a sum 
of money which the Council could use 
for investigating purposes upon the ajv 
proval of a majority of the Council. For 
the first two years of my term a ma¬ 
jority of the Council did not see its way 
clear to grant this appropriation- For¬ 
tunately for the year 1916, a majority 
of the Council did appropriate $10,000.00 
for investigating purposes, which sum 
could only be expended upon the vote 
of a majority of the Council, so that any 
proposed investigation must be of suf¬ 
ficient importance and of sufficient bene¬ 
fit to the people of Pittsburgh which 
would justify a majority of the Council 
in giving approval to such investigation. 

“It is not as though we were going 
to raise the tax levy to provide an addi¬ 
tional Job, as has been charged. We 
are only exercising the rights which we 
undertook to establish when we appro¬ 
priated this money at the beginning of 
the year. We will be judged by the re¬ 
sults which are obtained as a result of 
our approval of any of these investiga¬ 
tions. 

“For my part, I feel sure that when 
the people of Pittsburgh learn of the 
importance of the report now before 
Council which Mr. Bown has given ua 
on the price of electricity- they will give 
their unanimous approval to those.mem- 
bers of the Council who voted in favor 
of retaining Mr. Bown, who has been 
an advisor to the Council in the matter 
of public utilities. 

“In the present Instance this ordinance 
provides for the expenditure of $2,500.00 
for the next six months, for the purpose 
of endeavoring to secure the City's 
ownership to the wharves. If in the 
next six months we are unable to obtain 
any results it will then be up to the 
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members of Council to strike down this 
position from the budget of the City 
Solicitor for the year 1917, so that it 
is not encumbent upon us to retain this 
solicitor for any extended length of time 
If we feel the result does not justify 
the expenditure of such money. 

“The Mayor has joined in asking Coun¬ 
cil to create this position. 

“It Is not a matter of insulting the 
Law Department, because we are re¬ 
sponsible to the people of Pittsburgh 
for the proper conduct of the City’s busi¬ 
ness, and if we can satisfy our own 
minds that it is well worth while to 
spend $2,500.00 from an appropriation 
which was set up for this very purpose, 

I don’t see that any one need call into 
question the fe^ings of the City Solicitor 
or any of his assistants. 

“In answer to the gentlemen who are 
opposing this ordinance, I must em¬ 
phatically declare that their statements 
are political bunk and clap-trap of the 
cheapest variety. If this opposition had 
a consistent record of voting against the 
creation of useless positions we might 
give some consideration to their re¬ 
marks. However, when we recall, as we 
can, the fact that a majority In the last 
Council sat down and decided to create 
a lot of useless positions which have 
since been eliminated owing to the storm 
of public displeasure, it might be pos¬ 
sible that these gentlemen have been so 
badly scared by an outraged public at 
their own misdeeds in the past that they 
are now afraid to approve an ordinance 
which has more merit than all of the 
useless positions which they created. 

“I repeat, Mr. President, that this 
opposition Is merely for political effect 
in a vain and fruitless endeavor to cor¬ 
rect their own misdeeds in the past. I 
take this opportunity of warning these 
gentlemen that if, In future political 
campaigns, they attempt to bring in the 
record of their speeches on this particu¬ 
lar ordinance I propose to carry the de¬ 
bate before the public and question them , 
on their secret meetings when the'*' i 
created a lot of useless positions and j 

agreed to such creation before a regular j 

meeting of the Council.’* I 

Mr. Herron arose and said: ' 

“Mr. Chairman—I have carefully lis- i 
tened to the reading of the communica- | 
tlon from Mr. Garland, and only have 
one remark to make. When the Council j 
had the proposition up the other day of 
the Pittsburgh Railways Company in- , I 
creasing the night fare, the gentleman 
who sits to my right opposed the action 
taken by Council, and said that it was j 
an affront to the dignity of the tax- . 
payers. And now, on this subject of 
employing an additional attorney In the j 
Law Department to conserve the in- ; 
terests of the City in the wharf prop- | 
erty, Mr. Rauh, in his wisdom, has seen i 
fit to attack Council for trying to help 
the taxpayers of Pittsburgh to secure 1 
revenue from the corporations occupy- ! 
Ing City property. \ 

“I will pay my re.spects to Mr. Rauh, 
and try to do it very gently. He laid 


stress on the fact that we are simply 
wasting the money of an outraged public 
by adopting this ordinance. When an 
opportunity presented itself just three 
months ago, whereby the City would 
secure revenue from a corporation for 
City property, Mr. Rauh had the chance 
of choosing between protecting the pub¬ 
lic rights and the gratuity to a corpora¬ 
tion, he chose the latter, and offered to 
sell to a private concern City property 
worth $23,000.00 for $15,000.00. This was 
done in the presence of the gentleman 
who was bidding for the property; and 
just a few days later, after Council had 
fixed the value on the property at $23,- 
200.00, a check for that amount was sent 
to the City treasury in payment for the 
property. Thus the taxpayers, in this 
Instance, were adequately reimbursed for 
the property, and the purchasers will 
each year pay into the City treasury the 
taxes thereon. In this case it was 
plainly shown that Mr. Rauh was not 
much concerned about the public. 

“It is not my pleasure to vote for an 
increase in the number of assistant so¬ 
licitors in the Law Department, but 1 
am firmly of the opinion that there is 
no possible chance to get action on the 
wharf matter by the present members 
of the City Law Department. 

“In the matter of the traction com¬ 
pany Increasing Its night fare, I asked 
one of the Assistant City Solicitors if 
he had heard anything about the com¬ 
pany's proposed change In rate, and he 
replied that he had, but could give me 
no definite information. Therefore, some¬ 
one was asleep at the switch and, as in 
this case, there is no other recourse left 
for us but to seek outside additional 
help and advice. 

“Council has been led to believe by 
officials Of the Pittsburgh Railways Com¬ 
pany that the increase in fare was due 
to the increased cost of operation, labor 
and equipment. 

"In the case of the electric light busi¬ 
ness it has been shown in the report of 
Mr. Bown that electricity should be fur¬ 
nished much cheaper to the street car 
company than it is at the present time, 
and as soon as the public is aware of 
the facts as outlined in the report of 
Mr. Bown they will demand that the 
company supply it at lower rates. If 
the recommendations of Mr, Bown are 
adopted his salary will be small com¬ 
pared to the benefits the public will 
receive. 

“The gentleman on my left is too 
much obsessed with the idea that cor¬ 
porations should be exempt from full 
payment of all things they receive from 
the City, as In the case of the corpora¬ 
tion that recently purchased property 
from the City.

I UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

Bill No. 737. An Ordinance en- 
j titled, ’’An Ordinance authorizing and 
j directing the issuance ^and sale of bonds 
of the City of Pittsburgh in the aggre¬ 
gate principal amount of one million one 
hundred forty thousand ($1,140,000.00) 
dollars, for the purpose of funding the 
existing unfunded indebtedness of the 
City, consisting o-f contractors’ claims, 
Judgments and assessments arising from 
the opening, widening and improving of 
streets and the construction of sewers, 
the acquirement of property for public 
use, and other floating indebtedness, and 
providing for the redemption of said 
bonds and the payment of interest 
thereon.” 

In Council, June 26, 1916. Committee 
amendments agreed to, and bill, as 
amended in committee and agreed to by 
Council, was read a first time. 

Which was read a second time. 

Mr. English arose and said: 

“Mr. President—This proposed bond 
is.sue for $1,200 000.00 Is another graphic 
reminder of the unbusinesslike method 
which City officials have pursued in the 
matter of public Improvements. The 
policy of loaning the credit of the City 
for financing a considerable number of 
small local improvements at one and 
the .same time is a. mistake. The alarm¬ 
ing fact that 28 cents out of every dollar 
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the City receives is paid out for interest 
and sinking fund charges should warn 
every member of Council that this slip¬ 
shod policy cannot last much longer. 

“Every year the Controller has in¬ 
cluded in his budget certain items 
known as contractors' claims and view¬ 
ers’ damage awards. The Councils in 
the past have sidestepped these items 
until the accumulations reach two to 
four millions of dollars. Then, later In 
the year, Councilmanlc bonds are issued. 

The result is that ordinary local im¬ 
provements are bonded for thirty years, 
and the interest charges alone almost 
equal the original cost of the improve¬ 
ment 

“I say we should stop this style of 
frenzied finance right now and adopt the 
policy of pay as you go. 

“As a remedy for this particular lot 
of claims, amounting to $1,200,000.00, 1 ' 

respectfully suggest that the Council 
adopt the scheme which the majority of | 
the previous Council were, compelled to I 
adopt. You all recall that the deficit 
of 1914, amounting to $1,200,000.00, was 
spread over a period of three years and j 
is being paid out of current tax receipts i 
at the rate of $400,000.00 a year. And I 

the gentlemen who lavishly authorized 

improvements and useless jobs were i 

compelled to adopt such a scheme to j 

avoid a scandal which a two mill tax 
increase would have caused. Yet these 
same members now have the nerve to i 
reverse the process and pass the buck 
to future generations. 

“Today they tell us that certain banks 
now earning 6 per cent, on City debts ; 
are clamoring for thirty-year bonds at 
4 to 4H per cent. They also say that 
certain contractors are Insisting that the ; 
City pay their claims. This is pure i 

political bunk, and the answer to my 
request to name such banks and such 
contractors is the echo of a vacuum. I 
challenge any member to name a single 
contractor who is worrying about his 
claims. Every one knows that a legltl- ; 
mate legal claim any person or con- ; 

tractor has against the <^ty can be dls- ! 
counted at any bank in Pittsburgh, pro¬ 
vided the City acknowledges the debt. 

The banks welcome certificates of Pitts¬ 
burgh, hecau.se they know the interest 
and principal are guaranteed, so that 
this vaporized bunk about unknown and 
unnamed banks and contractors Is either 
ignorance or crass stupidity, or perhaps 
both. 

“In this particular case I wish to re¬ 
mind you that if you adopt the scheme 
of spreading the deficit over a period of 
three years you will not have to increase 
the tax rate, and you can save the City 
1570.000.00. Think that over. You can 
save the City $670 000.00 in Interest 
charges. 

“The interest on the $1,140,000.00 
worth of thirty-year bonds at 4 per 
rent, amounts to $700,800.00. By adopt¬ 
ing the three-year period and paying 
from current tax receipts the interest 
on the $1,140,000.00 for 1917 at 6 per 
cent, amounts to $68,400.00; In 1918. by 
f»aylng off one-third of this deficit, or 


I $380,000,00, interest on the balance of 
I $760„000.00 would be $45,600.00; in 1919, 
by paying oft another one-third of this 
deficit, or $380,000.00, the interest on the 
, balance of $380,000.00 would be $22,- 
[ 800.00. The final one-third of the deficit, 

I or $380,000,00, would be paid off in 1920, 
i without any charge for interest. The 
{ addition of the amounts of $68,400.00, 

! $45,600.00 and $22,800.00 shows a total 

I of $136,800.00 interest to be paid at 6 
per cent., instead of issuing bonds for 
thirty years at 4 per cent. The dlffer- 
j ence between $706,800.00, or thirty years' 
interest on bonds, and $136,800.00 is 
I $570,000.00. 

“Why throw away this $570,000.00? 
Why reduce the Councilmanlc borrowing 
power In this manner? If bonds are the 
proper solution for this portion of the 
deficit, why didn’t the majority of the 
previous Council issue thirty-year bonds 
to cover the $1,200,000.00 deficit of the 
frenzied financiers of 1914? 

“And, worse than all is what are you 
going to do with the balance of the 
floating debt of $900 000.00 which is 
slumbering along drawing 6 per cent, 
interest? I predict that the Controller 
will include $900,000,00 in his budget for 
1917 to pay this balance and keep the 
tax rate down, 

“Council will have to sidestep again 
and next year about this time we will 
be up against this bond proposition 
again. The year following, the $500 - 
000.00 worth of improvements of 1915 
and the $1,500,000.00 worth of improve¬ 
ments of 1916 will be up for payment, 
and the same trouble of high tax rate 
or bonds will confront the next Council, 
“In answer to the gentleman who seems 
to favor this kind of frenzy finance by 
saying that the City cannot stop making 
improvements. I agree that we cannot 
and should not stop making needed pub¬ 
lic improvements, but I must ask him 
if it Is not a fact that for two years, 
during 1913 and 1914, the City was 
stopped from making any public im¬ 
provements. You all recall that this 
floating debt, charged to Councllmanic 
bonding power, was the reason given by 
the Controller for wlthholdin«T his sig¬ 
nature to any Improvement contracts 
during these two years. 

“If Council continues to pass ordi¬ 
nances under the Act of 1895, authoriz¬ 
ing improvements without some limit, 
j these contractors’ claims and viewers’ 

! damage awards are bound to accumulate, 
and either a high tax or bonds are in¬ 
evitable. The result will be another 
two or three year period when no im¬ 
provements can he made by Council. 
That is just what I am trying to avoid. 

I for under my plan of Council only au¬ 
thorizing a certain amount of local im¬ 
provements annually and then paying 
the City's share out of current tax re¬ 
ceipts, we will be able to keep up a 
regular schedule of Improvements and. 
at the same time, conserve the Council¬ 
manlc bonding power for emergencies 
1 and for large projects of general char¬ 
acter, rather than for small local Im¬ 
provements. 
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“Right now we have a number of very 
worthy projects before Council, but we 
cannot issue Councilmanic bonds be¬ 
cause the total required is far greater 
than the balance of bonding power, and 
we realize that we mast not reject one 
proposition to favor another. The result 
is that we are compelled to hold up 
many needed improvements or else sub¬ 
mit the proposals to the people for their 
approval or disapproval. 

"In my opinion Mr. President, we 
must face this squarely and save this 
$570,000.00 in interest charges by spread¬ 
ing this deficit over a period of three 
years following 1917 and, at the same 
time, adopt a new policy In financing 
small local improvements by only under¬ 
taking as much as we can pay for an¬ 
nually. In this way we reserve and 
conserve the credit of the City for large 
improvements of general character, 
rather than for small local projects. 

"Since my membership in this Coun¬ 
cil I have spoken and voted against this 
unbusiness-like policy of Councilmanic 
bonds, and until a better system is 
adopted 1 must continue to oppose ordi¬ 
nances of this kind. I vote No.” 

Mr. Bauh arose and said: 

"Kxplaining my vote on Bill No. 737, 
upon the proposed bond issue of $1,- 
250,000.00, desire to state that I heartily 
agree with Controller Morrow for the 
passage of the ordinance. 

"To me this is a simple business 
proposition, that, instead of the people 
paying 6 per cent. Interest on the above 
amount; and with a bond issue, if placed 
now, this could be reduced to about 4 
per cent., Inasmuch as municipal bonds 
are eagerly sought for, especially the 
bonds of the City of Pittsburgh, which 
have a splendid credit standing all over 
this country, much of which is due to 
the care, honesty and watchfulness exer¬ 
cised by Oontroller Morrow for a num¬ 
ber of years over this City’s finances. 

"Why should we pay this portion of 
the debt in one, two or three equal an¬ 
nual installments, beginning with 1917. 
when of this amount approximately 
about one-half, or $574,059.56, was for 
permanent Improvements, and the re¬ 
mainder, $576,940.44, was for grading, 
paving and curbing? 

"Why should we tax the people for 
permanent improvements by putting this 
amount in a tax levy? If this and simi¬ 
lar additional sums will be added to the 
tax levy of the next few years, it will 
mean an unnecessary levy on the already 
overburdened taxpayers. 

“Why should not permanent Improve¬ 
ments be paid for In thirty years’ bond 
issues? Why should the people owning 
property be compelled next year to pay 
for such Improvements as, for example, 
the Hump improvement and many others 
that I can enumerate? 

"From the standpoint of a credit man, 
I think it is nothing less than criminal 
to ask the people for the next one, two 
or three years to he compelled to pay 
this amount from the tax levy in place 


of only paying for interest and sinking 
fund requirements.”

ENGINEERS’ SOCIETY OF WESTERN 
PENNSYLVANIA. 

Pittsburgh, July 7, 1916, 
To the Mayor and City Council, 
Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Gentlemen—The undersigned members 
of the Engineers’ Society of Western 
Pennsylvania having, at your request, 
been appointed by the president of that 
society, as a committee to consider the 
rapid transit problem of Pittsburgh, 
would report that they have arrived at 
the following conclusions, viz: 

First—That, in view of the geograph¬ 
ical and topographical conditions, as well 
as the distribution of the population of 
the City and the territory immediately 
adjoining, there Is at the present time 
only one direction leading from the 
downtown business district that might, 
considering the population served and 
the revenue that might be derived from 
its operation, warrant the construction 
of a subway, and that is to some point 
near the boundary line between the City 
and Wllklnsburg. 

Second—At the present time there la 
no real necessity of any larger expendi¬ 
ture of the City’s money than would bo 
required to determine the location and 
making a preliminary estimate of the 
cost of .said subway to the Wllkinsburg 
Horough line, as well as the necessary 
subway loop line between Grant street 
and the “Point”; which loop should be 
.so planned as to allow the construction 
of branches to the North Side and South 
Side should future developments warrant 
their construction. 

We would therefore make the follow¬ 
ing recommendations; 

First—That a sum, not exceeding sixty 
thousand dollars, be appropriated by the 
City for the purpose of making only 
such surveys and general plans as may 
be nece.ssary to determine the route and 
ascertaining the probable cost of con¬ 
structing and equipping said subway, to¬ 
gether with an estimate as to the prob¬ 
able traffic and earnings. 

Second—We would recommend that 
said surveys, plans and estimates should 
he made under the direction of a com¬ 
petent engineer, who shall have been a 
resident of the City of Pittsburgh long 
enough to have become thoroughly fa¬ 
miliar with the traffic conditions, both 
past and present.

The price of gas being so high, in con¬ 
sideration of a plan operated jointly by 
the City and the County, gas was not 
considered, coal being ,so much cheaper ' 
than gas, although the City would be ! 
entitled to free gas for their proportion, 
the difference being at least 50 per cent. | 
in the price of fuel, which would make 
the cost to the County, as they use about 
70 per cent, of the light, heat and power, 

.so excessive that gas could not be con¬ 
sidered. , 

At the meeting of July 8, a request j 
was made to make an estimate of what } 
It would cost to construct a separate 
plant for the City, remodeling the build¬ 
ing to suit the same and use the free : 

gas furnished to the City by the gas 

companies under franchise by the City ! 
of Pitt.shurgh. These figures show as \ 
follows; I 

The total estimated cost per annum 


for the entire group of buildings for 
light, heat and power to be furnished by 
contract is 17.3,264.68, of which 57 per 
cent., or $41,760.86, would be the amount 
required for the City and County Build¬ 
ing. The City’s share of this is approxi¬ 
mately 52per cent., or $21,924.45, which 
the City would have to pay if light was 
purchased by contract, and these are the 
figures used for comparison in making 
estimate as to the best method to fur¬ 
nish light, heat and power for the City’s 
part of the building. The estimated co.st 
for reconstructing the building, in.stall- 
ing boilers, generators and connections 
is $120,000.00. On this cost the annual 
charge for the City to furnish its own 
light, heat and power would be a.s 


follows: 

Interest on $120,000.00 at 4V^ 

per cent.$ 5,100.00 

Depreciation, 6 per cent. 7,200.00 

Repairs, 2% per cent. 3,000.00 

Oil, waste, supplies. 2,000.00 

Three engineers at $4.00 per day 4,380.00 
Three firemen at $3.00 per day.. 3,285.00 
Three oilers at $2.90 per day ... ,3,176.50 


$28,141.50 

or a total of $28,141.50 per annum to 
operate the City-owned plant, as against 
the cost of $21,924.45 to purcha.se same 
by contract, a net saving of $6,217.05. 

It is probable that, in addition to the 
labor items above, It would be necessary 
to have a chief engineer at a salary of 
approximately $2,500.00, which would be 
a still additional charge.

vertise that the legality of such issues 
had been approved by this firm. We 
always believed that the expense of this 
examination was received back by the 
City in the form of an increased i)id for 
the bonds sold. The purchasers of the 
bonds, of course, in the absence of a 
certificate of legality acceptable to them 
furnished by the City, figure on having 
this examination made by attorrieys of 
their own, who will charge them a fair 
fee for the service, which fee is, of 
course, figured by the purchaser in the 
price that he bids, because the purchas¬ 
ers of these bonds bid only such figure 
as they can afford to pay under the 
market conditions, and the item of ex¬ 
amination is one of the expenses to be 
taken into consideration in what the 
bonds will cost the purchaser. It would, 
therefore, seem that the City, directly or 
Indirectly, pays for the examination of 
the bonds, either directly as it ha.s been 
doing for some years or indirectly by 
receiving a less bid for the bonds than 
otherwise would be the case. 

The firm employed by the City are 
attorneys of high standing in New York 
City, a part of whose business is to pass 
on .securities of this kind, and whose cer¬ 
tificate is accepted without hesitation 
on the New York Exchange and in all 
Eastern cities. The employment of them 
as attorneys necessitates the approval 
of the appointment by the City Solicitor, 
this being a charter requirement. 

The purchasers of the bonds would, 
under no circumstances, accept the 
oplnlno of the Law Department of the 
City as to the legality of the issues, any 
more than the purchaser of real estate 
would accept the statement of the seller 
as to the title—they always require an 
examination by outside counsel. 

I supposed at the time the resolution 
was introduced that the City Solicitor 
would have no objection to the employ¬ 
ment of this firm for this purpo.se. On 
Wednesday, however, C. K. Robinson, 
Esq., Assistant City Solicitor, waited on 
me and said it was the desire of the 
Law Department that I do not press the 
passage of this resolution, and, as they 
felt that way about the matter, I agreed 
to ask to have it laid on the table. 

1 desire It clearly understood that C. 
A. O’Brien, Esq., City Solicitor, had 
nothing to do with the introduction of 
this resolution and that I took the action 
of my own accord, because T thought, 
and still think, from a business and not 
a legal standpoint, that such an employ¬ 
ment would be to the financial advan¬ 
tage of the City and would expedite the 
sale and delivery of the bonds. Not 
thinking there would be any opposition 
to this move, I wrote this firm, at the 
suggestion of a member of your Finance 
Committee, asking them for the price of 
this examination.

Whereas, the co.st 
of government In recent years, including 
National, State, County and Municipal 
administration of the public busine.ss, 
has Increased so rapidly to provoke a 
feeling of unrest; and 

Wherea.s, Owing to the provisions of 
the Acts of the Penn.sylvanla Legisla¬ 
ture under which the City of Pittsburgh 
holds its charter, the revenue of the 
City Is restricted and limited to a great 
extent by State control, thus making 
it necessary to levy a tax on the real 
estate for the greater portion of the 
City’s revenue; and 

Whereas, The expenditures of the City 
being under the control and supervision 
of the Council, it is the duty of the 
Council to constantly exercise strict and 
careful watch over the appropriations for 
current expenses and particularly any 
contracts which result' in additions to 
the debt of the City; and 

Whereas, the loose and careless method 
of loaning the credit of the City for 
local improvements has burdened the 
City with fixed charges for interest and 
sinking fund accounts due to the accu¬ 
mulations of contractors’ claims in order 
to avoid paying excessive interest 
charges; and 

Whereas, The Supreme Court of Penn¬ 
sylvania has decided that the lncrea.se 
in debt by reason of improvements au¬ 
thorized by Council must be charged to 
the Councilmanic debt-incurring power 
and cannot he included as debt author¬ 
ized by the voters; and 

Whereas, Prudent business manage¬ 
ment can and .should conserve the pres¬ 
ent high standing of the credit of the 
City of Pittsburgh for use in carrying 
on large projects In which the entire City 
is Interested, such as water supply, 
transportation and transit facilities, 
.sewage disposal, etc., rather than using 
such credit for financing local improve¬ 
ments; and 
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Whereas, A reduction in the annual 
tax levy can and should be made; there¬ 
fore, be It 

Resolved, That, to avoid and prevent 
further Councilrnanic bond issues on ac¬ 
count of contractors’ claims, damage 
awards, etc., that the Council hereby 
adopts the policy of only approving con¬ 
tracts for improvements which can be 
paid for annually; and be it further 

Resolved, That His Honor, the Mayor, 
be requested to notify the Directors of 
the various departments that this policy 
is intended to apply to all ordinances 
which have already been passed author¬ 
izing various Improvements, so that no 
further debt-incurring contracts be made 
after passage of this resolution unless 
by separate and specific resolution of 
Council. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Sngliah presented the following, 
and requested that it, together with Bill 
No. 405, be printed in full in the Record: 

Mr. President—I regret exceedingly 
that the members of this Council are un¬ 
able to .see the wisdom of adopting a 
definite policy in the matter of financing 
routine street improvements. Only last 
week Council was confronted with a 
bond issue of $1,140,000.00 in an effort 
to clean up a lot of contractors’ claims 
and viewers’ awards which followed a 
large number of local improvements of 
three years ago. Unfortunately for the 
taxpayers of Pittsburgh, the lack of a 
definite policy will require the payment 
of an interest charge of $706,000.00 on 
this lot of bonds. There is still a float¬ 
ing debt of over $900,000.00, which are 
accumulations of the same kind, and 
Council will either have to pay 6 per 
cent, intere.st out of the tax levy for 
1917 or else the old and seemingly popu¬ 
lar bond issue will again be the only 
resort. 

If Council continues to authorize im¬ 
provements under the Act of 1895 It will 
not be long until the City will have to 
stop work. 

You all know that in 1913-14 and early 
in 1915 Improvements were at a stand¬ 
still because the Controller ruled that 
the Councilrnanic bonding power was ex¬ 
hausted. Only recently the Controller 
issued a statement in all the newspapers 
in which he condemned the practice of 
issuing bonds, yet this resolution sug¬ 
gesting a policy has been before Council 
since February of this year. In com¬ 
mittee meeting I think T answered the 
single argument against this resolution. 
You will recall that one member stated 
that we must not stop public Improve¬ 
ments. My reply was that this proposed 
policy will not stop public improvement.** 
but will, as a matter of fact, facilitate 
Improvements and actually guarantee a 
continuou.s schedule of work. As now' 
constituted we have the great Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works, and it seems to 
me we should be able to know the ca¬ 
pacity of this department and how many 
streets and sewers it Is able to construct 
in a year; we should then make up a 


list of the improvements we desired 
them to make, keeping the volume of 
work within the limit of the depart¬ 
ment’s capacity. 

For Illustration, suppose the capacity 
of the department was $1,000,000.00 
worth of work for a season, of which 
the property owners’ share would be 
$800,000.00 and the City’s share $200,- 
000.00. At the completion of the work 
the City could very easily pay $200,000.00 
out of the current tax levy, which would 
only be one-third of a mill and the 
entire operation would be cleaned up at 
once. There would not be any 6 per 
cent, interest charges; there would be 
no necessity of issuing bonds and the 
Councilrnanic bonding power would al¬ 
ways be available for any large project.*; 
of general public interest or for any 
emergencies which might ari.se. If this 
Council would adopt a policy of this 
kind, we could then control the matter 
of street repaving, and I am sure you 
will all agree that this is one of the 
hardest problems before Council, namely, 
how to repave three or four million dol¬ 
lars of streets with appropriations which 
are variable from year to year, tl)is year 
the amount being $175,000.00. It seems 
to me that we should treat new improve¬ 
ments in exactly the same way we are 
compelled by law to treat bonds the City 
issues, and that Is to provide annually 
a fixed sum called sinking fund which 
enables the City to redeem the bonds at 
the end of the term for which they were 
issued. For Illustration, if $1,000,000,00 
worth of streets and sewers are con¬ 
structed next year and If we think or 
know that these particular improve¬ 
ments will last for 20 years then we 
should set aside $50,000.00 annually as 
a sinking fund for the maintenance or 
renewal for these improvements. 

In a few years we would have quite 
a sum of money in this street repaving 
fund, which would enable the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works to maintain all 
new improvements as fast as they show 
any wear, and instead of waiting until 
the entire $1,000,000.00 worth of streets 
required repaving we would be able to 
keep these streets In fir.st-class condi¬ 
tion. Indeed, I feel sure that this sum 
of money laid aside annually would not 
only keep the streets in first-class condi¬ 
tion, but would provide for renewing the 
entire lot by the end of the 20-year 
term. 

Unfortunately the lack of such policy 
! ha.s prevented the City from keeping ut> 
to standard the hundreds of miles of 
streets which have been put down In the 
last 40 years. 

A little consideration will show you 
that there are hundreds of miles of 
.streets in I*!ttsburgh for which no ap¬ 
propriations have ever been provided and 
that the amount appropriated for street 
repaving, varying from $175,000.00 to 
$400,000.00 annually, is not sufficient to 
keep pace with proper progress in this 
matter. In other words, the appropria¬ 
tions required for street repavln^r should 
he kept In direct ratio with the number 































and value of streets to be repaved. The 
present system seems to be only for the 
repaving of a few spots on prominent 
streets which have become so bad that 
the general public is compelled to peti¬ 
tion the Council and officials in the De¬ 
partment of Public Works so persist¬ 
ently as to require attention. 

Tf the proper policy is adopted repav¬ 
ing will become a routine matter and as 
fast as a small break occurs in the street 
sufficient money is in the treasury to 
repair that particular street. 

I realize that at some future time it 
will be necessary for the City to vote 
upon the question of perhaps three to 
five million dollars for repairing hun¬ 
dreds of miles of streets which actually 
need it today, and then this same policy 
can be applied to those streets after such 
exiienditure has been made. 

In the meantime, it seems to me, we 
should adoi)t this policy in the matter 
of new streets which have recently been 
put down so that this trouble of getting 
enough money for street repairing will 
be an annual fixed charge, rather than 
the variable amount which Is in vogue 
today. 

You all know that when times are good 
and money is plentiful the people do not 
object to paying taxes when they see 
the money being properly expended on 
such important and worthy items as 
street repaving. I remember that in the 
year 1914 something over $499,000.00 was 
appropriated and spent for street repav¬ 
ing. This amount was cut down in 191R 
to $175,000.00, and again in 1916 it was 
cut down still more to the sum of 
$175,000.00. 

I say that such appropriations are en¬ 
tirely out of proportion to the amount 
necessary to properly maintain the 
streets in good condition, and we should 
provide an annual fixed sum, based on 
the value and the cost of the improve¬ 
ment so that the money will be available 
at any given moment and the amount 
required based on the proportionate an¬ 
nual cost would not make a prohibitive 
item In the appropriation for that year. 
For Instance, if when the Greenfield 
bridge which now requires renewing had 
been properly financed and every year a 
few thousand dollars had been laid aside 
the question of the renewal of the 
Greenfield bridge would not cause the 
Council any concern and would not re¬ 
quire any bond issue or any Increase in 
the current tax levy. 

We have quite a number of costly 
bridges which will some day require re¬ 
pairs and renewals. For Illustration, 
take the new Point bridge at a cost 
of $1,909,009.00, No money is being laid 
aside annually for painting and repair¬ 
ing this bridge, which we hope will last 
for the next 60 years. Now every one 
knows that sooner or later this bridge 
will require painting and repairing, and 
is seems to me a wise policy would sug¬ 
gest that we lay aside annually suf¬ 
ficient money for this purpose rather 
than have the Director of the Depart¬ 


ment of Public Works come into Council 
several years later and say that be needs 
anywhere from $20,000.00 to $100,000.09 
to put this bridge in good condition. 

We have quite a number of concrete 
bridges which will require attention in 
the next decade, and it seems to me the 
height of folly for this Council to con¬ 
tinue the policy which has been the 
custom in the past. 

It might cost a little money to initiate 
this policy, but I feel sure that when 
the people know and understand that it 
is our Idea to inaugurate a new system 
which will be of benefit to every one 

living in the City it is well worth our 

while to adopt such a policy. Fortu¬ 
nately in the matter of bonds the Con¬ 

stitution of the State requires that we 
protect the bond holder by that clause 
which requires interest and sinking fund 
taxes to be levied annually so that the 
City can never repudiate its bond issues. 
It seems to me the same responsibility 
rests upon this Council to guarantee to 
the taxpayers of Pittsburgh that the 
City, having once improved a street or 
roadway, has assumed the responsibility 
of keeping that roadway up to a stan¬ 
dard which allows pedestrians and ve¬ 
hicles to use the street in safety and 
comfort. 

I feel that this responsibility rests 
upon me, and I sincerely urge upon every 
member of this Council the adoption of 
this policy rather than the indefinite 
postponement which would result if this 
motion carries, I therefore vote against 
the indefinite postponement of this reso¬ 
lution.

Mr. President—I regret very much 
that I cannot give my approval to ordi¬ 
nances, Bill Nos. 1131-1132, which au¬ 
thorize five-year contracts for steam 
heat and power for the City’s portion 
of the expense of furnishing heat and 
power for the new City-County Building. 

The reasons for my action are that 
the reports furnished to the Building 
Commission and to the Council have been 
very incomplete and the information dis¬ 
closed has not been sufficiently clear to 
.show me that it would pay the City to 
buy heat and power rather than manu¬ 
facture Its own by using free gas as 
fuel. In figuring up the item of $125,- 
000,00, which we have been advised Is 
necessary to Install a municipal pbant, 
the items are very vague and indefinite. 































It has been admitted by those who made 
these estimates that they are guess 
work, that they did not have sufficient 
time to get itemized bids from various 
contractors and that they are at least 
30 per cent, high on account of the 
present high cost of labor and material. 

In addition to these there is one lump 
sum item of $5,000,00 for errors. 

In my opinion we are paying enough 
money for engineering services on this 
building to justify the Council on insist¬ 
ing that we get itemized detailed state¬ 
ments of the actual costs rather than 
vague and indefinite guesses. 

In this connection, I deem it of the 
utmost importance to insert in the 
Record the statement I made at the 
meeting of Council Tuesday, May 11, 
1915, when the original ordinance ap¬ 
proving the plans for the Joint City and 
County Building, known as Bill No. 3138, 
was unanimously approved by every 
member of Council who was present at 
that meeting. I had raised the question 
of free gas at that time, when I was not 
a member of the Joint Commission hav¬ 
ing charge of the new building, and the 
members of the Commission gave me 
their positive assurance that the matter 
of free gas would be taken care of at 
the proper time. On the basis of this 
assurance I gave my vote freely and 
willingly for the building of the ’new j 
building, and I fully expected that the 
promise given on that occasion would be 
carried out. On page 232 of the Municipal 
Record of 1915 you will find my remarks, 
which were as follows: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—I have 
been assured by the members of the 
Joint Commission on City Hall and Court 
House Building that this ordinance did 
not affect, one way or another, the mat¬ 
ter of free gas which might be used in 
this new building. I am in favor of the 
new City Hall and Court House Building, 
but, in view of the recent decision ren¬ 
dered by the Court against the City in 
the matter of free gas supplied to the 
Municipal Hospital, 1 want the City to 
be so guarded in its rights that there 
will be no trouble in regard to the supply 
of free gas to the new City Hall Build- j 
Ing. I therefore vote Aye.” j 

In this connection, I deem It of the j 
utmost Importance that I clearly state 
my position in the matter of the public 1 
utilities companies which are involved 
in this transaction. I do not have any ■ 
personal, political or any other kind of 
feeling against any of these corpora¬ 
tions, their officers or their managers, 
for I feel that we need such corporations 
and the public would be in a bad way 
if we did not have men who were willing 
to invest their money in furnishing 
necessities such as these for the general 
public. I do not believe that it is right 
to burden public utility corporations 
with a lot of taxes, penaltie.s or any 
other assessments to such an unreason¬ 
able extent that it forces them to collect 
such burdens and taxes either by ad¬ 
vancing their charges for service or else 
by cutting down the extent of the ser¬ 
vice they render to the public. 


Any one who has studied the subject 
of public service corporations knows 
that, in the end, the public, either 
directly or indirectly, is compelled to 
pay all of the expenses of the public 
service corporations in addition to the 
dividends or profits which the company 
.requires in order to attract capital. In 
t this particular case, if I were convinced 
or had the slightest idea that the gen¬ 
eral public would share in the value of 
) the free gas which the City is giving up 

1 by making these contracts (this sum 

I being estimated at from $10,000.00 to 

I $25,000.00 a year), then I would favor 

1 making these contracts on the ground 

I that the general public would receive 

I a reduction In rates equal to the amount 

I which the municipal corporation would 

j be giving up by abandoning the free gas 

to which the City is entitled. As the 
I general public will not get this reduc- 
; tion in the price of gas or steam heat, 
we are simply turning back to the com¬ 
pany something which is of some value 
to them and giving up a valuable privi¬ 
lege on the part of the City. 

It is unfortunate that the matter of 
free gas as fuel had never been brought 
to the attention of the architect and 
engineer until the past month, when the 
subject came up before the Commission, 
of which I am a member. So strongly 
do I feel on this subject that I believe 
the City’.s Interest has been neglected, 
and I cannot see my way clear to con¬ 
tinue as a member of the Building Com¬ 
mission. At the close of this session 
of Council I propose laying my resigna¬ 
tion from the Building Commission be¬ 
fore the President of Council. 

With the above statement in view, I 
feel that I am doing my duty to the 
City in refu.sing to vote for the approval 
of these contracts for steam and elec¬ 
tricity.

It seems to me that, whether the mu¬ 
nicipally-owned plant is constructed at 
the present time or at some future time, 
it will be necessary for the City author¬ 
ities to know the exact costs of service 
furnished by private plants as compared 
with municipal ownership and, in my 
judgment, It is better to get thi.s report 
now, before it is too late, rather than 
wait until some future time. Conse¬ 
quently, I am compelled to vote No on 
the indefinite po.stponement of this reso¬ 
lution.

Pittsburgh. 1 think our action in this 
matter will demonstrate to the company 
and the people of Pittsburgh that the 
Council is composed of broad-minded 
men, who are prompt to recognize the 
rights of the company and, at the same 
time, protect the rights of the people 
of Pittsburgh. At the present time we 
have pending before the Public Service 
Commission at Harrisburg a complaint 
against the Pittsburgh Railways Com¬ 
pany on account of the short notice they 
gave the public in the matter of advance 
in fares on the night cars. Today, with 
that protest still before us, we deem 
it advisable to grant extensions to the 
underlying companies of the Pittsburgh 
Railways Company, because it will bene¬ 
fit the service; it will help the companies 
to save money, and it will give the 
people of Pittsburgh better street car 
facilities. Particular emphasis should 
be laid on the fact that the grants are’ 
not perpetual, as has been the custom 
in the past, but each of these franchises 
is limited to a ten-year term, with a one- 
year notice should the City desire to 
cancel these franchises. 

I think, Mr. President, that Council 
having shown the proper spirit in this 
matter by recognizing the rights of ' 
every one concerned and protecting the ! 
rights of the company and the people i 
of Pittsburgh, our action today should 
be the means of bringing about a general 
settlement in the long fight between the ' 
City authorities and the various public | 
service corporations of this City. For 
the reasons above mentioned 1 give my 
hearty approval to the ordinances.

Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Gentlemen—During the last few days 
difficulties have arisen in the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works with reference to 
the pre.sent scale of wages, and on July 
26 a large number of employees, involv¬ 
ing the Bureau of Parks and the Bureau 
of Highways and Sewers, have quit work 


on the ground that they are not receiv¬ 
ing adequate compensation nor a fair 
rate of pay according to the prevailing 
scale of wages In this community. Ap¬ 
proximately a total of 1,000 men have 
ceased work In said Bureaus, and this, 
of course, requires the necessity of im¬ 
mediate action, as the work, especially 
of the Bureau of Highways and Sewers, 
involves very seriously the health condi¬ 
tions of the City, which must not be 
jeopardized from any cause. 

As you are aware, the rate of wages 
for those employees now making a de¬ 
mand for an increase of five cents (5c) 
per hour, was fixed in the annual budget 
for the fiscal year of 1916, and it is Im¬ 
possible for the Director of the Public 
Works Department to grant any increase 
or pay the same unless appropriate legis¬ 
lative action is taken by the Council to 
specifically provide for the said Increase 
and make it available on the proper pay¬ 
rolls of the said Department. Whether 
it is now possible or expedient under 
present conditions that such Increase In 
the pay of said employees should be 
allowed is a matter for the consideration 
and action of the Council. 

Therefore, believing that action by 
your Honorable Body on this subject is 
an urgent public necessity, under author¬ 
ity of Rule 5 of the Council, and pur¬ 
suant to Article 1, Section 4, of the 
Charter Act of 1901, I hereby call a

That, as there were no objec¬ 
tions, the reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting would be dispensed 
with. 
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Mr. Rauh asked that the Mayor be 
heard, and, there being no objections, 
Mayor Armstrong took the floor and 
said: 

“Gentlemen—The reason this meeting 
was called by me was because I was 
informed that the President of Council 
was out of the City, and there was no 
deflnite information as to when he would 
return. That being the case, it became 
necessary for a ‘hurry-up’ call. 

“Now, getting down to the situation, 
the men mentioned in the communica¬ 
tion ceased work on the 26th. That 
means that the condition of our high¬ 
ways (which is very important so far 
as the health of our City is concerned) 
has got to be taken care of. I had a 
delegation of the men to see me, after 
they had seen Director Swan, and talked 
to them and advised them that I thought 
it would be wise to have a committee 
appointed to present their case at the 
next Councilmanic budget meeting, as 
that would be the proper time, at the 
opening of the appropriation year, when 
salaries are regulated. I previously 
talked to the Controller about the flnan- 
cial aspect of the matter, and the Con¬ 
troller said there was about $1,000.00 in 
the Contingent Fund and a small amount 
for Snyder Park, I don’t know just how 
much, which would only be a drop in 
the bucket, and he said if there was any 
change made it would have to come from 
a different channel than appropriation 
bills or anything that had been appro¬ 
priated during the past year. However, 
the men did not altogether agree with 
me, and the next step would be, as stated 
in the communication, to take the matter 
up with Council and see if Council had 
anything in mind that they thought 
would relieve the situation and whether 
or not we could go along and deal with 
our men like all big corporations do, in 
a harmonious manner. We know the 
conditions in New York and there have 
been a number of cases of infantile 
paralysis here. The outcome is that 
Director Swan and myself, who are re¬ 
sponsible to the people, must keep the 
streets clean. I thought It would be 
proper and right to bring the matter 
l>efore Council and bring it to a point 
where Director Swan would know what 
his next move would be. I have in¬ 
quired from some of the contractors who 
handle work throughout the City and 
find that the wages paid for common 
labor is from 25 cents to 30 cents per 
hour. Men making bids for laying sewers, 

I understand, pay the men from 5 to 10 I 
cents per hour more than they pay the 
men working on the surface. The men 
on the surface are being paid 25 cents ' 
an hour now, I believe, and that l.s what 
the City is paying them. If there are . 
any questions you wish to ask me before 
I sit down, I will be pleased to answer ! 
them.” ' 

And there being no response, the 
Mayor took his seat. '

Our streets are in bad shape, 
as the Mayor has told us, and we must 
look after the health of the people of 
our City; It is our duty to have this 
meeting of the Finance Committee at 
once.”

A suspension of Rule V (provid¬ 
ing for 48 hours' notice of all special 
meetings) in order that the Committee 
on Finance may meet immediately upon 
the adjournment of Council.

"Mr. President and Gentlemen—I Im¬ 
agine, before we adjourn, something 

should be said about this matter. I 
would like to say that my personal opin¬ 
ion is that Director Swan can handle this 
situation the same as he has handled 
.similar situations while working in a 
different capacity for private corpora¬ 
tions. Tf you have to clean the streets 
of the City, get the men to clean them. 
That is all there is to it. If you pass 
legislation, such as contemplated in the 
ordinance Just presented, you will open 
the door for similar advances from every 
other branch of the City service and from 
the same men now involved before the 
year Is over. You have to handle this 
the .same as you would handle any other 
business and it should be left to Direc¬ 
tor Swan, In his own department. This 
is my own per.sonal opinion and I don’t 
want to get into any argument about it. 
It is looked upon in that way by most of 
the people of Pittsburgh and by the men 
themselves. They did not want to quit, 
but were Intimidated, and would go back 
to work tomorrow if the matter were 
handled properly. It Is no matter for 
Council and it should not have been 
passed over to Council.”

Gentlemen—Replying to your request 
under Resolution of September 11, re¬ 
questing a report on the wharf litigation 
and other proceedings relating thereto, 
1 beg to submit the following: 

Since June last a large amount of 
work ha.s been done by the T.raw Depart¬ 
ment in the matter of prosecuting and 
establishing the City’s rights along the 
various river fronts, 

Mr. Jarrett at that time was assigned 
exclusively to wharf work and, with the 
exception of completing some unfinished 
matter.s then in his hands, has devoted 
his City time entirely to wharf work. 

Mr. C. K. Robinson and H. H. Hanna 
willingly accepted the part of assisting 
Mr. Jarrett in every way possible. T 
have also given considerable part of my 
own time along the same lines in exam¬ 
ination, research work and consultation. 

Tt is very evident that one of the first 
steps necessary in the execution of a 
plan of this kind is to ascertain an(i 
determine as nearly as pos.sible just 
where the City has legally established 
wharves within its limits on the .several 
river fronts, and also to determine what 
its rights, rijiarian or otherwise, are on 
those portions of the river fronts which 
have not been erected into public 
wharves. This has proved a troublesome 
and vexatious question, requiring a vast 
amount of research into legislative rec¬ 
ords, ancient documents, old borough 
records, and other sources, throwing 
light upon the condition and status of 
river fronts. 

The Mayor and Director Swan have 
given the Department earnest and zeal¬ 
ous support, and Mr. Swan, at our re¬ 
quest, ha.s organized a special corps in 
the City Engineering Bureau to make 
the necessary surveys, plans and other 
work of this character re(iiiired In the 
premise.^, 

MTIGATTON. 

The Plttshiirgh & T^ake Erie Railroad 
Co., in our opinion, in violation of its 
agreement not to lay, for the present, at 
lea.st, any railroad tracks on the river 
front In the territory between South 
Seventeenth and Twenty-second streets, 
suddenly attempted with a large force 
of employees to ru.sh the work of laying 
its tracks at that place on the ground 
which had been filled in during the sum¬ 
mer, with the oon.sent of both parties; 
learning of this Intention, we obtained 
police assistance to stop this work, and 


thereupon the railroad company applied 
to the Common Pleas Court for an in¬ 
junction, which, after^hearing both sides, 
the Court refused. We have filed an 
an.swer to the company’s bill In equity, 
setting up the City’s full claim that the 
track in question is a public street and 
a public wharf, and the railroad com¬ 
pany has no rights thereon to Justify 
occupying the same with railroad sid- 
ing.s, .switches, etc. This case, therefore, 
involves the whole question as to the 
City’s wharf rights In this locality. This 
case will' be tried on the October equity 
list, and probably occupy a week’s time. 

We have two other equity suits: One 
the City of Pittsburgh vs. The Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad Company and the Alle¬ 
gheny Valley Railroad Company, and the 
other the City of Pittsburgh vs. Pitts¬ 
burgh Junction Railroad Company and 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company, 
both of which are at Issue and on the 
equity trial list for October. We are 
preparing for the trial of these two cases 
also, and the time required for trial 
will be a week or ten days. 

The three cases mentioned will con¬ 
sume all the time which will be allowed 
us by the equity trial court for the Octo¬ 
ber session, and, 1 might add, the ade¬ 
quate preparation of these cases will 
engage all the time that we can give to 
this work. 

There Is also the case of City of Pitts¬ 
burgh vs. The Carnegie Steel Company 
in the United States District Court, 
which will be on the trial list of that 
court for November Term, 1916, These 
three cases all involve the title and the 
wl)arf rights of the City of Pittsburgh 
to a certain strip 100 feet wide, more 
or less, running from Thirty-third street 
to Forty-third street, a distance of ap¬ 
proximately one mile, involving title to 
about 12 acres of land known as the back 
channel of 'W'ainwright’s Island. 

PROPOSED LITIGATION. 

We have in course of preparation an 
equity case Involving a property on the 
south side of the Monongahela river be¬ 
low Seventeenth street, to test the ques¬ 
tion as to whether a certain ordinance 
purporting to vacate Water street was 
a valid enactment affecting the City's 
water front rights, and whether the 
pre.sent owners or parties In possession 
are lawfully so or not as against the 
City's wharf rights. 

Notices have also been sent to all per¬ 
sons who, we are advised, occupy any 
portion of the Diiquesne wharf without 
proper authorization, and In every case 
where settlement Is not made suits will 
be entered promptly to dispossess said 
occupants. The number of the.se notices 
to date Is fifteen. Responses have been 
received to nearly all of these notices, 
and negotiations are under way to satisfy 
.said occupants as to the City’s title. 

Surveys ore being made for us by the 
Division of Surveys of the various prop¬ 
erties in question, particularly the strip 
referred to as the back channel of Wain- 
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Wright’s Island and old- I^awrenceville 
wharf in the neighborhood of Forty- 
third and Forty-fourth streets, and ex¬ 
aminations are being made of various 
patents which have been taken out or 
attempted to be taken out on this strip, 
and we are also collecting evidences of 
the uses made of this strip in the past 
by the City or by others. Until report 
is made by the Division of Surveys to 
this department on the several wharves 
and river fronts, we cannot state the 
amount of acreage claimed by .the City 
and now held in possession by other 
parties, either on claim of title or as 
mere squatters, but as soon as this re¬ 
port is received will be able to answer 
this question, and will do so promptly. 

The number of suits actually prepared 
and ready for trial is four, all of 
them Important, Involving approximately 
thirty acres of ground. We have in 
preparation some eight or ten suits, 
which will be brought shortly unles.«? 
parties with whom we are negotiating 
concede the City’s title and agree to 
lease. 

The total number of suits, in my Judg¬ 
ment, which it will be necessary to enter 
to secure a legal determination of the 
City’s wharf rights on both river fronts 
will depend on the showing of the sur¬ 
vey report, and the possibility of amic¬ 
able settlements when we are able to 
notify the occupants, but will not ex¬ 
ceed, I believe, thirty or forty in number. 
We will have ready for trial for the 
December equity list as many of these 
cases as it will he possible to try, and 
the same is true as to the February 
equity trial list of 1917. 

T submit herewith supplemental report 
on the Kpping-Carpenter case in the 
nature of a proposed settlement for the 
consideration of your Honorable Body.

r^FPARTMKNT OF T.AW. 

Pittsburgh, September 18, 1910. 
To the Council, 

City Hall, Pittsburgh, Pa. 

Gentlemen—I submit herewith propo¬ 
sition of settlement of the claim for 
wharf rental of the City of Pittsburgh 
against the Kpping-Carpenter Company 
for property located at Forty-first street, 
on a. triangular strij) of ground contain¬ 


ing 24,244 square feet, which is a part 
of the public wharf of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh at that point. 

The City's wharf rights on this prop¬ 
erty were determined favorably in the 
case of the City of Pittsburgh vs. The 
Epplng-Carpenter Company, reported in 
Pa. St. Reports, Vol. 194, page 318. The 
decree of court in that case, under date 
of August 5, 1899, required said company 
within thirty days from that date to 
cease using, occupying or trespas.sing on 
said property, and to remove and take 
away therefrom buildings, structures or 
other obstructions maintained thereon by 
the said defendant. Through the several 
City administrations intervening between 
said date and the pre.sent time no action 
has been taken to enforce said decree, 
and .said Epping-Carpenter Company has 
continued in possession of said tract, and 
has continued to maintain its structures, 
buildings, fences, etc., on the sajne. Tn 
other words, no steps have V)een taken 
by the defendant, the Epping-Carpenter 
Company, to comply with said decree. 

Upon notice from this r>ei)artn\ent that • 
proceedings would be taken immediately 
for the enforcement of said decree in 
favor of the City, overtures were made 
by said company looking towards an 
amicable settlement of the City’s claim. 
After .several meetings at this Depart¬ 
ment with the .said company and its legal 
representative, they submitted the fol¬ 
lowing proposition of settlement for our 
consideration: 

First—Of course, the company con¬ 
cedes the title to he in the City, and it 
makes a proposition to take a lease 
therefor for such a period as the same 
can be granted by the City, and pay an 
annual rental of $900.00, which said com¬ 
pany claims to be a fair rental value for 
the property. 

Second—Said company to pay the sum 
of $.'1,400.00, being the amount of said 
rental in full at the same rate of $ 900.00 
per annum for the period of six years 
past. Whether the terms of settlement 
will ])e accepted is a matter for the con¬ 
sideration and decision of the Council, 
but I think it proper to advise as to the 
basis of the settlement: that is, the pay¬ 
ment of $S,400.00 in full for rental past 
due. 

The City having failed to enforce the 
court’s decree in its favor for the period 
of time which has elapsed since said 
decision of the Supreme Court, leave*s 
the matter at least in some dould as to 
whether there could be a recovery of any 
rental value for .said premises for a 
period longer than six years prior to the 
pre.sent time. Tn the enforcement of the 
decree the said company could be imme¬ 
diately ousted completely from posses¬ 
sion of said tract, and by a supplemental 
bill the City doubtless could recover 
damages for said illegal occupation, hut 
as to what the finding of the Equity 
Court w^ould he as to the amount thereof 
is entirely uncertain.

The estimated Increases re^iuested in 
the departments above referred to 
amount in total to $98,000.00 over the 
year 1916. I have had several depart¬ 
ments write me explanatory letters with 
regard to these increases, in which they 
have explained the necessity therefor in 
each instance. Copies of these letters 
are attached hereto. Among these com¬ 
munications is a letter from the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, calling attention to a 
deficit in the 1916 appropriation for the 
cost of the removal of garbage and 
rubbish. This item hc'is not been included 
In the estimates of the Department of 
Health for 1917 and will have to be pro¬ 
vided for either by transfer from soine 
other 1916 appropriation or added to the 
amounts estimated for 1917. 

The directors and heads of the several 
departments and offices will be in readi¬ 
ness to confer with you during your 
budget hearings on all matters concern¬ 
ing their several departments and offices, 
and It Is my intention to be present as 
n)uch as possible when these estimates 
are being considered by Council. The 
great detail involved In the expense of 
operating the City government, compris¬ 
ing .so great a number of activities, pre¬ 
cludes the possibility of anything like a 
close review and action by me prior to 
the trnnsml.s.sal of these estimates to 
you after they have been prepared. 

Commenting upon the estlniates as 
transmitted to you, they have been made 
up under by direction that they be kept 
as nearly to the amount of the 1916 ap¬ 
propriation as possible, and in some in¬ 
stances the estimates sent you will be 
found to be for a less amount than ap¬ 
propriated for the year 1916. Taking into 
consideration the great increase in the 
price of commodities and personal ser¬ 
vice during the present year and tlie 
extremely low amounts provided during 
1916, I believe your Honorable Body will 
In most instances sustain the judgment 
of the directors of the various depart¬ 
ments making estimates thl.** >eai, for 
the reason that they fully realize the 
necessity of keeping expense.^ down to 
the lowest point consistent with the .ser¬ 
vice demanded by the public. 

In a review’ of the work done during 
the last year, covering all the expense 
of conducting our City government, the 
cost will be found to be as low or lower 
than any city comparable in size or 
standing In the entire country. As the 
demand upon the City and its under¬ 
taking to perform certain additional 
functions and to make certain Improve¬ 
ments and betterments, such as those 
of new and improved streets, .**ew’ers and 
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water, increases, the prol)lem of keephiK’ 
City expenditures at the proper level be¬ 
comes a biK one, in which the closest 
consideration and supervision is neces¬ 
sary. 

The departmental estimates for other 
City departments and oftices for the year 
1917 will follow as quickly as they can 
l)e delivered from the printer—the sec¬ 
ond section within a few days from this 
date. 

T shall have prepared an exhibit of 
the revenues and expenditures of the 
City for the last five years, and will 
transmit this summary statement to you 
along" with the complete book of esti¬ 
mates. As soon thereafter as possible 
I .shall have prepared an estimate of the 
miscellaneous revenues for the year 1917.

Uixes quarterly, and from the collection 
of metered water rents quarterly. 

This year there were about 10,000 tax¬ 
payers who took advantage of the quar¬ 
terly payment privilege, which necessi¬ 
tated the division of that number of as¬ 
sessments into quarterly amounts, ren¬ 
dering of statements and collecting of 
same four times a year. 

At the present time there are about 
25,000 meters In use in the City, which 
liave to be collected every three months, 
which means the issuing of about 100,000 
additional receipts per annum. 

Code Account No. 1066, “Equipment,” 
shows an increase of $1,250.77, I having 
put in an estimate of $1,500,00 for a' new 
automobile to be used by the paymaster.

There will be ap¬ 
proximately 4.000 delinquent tax llen.s, 
1,200 revivals and 3,000 municipal liens 
and sol, fa’s. 'I’he cost of filing tliese 
liens will be $13,600.00, and will be due 
the J’rothonotary April 1, 1917. While 
the City will undoubtedly have a credit 
against this amount, there is no way of 
determining what that sum would be, for 
the rea.son that there Is no way of esti- 
niatlng how many lien.s will be paid dur¬ 
ing the period from January 1, 1917, to 
April 1, 1917. In addition to the suni of 
$13,500.00 for filing of Hens, we have 
estimated $2,000.00 for miscellaneous 
court costs. This includes all costs on 
judgnient.s against the City of Tfitts- 
burgh, both in the Common Fleas un<l 
County ('ourt, and cost of taking appeals 
to the higher courts, making a total of 
$15,600.00 estimated for court costs. 

In the Division of Municipal lmr»rove- 
ments the increase of $424.79 over llie 
1916 appropriation is due to the increased 
cost of supplies and materials, and an 
increase in salaries of two stenographers 
of $60.00 per annum each, and an increase 
of $120.00 i)er annum in the .salary of the 
assistant lien clerk. 

1'he Bureau of T’ublic Improvements 
show.s an increase of $3,011.74 over the 
1916 appropriation. $2,000.00 of this 
amount is cau.sed by an Act of the Legis¬

Gentlemen—In reply to your instruc¬ 
tions according to the following resolu¬ 
tion, presented by Mr. English October 
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2, 1916, I beg to present tbe following 
report: 

"Bill No. 1926. Resolved, That the 
architect for the new City-County Build¬ 
ing be requested to advise Council in 
writing what reasons prompted the se¬ 
lection of plumbing materials not made 
in Allegheny County." 

REPORT. 

In reply to the request of Council, I 
assume the information desired is in 
regard to the plumbing fixtures for the 
City-County Building, the most of the 
plumbing materials, with this exception, 
being furnished by Allegheny County 
manufacturers. The wrought and steel 
pipe and fittings for the same are fur¬ 
nished by the Kelly & Jones Co., Pitts¬ 
burgh; cast iron pipe and fittings are 
furnished by the same company. The 
steel and wrought iron pipe were rolled 
by Spang, Chalfant & Co., of Etna, Pa. 

The brass pipe is furnished by the 
American Tube Works, of Boston. There 
is no manufacturer of brass pipe in the 
Pittsburgh district. 

In regard to the plumbing fixtures, I 
beg to advise that plumbing fixtures are 
only made in the Pittsburgh district of 
enameled iron, and include principally | 

bathtubs, sinks and lavatories. Enameled 
iron fixture work is not suitable for a 
building of the quality of the City- 
County Building. The plumbing fixtures [ 

practically throughout in the above I 

building are called for to be vitreous 1 

china, such as lavatories, slop sinks, I 

urinals, closets, etc. There is no manu- j 

facturer of vitreous chinaware in the I 

IMttsburgh district, as the clay neces- 1 

sary for the manufacture of the same : 

is not found here. All Pittsburgh plumb¬ 
ing supply houses make or buy vitreous 
chinaware out of the Pittsburgh district. 

The Weldon & Kelly Co., of 427 Fourth 
avenue, Pittsburgh, are the plumbing 1 

contractors for the City-County Build- | 

ing. They propo.sed to use plumbing fix¬ 
tures as manufactured by the J. B. Mott 1 
Iron Works, of New York and Trenton, j 
N. J. This information came to me in 
a letter from James B. Stuart, construct- I 
ing engineer, quoting Weldon & Kelly’s ! 
letter, dated December 16, 1915, copy of 
which is attached hereto. I received 
also a letter from the Weldon & Kelly 
Co. of the same date on the same sub¬ 
ject, enclosing a letter from the J. I... 
Mott Iron Works, dated December 3, 
1915, setting forth their qualifications, 
copy of which is attached hereto. 

I called a meeting at once on this 
subject with the authorities of the City 
and County in charge of the building, 
and it was agreed that, on account of 
the claims of the Weldon & Kelly Co. 
in regard to advancing market and addi¬ 
tional cost which might incur an extra 
if delay were involved in the selection, 
that the nomination of the J. B. Mott 
Iron Works by Weldon & Kelly Co.

The Chair stated 

I'hnt. there were no objec¬ 
tions, the reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting would be dispensed 
with. 


The Chair said: 

“This meeting, gentlemen, is called for 
the purpose of paying proper tribute to 
the memory of our late Director of the 
Dejiartment of Public Works, Robert 
Swan. It is a special meeting, and the 
Chair presents the following resolution, 
wh’^h has been prepared by His Honor, 
the Mayor." 

No. 2079. 

Whereas, Robert Swan, Director of the 


Department of Public Works, died sud¬ 
denly at his home, 6319 Walnut street, 
on Saturday, October 14, 1916; and 

Whereas, it is the desire of the Mayor, 
City Council-, and his many friends, spe¬ 
cially assembled for the occasion, to 
express their profound sorrow on ac¬ 
count of his death, which came with 
appalling swiftness, plunging his family 
and friends into deepest grief and 
mourning, and bringing a heartfelt sense 
of loss to the people of this City; also 
to declare their high appreciation and 
admiration for Mr. Swan as a man, as a 
citizen and a faithful public officer; and, 
further, to place the same on the records 
of City Council; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the following memorial 
be spread upon the official records of the 
City of Pittsburgh and a properly at¬ 
tested copy thereof be transmitted to the 
bereaved family: 

Robert Swan was born in the old City 
of Allegheny on the 18th day of October, 
1859, a son of John Swan, a prominent 
contractor and at one time postmaster 
of that city. 

After the customary attendance at the 
public schools, he entered the Western 
University of Pennsylvania and gradu¬ 
ated from the engineering department of 
that institution in 1877. 

On October 12, 1886, Mr. Swan was 
married to Miss Georgia Clark, and at 
his death left surviving him his widow 
and six sons and one daughter. 

In 1882 he was appointed assistant 
chief engineer of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Company, and while In this 
service was placed in charge of im¬ 
portant work on tunnel construction 
near Mount Loyal Station, north of 
Baltimore City, Being offered the re¬ 
sponsible position of engineer of his 
native City of Allegheny, he accepted 
and held this office for a number of years 
with great credit to himself and to the 
entire satisfaction of all concerned. He 
resigned this office to become vice presi¬ 
dent and general manager of T. A. Gil¬ 
lespie Company, of Pittsburgh, and, as 
such, was actively employed on work 
of such magnitude as the Hudson river 
tunnel at West Point, the Erie canal and 
the great Pittsburgh filtration plant at 
^spinwall. 
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From his earliest labors till the close 
of his career he displayed the same ster¬ 
ling qualities of head and heart, sound 
judgment, courage, firmness, unflagging 
industry and high power of concentra¬ 
tion, with genuine sympathy, kindliness, 
sincere cordiality, a helping hand and a 
winning smile for all who came within 
the charm of his presence. 

His was a most lovable character. 
Forceful and firm in his convictions, he 
was never obstinate or unreasonable, and 
was ever ready to give kindly considera¬ 
tion to the judgment or opinions of 
others. Eminent success in his chosen 
profession had not touched his native 
modesty, and he was willing always to 
bestow praise on others rather than seek 
it for himself. His great trait of char¬ 
acter, his dominant thought on every 
case and occasion was to be fair and 
just to all parties. Technicalities were 
brushed aside and fine points of distinc¬ 
tion or advantage were discarded, and 
his mind went straight to the essential 
right of any question to be met and 
solved. 

Mr. Swan, reared in this workaday 
atmosphere, bred to toil and effort, was, 
first of all, a Pittsburgh man, deeply 
imbued with a sense of his City’s his¬ 
toric past, its present commanding posi¬ 
tion in the eyes of the world and its 
glorious promise for the years yet to 
come. By experience, education and 
training, he was splendidly equipped for 
the duties of the office to which he was 
called, by a wise and happy choice, and 
which he accepted at a personal sacrifice. 
Broad visioned, yet never visionary, he 
planned and builded not for the present 
only, but with wise appreciation of the 
future necessities and requirements of 
a great and growing city. With a com¬ 
prehensive grasp of affairs, fortified by 
actual knowledge and skill acquired in 
the same field of endeavor, he took over 
the Public Works Department as a mas¬ 
ter of every detail. Each bureau and 
division felt the impulse of his militant 
spirit and responded to the supervision 
of his watchful eye and, best of all, he 
infused into every employee his own 
“pride in his work and the joy of achieve¬ 
ment, as well as a deep respect and 
affection for himself. His service to the 
City and its people is appreciated, but 
not to the full limit of his deserts. Time 
must disclose and develop the splendid 
contribution to Pittsburgh’s welfare 
made by Mr. Swan in the brief period 
of his official term, 

His life is ended, and tho.se who knew 
his high purpose, his noble character, 
his faithfulness, his devotion to duty, 
will truly mourn him, but the good he 
has done will live after him a.s a frag¬ 
rant memory and an enduring monument 
to perpetuate his name in the City he 
loved so well. 

Which was read.

The Chair called upon Hon. Jos. G-. 
Armstrong, who arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

“Although I had known Robert Swan 
by reputation for years, I first came in 
intimate contact with him shortly before 
my inauguration as Mayor of this City, 
almost three years ago. Prior to the 
election I made a pledge to the people 
of the City of Pittsburgh to place in 
cabinet positions men of high character, 
superior ability, and thorough training 
in the lines along which they would ho. 
expected to work. In keeping with that 
promise to those who had entrusted thi.s 
office to me, I selected Mr. Swan 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works. His efforts in private contract 
work had placed him in the forefront in 
the field of engineering and construction, 
and I felt that the taxpayers of this 
City would be fortunate if I could induce 
him to take up the task. 

“With all this in mind T tendered him 
the appointment and, though it meant a 
personal sacrifice on his part, he gra¬ 
ciously accepted the post and at once 
placed at the disposal of his fellow 
citizens, sincerely and generously, all of 
those noble traits, of character of which 
he was possessed. It is not necessary, 
in fact it would be out of place, for me 
at this time to emphasize how the wis¬ 
dom of that choice has been vindicated. 
Mr. Swan’s work and deeds in that office 
bear more eloquent tribute to the fact 
that he was the right man in the right 
place than any words of mine. The 
manner in which he conducted that de¬ 
partment so as to bring him unanimou.s' 
approval while he lived and universal 
love and respect when he passed away 
stand.s as a memorial to him more en¬ 
during than any we on this occasion can 
rear. 

“In the three years we were asso¬ 
ciated I came to know him well, and if 
his character lacked one of the traits 
that go to make up true manliness, I do 
not know what it is. Kindly, thought¬ 
ful, gentle, but firm, strong and self- 
reliant, he combined within himself all 
those qualities that brought success 
without envy, progress without opposi¬ 
tion, and victory without animosity.” 

Mr. I>al7ey aro.‘?e and .said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

“A speech cannot express my love for 
the departed Director, and the resolution 
Just read very thoroughly covers any¬ 
thing that I would have said. 

“If everyone to whom Robert Rwan 
had rendered service, been permitted to 
bring a blossom to his grave on the dav 
he was laid away he would have slept 
beneath a wilderness of flowers. 

“He was a most devoted official. With 
loyal heart and wHh purest hands he 
faithfully discharged all public trusts ns 
Director of a most important department 
of the City government. 

“In his death the City loses a most 
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capable official; the community a valued 
citizen; the wife a most devoted hus¬ 
band, and the children a most loving 
father.” 

Mr, English arose and said; 

‘‘Mr. Chairman, Members of Council, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

“The resolutions before us are an elo¬ 
quent and complete eulogy of the late 
Robert Swan. However, there is Just 
one addition that I feel should be empha¬ 
sized at this time. It seems to me that, 
above all other things, Director Swan 
had grasped the idea that many public 
officials overlook, and that was the ren¬ 
dering of service to the public. We 
know from our experience that he was 
courteous to those who had ideas of their 
own, and while he had great capacity 
and great ability to set forth his own 
ideas and could prove by his knowledge 
and skill that he had original ideas, 
nevertheless it was his invariable rule 
to listen attentively and give considera¬ 
tion to the ideas of others. 

“To my mind this should be the policy 
of all public officials. I feel confident 
that if we could take his life as an 
example, not only the members of Coun¬ 
cil, but all City officials, if we could but 
grasp the big idea that Director Swan 
had that we are public servants of the 
people and that we should serve the pub¬ 
lic impartially to the best of our ability, 
It would he an inspiration to guide us 
in our public work,” 

Mr. Garland arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, His Honor, the Mayor, 
Ladies and Gentlemen; 

“Words will but poorly express one's 
feelings at a time like this. A big man 
has been removed from among us, and 
we are here to pay tribute to bis mem¬ 
ory. He was my friend, and I feel that 
T enjoyed bis confidence. While the City 
mourns his untimely cutting off in the 
prime of his manhood and at the height 
of his usefulness, and while he has left 
behind him his monument.^ in great 
works accomplished, yet this loss is as 
nothing compared to that sustained by 
his widow and children, 

“T have known Mrs. Swan for over 
thirty year.s, and my deepest sympathy 
goes out to her in this, her sad time of 
bereavement. 

“'For he, the gentlest, kindliest of men, 
Has gone at last from out our mortal 
ken. 

Rut not from out our memories that keep 
Vigils of love around his quiet sleep.’ ” 


Mr. Herron arose and said; 

“Mr. President, Ladles and Gentlemen: 

“To know Robert Swan was to realize 
that he was a man endowed with .an 
abundance of common sense and a kindly 
disposition, combined with firmness— 
elements of character which made him 
a man to be liked and respected. Asso- 


I ciation with Mr. Swan could not fail to 
I be of benefit to any man. 

I 'T have spoken of the personal side of 
I the late Director. As the head of the 
! Department of Public Works his char- 
• acter and experience gave him an ideal 
j equipment. Educated as an engineer, he 
went through years oT practical work, 

I both as an engineer and contractor, in 
I which he obtained the best possible 
training for the tremendously important 
office of Director of the Department of 
Public Works. Pittsburgh was indeed 
fortunate in obtaining his services and, 
had his life been spared, It would have 
been the part of wisdom, from the stand¬ 
point of efficient government, to retain 
him in office, regardless of changes in 
administration, on a thoroughly non- 
! political basis. Such men are not ob¬ 
tained for the City service every day. 

“In Mr. Swan's death the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh has suffered, and anyone knowing 
his capabilities appreciates the fact that 
his place will be difficult to fill.” 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

"It was not my good fortune to have 
known Robert Swan very long. My ac- 
quaintenceship begun only at the begin- 
I ning of this year, as the result of our 
official contact. 

“To discuss his worth as a public 
official from the standpoint of the qual- 
I ity of service he was not only capable 
of rendering, but did render, is merely 
to touch upon things about which all 
men who knew him asrree in the fullest 
To my mind he stood out more promi¬ 
nently by virtue of his personal qualifi¬ 
cations and character. Every day that 
I met him I learned to appreciate him 
I more fully; and, while he has given a 
I splendid example to every public official 
' by his efforts and by his attainments to 
I render the kind of service that ought to 
he the aim of every public official, he 
has rendered, in my Judgment, an even 
greater service to the public in his con¬ 
stant disposition and the success of his 
efforts to appreciate his obligation to all 
the people whom he served, which was 
exemplified in the manner in which he 
treated little things as well as the man¬ 
ner in which he treated big things. His 
j example is one that I think every public 
official can follow, not only with profit 
! to himself, hut with profit to those he 
is .seeking to serve well. 

“T regret more than words can express 
the untimely taking away of Robert 
Swan, because of the inspiration and 
help that he was to me bv virt’^e of the 
.s])lendid example of his official life.” 

1 Mr. Ranh arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

“In recording the death of Robert 
Swan today I feel that a deep loss has 
befallen this community. Robert Swan 
was a public servant, who was conscien¬ 
tious In the i>erformance of every duty. 
















































tireless in his zeal to improve public 
works, indefatigable in his labors, his 
integrity, his honor, his honesty have 
been above reproach, and his etficiency 
has been above question or criticism. 

"His was a rare character, indeed; sin¬ 
cere, trustworthy and genuine to the 
core. * 

"Admired by all—loved by all. He 
was a gentle, manly man, and his friends 
are legion. 

"He has completed his life’s work, and 
of him it may in truth be justly said, 
‘Well done, thou good and faithful ser¬ 
vant. Many have done nobly, but thou 
excellest them all.’ ’’ 


cil. They express my sentiments, but 
one thing I want to say: The day after 
his death a lady who had known Mr. 
Swan since youth and who was a play¬ 
mate of his in childhood days came into 
my office and, with tears in her eyes, 
said, ‘I knew him; I knew him, and he 
was a Christian gentleman.' You know 
that is the highest compliment that could 
be paid to any man, a Christian gentle¬ 
man, the greatest thing that could be 
said of him, because such men are God 
Almighty’s noblemen, and 1 ask no better 
tribute to my memory, if I deserve it, 
than to ask that it be written on my 
tomb, ‘He was a Christian gentleman.’ 
I liked Robert Swan; I loved him." 


Mr. Sobertson arose and said: 

"Mr. President, Honorable Mayor, Ladies 
and Gentlemen: 

"Council has lost in Director Swan a 
valuable adviser and a congenial friend. 

"He combined rare ability with a 
childish simplicity and a warm heart 
that endeared him to all acquaintances. 

"His almost perpetual smile has gone. 
It was unassuming. It was as cheering 
as an old-fashioned log Are on a winter’s 
night. 

"His life was gentle, and the elements 
So mixed in him that Nature might 
stand up 

And say to all the world: 

‘This was a man.’ ’’ 

The Chair arose and said: 

"Members of Council, Ladies and Gentle¬ 
men: 

"I did not know Robert Swan until he 
came into the Department of Public 
Works. I soon learned that Robert Swan 
was a man of exceptional ability, a man 
of courage, a man of energy, and that 
he was of inestimable value to the City 
of Pittsburgh, and his position will be 
very difficult to fill. Words, of course, 
cannot express the value of such a man 
to a community, much less to his family, 
I am sure the citizens of Pittsburgh, one 
and all, regret very much the sudden 
death of Robert Swan, and I am sure 
they will join with us in this memorial 
today." 

The Chair called upon Mr. E. S. Mor¬ 
row, City Controller, who arose and said: 
"Mr. Chairman, Mayor, Members of 
Council, Ladles and Gentlemen: 

"Like the President of Council, Dr. 
Kerr, I do not remember ever having 
met Mr. Swan prior to his induction into 
the office of the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. I was then fre¬ 
quently brought into contact with him, 
and the more I saw of him the more I 
admired him. I admired his strict in¬ 
tegrity, his desire to keep within the 
bounds of the law, and his desire to do 
the things which would serve the people 
best. I can heartily endorse every word 
that la written into those resolutions and 
every word uttered on the fioor of Coun-

principal assistant engineer, Baltimore

past 34 years. We worked together for 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company, 
and I always found him to be an excel¬ 
lent engineer and a gentleman. He was 
loyal to all those who knew him. I miss 
him; so do his many other friends."

"Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: 

"I appreciate the opportunity of say¬ 
ing a word in tribute to the memory of 
Robert Swan. As a resident of Alle- 
i gheny, I knew him many years ago, but 
i it was only after he became Director of 
! the T^epartment of Public Works that I 
I learned to appreciate his worth. As an 
engineer he ranked as the highest in his 
profession, but made no boast of his 
attainments. He had the faculty to ex¬ 
plain the most intricate details of any 
engineering problem submitted to him. 
He had the respect of the various 
officials of the City government and was 
I loved by his employees, 
j “He had the respect and confidence of 
I every member of Council. Every meas- 
I ure that came before Council received 
his endorsement, and for that reason the 
members of Council lent their support 
to the many measures presented through 
his department. 

"Kindly manners made him easily ap¬ 
proachable by people in all stations of 
life, and I believe Robert Swan had as 
few enemies as any man holding a public 
office. In all my relations with him I 
never knew him to lose his temper. 

"As an able and capable official he will 
be remembered by all the citizens of 
FMttsburgh; as a noble man he will be 
remembered by all his friends." 

The Chair called upon Mr. W. H. War¬ 
wick, who arose and said: 

"Mr. Chairman: 

"I don’t think that T can add very 
much to what has already been said; 
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although I will say, as a member of the 
T. A. Gillespie Company, associated with 
Mr. Swan for 18 years, that every one 
who came in contact with him admired 
him. He was always hind and consider¬ 
ate in everything he did. His ability as 
an engineer was never questioned, and 
we always thought there was no peer to 
Robert Swan. I have been out to see 
his family and they feel very badly over 
his sudden death. Everybody I spoke to 
had a kind word to say of him. The 
resolutions cover everything that I could 
say.” 

The Chair called upon Hon. William 
Fllnn, who arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Members of Council, 
Hadies and Gentlemen: 

“There is nothing that I can add to 
the spirit of the resolution just read. I 
knew Robert Swan for many years, knew 
him as a competitor, and had the oppor¬ 
tunity to analyze his character a little 
more thoroughly than the ordinary man. 
It was a sacrifice, I know, for him to 
take the position of the Director of the 
Department of Public Works. I dis¬ 
cussed that with him more than once. 
He possessed characteristics that many 
men do not, 

“When you got into a controversy with 
him, it was not a question of what power 
he had, but what was fair. Some men 
have that trait. It is a valuable trait. 
After all, whether it is between a public 
official or private citizen every contro¬ 
versy ought to be settled on its merits. 
That was Robert Swan's method of doing 
City business. He was also equally fair 
to .see that you did not get more than 
you were entitled to. 

“The City of Pittsburgh will exist a 
long time before it finds his equal. The 
City lost one of its most efficient ser¬ 
vants. He was singularly equipped to 
fill the position of Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works. He had the 
experience, gathered, as you might say, 
from the ‘University of the Street.’ It 
seems sad that he was called away in 
the midst of a successful career. 

“I knew it was a sacrifice for him to 
take this position. He was successful 
in the line of business he followed. 
Every day he served the City it was a 
financial loss to him. 

“I cannot add one single word to what 
has already been said, except to say, the 
better you knew him the wiser you 


The Chair called upon Mr. Willlain H. 
Stevenson, who arose and said: 

“Mr. President and Members of Council; 

“As a citizen of the City of Pittsburgh 
I appreciate this opportunity to pay a 
tribute to the memory of Robert Swan, 
I was very much impressed with the 
modest and unassuming manner In which 
he conducted the office which he oc¬ 
cupied. The humblest as well as the 
wealthiest citizen received the same 
courteous treatment in his office. In 


that way he impressed upon me that 
he was an officer that was invaluable 
to the service of the City of Pittsburgh. 
This community has lost in Robert Swan 
a faithful servant. 

“I came in contact with Mr. Swan 
through his efforts to enlarge our Fourth 
of July celebration, so that we could 
take the opportunity to express our ap¬ 
preciation to the foreign-born citizens of 
Pittsburgh who had become naturalized 
citizens of the United States, He had 
that work much at heart, and I was very 
much impressed by his sincere desire to 
help his fellow-men. His life has been 
lived and it was a success.” 


The Chair called upon Mr. D. 1m. Gil- 
lespv«, who arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

“I thank you for the opportunity of 
being here today. I knew the late Robert 
Swan long years before he was identified 
with the CHy government of Pittsburgh. 
I particularly recall meeting him fre¬ 
quently in his business experience when 
he was under trials and tribulations, and 
at no time do I ever recall when he did 
not have a hopeful feeling. At all times 
he believed that, through faith and hard 
work, things would turn out all right. 
He had a wonderful disposition. Kindly 
in nature and a beautiful character 
throughout. 

“Before accepting the position as Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Public 
Works I had a talk with him, and at 
that time I knew the City would have a 
competent official in him as head of one 
of the most important departments in 
the City government. I also know, as 
Senator Flinn has said, that he made a 
great sacrifice when he accepted the 
appointment. 

“An example of the esteem in which 
Mr. Swan is held was illustrated in the 
wonderful funeral that he had and the 
impressive funeral services. I can only 
recall one larger funeral in Pittsburgh— 
that of Christopher Lyman Magee. 

“This meeting today with men of 
affairs who were glad to come and pay 
their respects at this memorial service 
is another demonstration of the esteem 
in which this man was held. 

"His passing away at 57 years of age, 
Mr. Chairman, ‘was all too soon—all too 


The Chair called upon Mr. Charles 
A. O’Brien, City Solicitor, who arose and 
said; 

“Mr. President: 

“Early in life Robert Swan must have 
imbibed the spirit of Bulwer’s splendid 
motto, ‘In the lexicon that youth re¬ 
serves for a bright manhood there’s no 
such word as fail.’ From beginning to 
end his career was eminently successful 
in every field of endeavor which his 
enterprise and energy prompted him to 
enter. The basis of this fruitful work 
was his earnestness of purpose and 
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fidelity to his own ideals. When he ] 

selected or was assigned to a task, he | 

directed to it all his powers, mental, | 

moral and physical, and continued them 
until the object was attained. This was ] 
doubtless largely the secret of his realiz¬ 
ing with such uniformity the accom¬ 
plishment of his designs along the lines 
he had chosen. He loved his work and 
went about it with the devotion of a 
missionary. It is no exaggeration to 
say, in view of these characteristics, that 
had he been spared for a few years to 
further execution of his City plans they 
would have left a lasting impress on the 
civic beauty and advancement of greater 
Pittsburgh. 

“Mr, Swan’s personality was a large 
factor in his success. He had what can 
be fitly styled a winning way, cordial 
and pleasant in manner, he greeted all 
whom he met with sincerity and frank¬ 
ness, and when he denied a favor it was 
done so gracefully it was as good as 
granted. This is a gift possessed by 
few. He had a kindliness and geniality 
that were most attractive. His gentle¬ 
ness of disposition was shown by his 
fondness for children, and he lived the 
spirit of the beautiful gospel lines, 
‘Suffer little children to come unto me, 
for of such is the kingdom of heaven.' 


the profession he followed made him a 
valuable asset to mankind. He had a 
kindly and refreshing disposition, and it 
was a pleasure to be in his company. He 
did things in a way which did not at¬ 
tract attention. He lived a life of quiet 
demeanor. These traits of character 
should be a shining example to all of us, 
I cannot add nor take away a single 
word that has been said in his memory. 
He has lived a useful life.” 

The Chair called upon Mr. I. E. Kirsch, 
who arose and said: 

“Mr, President: 

“I did not expect to be called upon on 
this occasion, and without at least a 
little preparation and quiet thought I 
feel unable to do justice to the memory 
of our departed friend and to give ex¬ 
pression to my personal loss. My rela¬ 
tions with Robert Swan cover a period 
of some 30 years, not in the nature of a 
business or professional way, but more 
of a social relation. For many years 
Robert Swan, Paul Didier and myself 
met almost daily at the lunch table, and 
there his genial disposition and lovable 
character continually manifested itself. 
I loved Robert Swan and I shall bear 
him in loving memory. 


“This great community will miss 
Robert Swan, his host of friends will 
sorely miss him, and ‘his memory will 
long live alone in all our hearts.’ ” 

The Chair called upon Mr. J. D. Gallery, 
who arose and said: 

“Mr, Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

“There is not much that I can add to 
what has already been said. I have 
known Mr, Swan probably longer than 
any one present here today. I have 
known him since boyhood in old Alle¬ 
gheny City. I watched his career, even 
when he was associated with my father 
in the employ of the Pittsburgh & West¬ 
ern Railroad. 

“Mr. Swan was educated at the West¬ 
ern University of Pennsylvania, and fur¬ 
ther educated by experience under one of 
the greatest engineers we had in this part 
of the country. The work he did in 
Pittsburgh is only a small part of the 
work he ha.s accomplished in his life. 
He planned a number of roads for the 
Pittsburgh & Western Railroad, he had 
much to do with the great aqueduct 
which supplies New York City with 
water, and was engaged in the construc¬ 
tion of the great filtration plant in 
Pittsburgh. 

“He is gone, and no one will miss him 
more than I.” 

The Chair called upon Mr. M. O. lioslie, 
who arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman: 

“It was my privilege to know the de¬ 
ceased for a period covering a genera¬ 
tion. He was a pilgrim. He was a hewer 
of ways. He was an uplifter of human¬ 
ity. His experience and knowledge in

! The Chair called upon Mr. P. C. Bein- 
i hauer, who arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
and Members of Council: 

“The first acquaintance I had with Mr. 
j Swan was when he was appointed to the 
position of Director of the Department 
j of Public Works. I never met a bigger- 
! hearted man in my whole career. He 
was willing to consult with you on any 
proposition and was willing to give his 
time to listen to any complaint that you 
had to make. He has set a good example 
for all of us to follow; and if f can set 
the same kind of example as Mr. Swan 
did I think 1 will have built the greatest 
monument for myself. 

“The City of Pittsburgh loses a faith¬ 
ful servant, and I doubt whether in the 
next generation you will be able to find 
a man who will measure up to Mr. Swan. 
His character wa.s above reproach and he 
possessed such noble traits that once you 
met him you were his friend.” 

The Chair called upon Mr. John A. 
Fairman, who arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman: 

“It was not my privilege to be present 
at the reading of the resolution, but I 
am glad that I heard the eulogies of the 
previous speakers. 

“It was my privilege to have known 
Robert Swan for a number of years, and 
I want to bear testimony of the citiztns 
of the North Side (old Allegheny) that 
he had the love and esteem of all of 
them. It was my privilege to'call upon 
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him on a matter of much interest not 
only to myself but to the members of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. Three 
months previous to his death I had up 
with him the matter of removing: some 
relic cannons from the parks to the 
Memorial Hall, and just a few days pre¬ 
vious to his death I called on him and 

I said, ‘Well, I thought you had forgotten 
about my matter,' and he replied, T have 
not.* While talking to him on that occa- 
M Sion I felt that I was talking to a man 
^ who would do what he promised, and I 
know of no better eulogy than to say, 
‘That he was a man of deeds, not 
words.’ ” 

The Chair called upon Major W. H. 
Davis, who arose and said: 

"Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

“I never had anything to do with Di¬ 
rector Swan in a professional or busi¬ 
ness way. I knew him as a friend prob¬ 
ably longer than Mr. Gallery. When we 
were boys we were friends, I was with 
him on the day he was married and with 
him on the day of his first sorrow, when 
he laid away his first-born daughter, and 
if he had lived a few days longer I would 
have been with him to celebrate his 
birthday. It is beyond my power to ex¬ 
press in words my sorrow for him,” 

The Chair called upon Mr. Charles W. 
Dahlinger, who arose and said; 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

“I can only say that I knew Mr. Swan 
a great many years, probably not as long 
as Mr. Gallery or Mr. Davis. I knew 
him before he was engineer for the old 
City of Allegheny and I knew him after¬ 
wards. In recent years he and I were 
engaged in a small enterprise, which has 
been dissolved a number of years ago. 
While I have not met him of late years 
I was shocked when I heard of his death. 

“I found Mr. Swan an honest, upright 
and conscientious man. He was liked 
by all his neighbors. He was like an 
open book.” 

The Chair called upon Mr. J. ct. Ohal- 
fant, County Engineer, who arose and 
said; 

“Mr. Chairman: 

“I have only known Director Swan for 
a short time, but I have pleasant recol¬ 
lections of our association in that time. 
I believe the City of Pittsburgh has lost 
one of her most useful fellow citizens.” 

The Chair called upon Mr. George W. 
Burke, Superintendent, Bureau of Parks, 
who arose and said: 

"Mr. Chairman, Mayor, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: 

“I only became acquainted with Di¬ 
rector Swan after he took office. He 
often came to my office, because he was 
interested in park work. He had a lot 
to do with laying out the drives in 
Rlverview Park, and anyone driving over 
those roads will see that they compare 
favorably with any in the country. It 
was mainly through his efforts that this 


work was completed. He was very much 
taken with nature, although he was not 
a botanist. 

“Mr. Swan was always courteous and 
kind to his employees. I, as well as the 
other employees In my bureau, shall 
miss him. I always admired him and 
always felt that in him I had a friend.” 

The Chair called upon Mr. K. S. 
Sprague, Superintendent, Bureau of En¬ 
gineering, who arose and said; 

“Mr. Chairman; 

“It is with the most profound sense 
of sorrow that I add my humble tribute 
to the late and beloved Director of the 
Department of Public Works, Robert 
Swan. It was my good fortune to know 
the late Director for 11 or 12 years. I 
knew him in a social, in a business and 
professional way. As the Director of 
the Department of Public Works the 
work of the Bureau of Engineering, I 
believe, was closest to his heart, because 
it was intimately connected with the pro¬ 
fession which he had always followed. 
He was particularly valuable in that 
office for the reason that he had years 
of experience as a contractor and he 
knew the contracting side as well as the 
engineering side of the matters which 
were presented to him for his considera¬ 
tion. In the loss of Director Swan the 
Bureau of Engineering and the City of 
Pittsburgh, as well as Its people, have 
lost a most efficient and most beloved 
and a most respected public official.” 

The Chair called upon Mr. W. P. Ashe, 
Superintendent, Bureau of Recreation, 
who arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

“It was my privilege to know Director 
Swan for about two and a half years. 
As the youngest member of his official 
family, I owe much to him for the suc¬ 
cess attained in the conduct of the Bu¬ 
reau of Recreation. I like to think and 
! shall always think of the last talk I 
I had with him. On the Wednesday prior 
I to his death I spent an hour with him, 

! telling him of the things that were 

; brought up at the convention held in 
Grand Rapids, Mich., on playgrounds. 1 
told him of the good I thought would 
I redound to the City of Pittsburgh by my 
I visit to that convention. The last thing 
he said to me was that he was going 
West for ten days and when he was 
ready to come back home he would wire 
me to meet him at Chicago, as he wanted 
to see the playgrounds in that city. He 
was "a friend of the children of Pitts¬ 
burgh and was very much Interested in 
playground work. He wa.s my friend 
and a friend of all those who worked 
under him. I shall miss him very much.” 

The Chair called upon Mr. Harold M, 
Irons, Assistant City Solicitor, who arose 
and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Members . of Council, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

"As has often been said, I cannot add 
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or take away one word that has been 
uttered here today. It was my good 
fortune to have known Director Swan 
very intimately. I often received his 
advice and acted upon it. His life has 
been an inspiration to me. By his life 
he has built a memorial for himself. He 
has been lifted up and enthroned not 
upon a throne of gold or silver, but upon 
a higher and more enduring throne. He 
has been enthroned upon a throne of 
human hearts.” 

The Chair called upon Mr. Charles S. 
Hubbard, Director of the Department of 
Public Safety, who arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman: 

“It was my privilege to have known 
Director Swan all my life. He and 1 
were fellow-scholars at the Western Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania. I always ad¬ 
mired him and have always felt that in 
him I had a friend. I today, with others, 
mourn his loss.” 


The Chair called upon Mr. Franklin F. 
Booth, Director of the Department of 
Supplies, who arose and said: 

“Mr. President, Mr, Mayor, Ladies* and 
Gentlemen: 

“Director Swan was a modest man and 
one who transacted the municipal busi- 
ne.ss from a standpoint unfortunately 
too rare, namely—without partisanship, 
and on behalf of the Department of Sup¬ 
plies I desire to add an humble tribute 
to his memory, even at the risk of 
repetition. 

“In the very early days of this admin¬ 
istration we, of our department, dis¬ 
covered and respected his profound judg¬ 
ment, coupled with his splendid business 
training and technical equipment for the 
position he held- We are glad to attest 
that, in addition to this, he had those 
qualities of heart that seem to make the 
whole world kin. We cherish a grateful 
remembrance of his capable and kindly 
counsel and a lasting admiration of his 
magniflcent resourcefulness and, In sor¬ 
row, we join with the sentiment uttered 
by the Mayor that, ‘Never again shall 
we look upon his like,* ” 

The Chair called upon Mr. John F. 
O’Toole, Superintendent, Bureau of High¬ 
ways and Sewers, who arose and said: 
“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

“I do not know that I can add to the 
eulogies that have been passed upon our 
departed friend. My experience 'with 
him only dates with the incoming of this 
present administration. My duties, how¬ 
ever, brought me into almost daily con¬ 
tact with him since that time, and I can 
truthfully say that no man has grown 
faster upon me than Director Swan dur¬ 
ing that interval. I always found him 
to be the embodiment of fairness. His 
advice was always cheerfully given. No 
matter how troublesome the question he 
was always willing to give assistance 
and relief. In that way he was an in¬ 


spiration to the heads of the bureaus 
under him. I can truthfully say that any 
man, be he ever so humble, who had 
I any real or supposed grievance always 
! received a fair and impartial hearing 

I from Director Swan, I believe he was 

I the embodiment of that greatest of prin¬ 
ciples—to love his fellow men.” 


The Chair: 

Are there any ladies or gentle¬ 
men in the audience who care to add a 
word to the memory of Robert Swan? 


Mr. Thomas P. Kelly arose and said: 
“Mr. Chairman, Mr. Mayor, Ladles and 
Gentlemen: 

“I am delegated by the Troy Hill 
Board of Trade, which organization 
represents a community of over 10,000 
people, to come here and record a word 
of eulogy on the death of Robert Swan. 
There was no community, 1 believe, in 
the Greater City of Pittsburgh whose 
people were on more intimate terms with 
the late Director than the people of the 
Troy Hill district, and in the short 
period which he had administered the 
affairs of the Department of Public 
Works he done much indeed to Improve 
the physical appearance of the Troy Hill 
district, and to add to the playgrounds, 
thereby contributing a benefit to the 
welfare of the children of the district. 
He endeared himself to the people of 
this community by the qualities men¬ 
tioned in the resolutions — his manly 
qualities and sterling character; and the 
people of the Troy Hill district recog¬ 
nized that greatness in the man that he 
knew no class distinction in handling 
the affairs of the City. 

“At the time of the Director's death 
he had under consideration the construc¬ 
tion of a playground on the abandoned 
Troy Hill reservoir property, and it is 
the intention of the Troy Hill Board of 
Trade, with the assistance of Council 
and his successor, to have that play¬ 
ground constructed and dedicate it 
‘Robert Swan Park' to perpetuate his 
memory. 

“Though he is gone he is not forgotten 
by the people of Troy Hill. May his 
soul rest in peace.” 


Mr. W. B. Oelston, Assistant Superin¬ 
tendent, Bureau of Engineering, arose 
and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Mr. Mayor, Ladies and 
Gentlemen: 

“I would like to add my tribute to the 
memory of Robert Swan, as one of his 
employees in the Division of Surveys. 
I never met a man of a more lovable 
disposition than Robert Swan. He was 
a friend of men as well as the boys in 
my division. I never went to him at 
any time that he was not always willing 
and ready to give his advice on any busi¬ 
ness connected with my division. He 
was beloved by every employee in my 
division. We shall miss him.” 
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The Chair called upon Mr. Koy D, 
Schooley, Chief Clerk, Department of 
I»ublic Works, who arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Mayor, Members of 
Council, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

“While I know the heart of every man 
in this room is bowed down with grief 
over the death of Director Swan, none 
feel the burden of sorrow quite as much 
as I do. His death meant not only the 
loss of a loved employer, but a dear 
friend, and in saying this I feel that I 
speak for every employee of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. 


ten days’ rest, the first in two years, and 
that when he came back refreshed he 
would take up these plans and carry 
them to comifletion. Two days later I 
beheld him on his bier, serene and ma¬ 
jestic, taking in death that rest he 
j sought in life. We, in the Department 
of Public Works, do not realize yet that 
he is gone forever. Each morning we 
listen for the familiar footfall in the 
hall; we look for that cheery greeting 
and wait for that wondrous smile. 

“I cannot say and I will not say 
That he is dead; he is just away. 


“The men who have spoken to you 
today have been men whose relations to 
him in life were those of equality and 
whose tributes have been based on the 
many worthy things that these men w'ho 
stood on an equality with him were able 
to see in his character. I speak to you 
as a subordinate, one who, by rank, 
rested on a strata just below. Those 
noble qualities which those who stood 
on an equality were able to see in him I, 
as a subordinate, was able to see all of 
them and perhaps more, because to 
Robert Swan rank and station in society 
meant nothing, and at all times, day in 
and day out, the humblest employee of 
his department was assured as cordial, 
as courteous, as genial and as fair treat¬ 
ment at his hand, as the most powerful 
and potential citizen of the land. Of all 
of the traits of which he was possessed 
the one which stood out most promi¬ 
nently was his thoughtfulness of others. 
There was nothing too big that he could 
not think of doing, and nothing too little 
that he would forget to do to make the 
way easier and to make the task lighter 
for some fellow human being. 

“He was the soul of honor and the 
personification of loyalty. He was loyal 
to those he served and equally loyal to 
those who served him. There is not an 
employee in that big department who 
came in contact with him but knew that 
there was but one thing the Director 
expected him to do, and that was the 
right, and, having done the right, that 
employee knew that the Director was 
standing firmly behind him and that no 
poisonous tongue could affect his stand¬ 
ing without a full and free opportunity j 
to make answer to his traducer. | 

“In all of my experience with him, I j 
never heard him speak ill of another, and | 
if he mentioned a seeming fault in any 
man, it was in sympathy and not in 
scorn. 

“Two weeks ago at noon yesterday he 
left his desk. It was a holiday, but he 
devoted half of the day to the services 
of his employers, the people of the City 
of Pittsburgh, which was characteristic 
of the Robert Swan we knew. I spent 
two hours with him that morning, and | 
the memory of it is indelibly impres.sed 
upon my mind. His last thoughts were 
of the people he was serving and of 
improvements which he had planned out 
for them. He closed down his desk, re¬ 
marking that he was going away for 


With a cheery smile and a wave of his 
hand, 

He has wandered into an unknown land, 

And left us dreaming how very fair,, 

It needs must be since he is there.”

Gentlemen-—I an transmitting here¬ 
with Section 4 and the complete book of 
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Departmental Estimates for the year 
1917. The total of the 1917 estimates, 
as per the complete book of estimates, 
is $12,957,521.31. The appropriations as 
per original 1916 appropriation ordinance 
plus two subsequent appropriations for 
$25,000.00 and $30,000.00, respectively 
(the first for Interest on current bonds 
issued; the second on account of salaries 
for employees serving in the army), 
amounted to $12,818,830.12, The 1917 
estimates therefore show a net increase 
of $138,691.19 over the 1916 appropria¬ 
tions, The total 1917 estimates, as 
printed, carry an increase of $597,227.37 
in City departments and offices; an in¬ 
crease of $21,051.00 in grants and dona¬ 
tions, and a decrease of $479,587.18 in 
the mandatory items and the contingent 
fund, including interest and sinking fund 
accounts. 

As stated in my letter transmitting 
Section 1 of the Departmental Estimates, 
the Department of Health has estimated 
a shortage in the appropriation for 1916, 
account of the removal of garbage and 
rubbish, of $50,000.00. This amount is 
not included in the book of printed esti¬ 
mates. Since fiiing their Estimates the 
Sinking Fund Commission has cancelled 
certain bond issues, amounting to nearly 
$3,700,000.00, as a result of which the 
estimate for fixed charges will be re¬ 
duced by the amount of $43,000.00. Tak¬ 
ing into account the garbage deficit for 

1916 and the less requirement for fixed 
charges as above, the net increase in the 

1917 estimates over the 1916 appropria¬ 
tions will be $145,000.00. 

I wish to call your attention to the 
estimate of $20,000.00, "‘Expense of Spe¬ 
cial Election for Increasing Bonded 
Debt,*' included in the Mayor’s office esti¬ 
mate for 1917. By accepting the plan 
suggested to you two years ago for re¬ 
placing the cash shortage of $1,750,000.00 
which existed on January 1, 1914, it is 
apparent that on January 1, 1917, there 
will be a balance of cash in the treasury 
above immediate requirements for the 
first time in three years. On account of 
this great cash shortage, which was 
brought about by the failure to levy suf¬ 
ficient taxes and to collect other reve¬ 
nues in the years 1911, 1912 and 1913 
to meet the current years’ appropria¬ 
tions, many greatly needed improve¬ 
ments have had to wait. At the present 
time items totaling several millions of 
dollars and covering improvements of 
diversified character. In every section of 
the City, should be provided at the 
earliest posvsihle moment consistent with 
good finance and business policy for giv¬ 
ing these sections of the City the same 
kind of service that other sections have 
been enjoying for years. I believe the 
people most vitally Interested should 
have a voice In stating whether these 
projects shall be undertaken at this time 
and that full information be given them 
regarding tire pre.sent condition and how 
these improvements may be accom¬ 
plished. I believe, also, that, whenever 
such matters are presented to our elect¬ 
ors, it should be at a time when no other 


election is being held, in order that un¬ 
divided attention may be given to It. I 
feel that your Honorable Body is in ac¬ 
cord with this view, and as soon as pos¬ 
sible I wish to again take up these 
matters with you and arrive at definite 
propositions to put before the electors 
in the very near future. The very slight 
increase in the 1917 estimates over the 
1916 appropriations, when taking into 
consideration the fact that the cash 
shortage of 1914 now no longer exists, 
will not require an increase in the tax 
levy for next year, but can be met with 
the same or possibly a less tax rate, 

I which should be very gratifying. 

As stated in my letter transmitting 
Section 1 of the Departmental Estimates 
for 1917, the directors, superintendents 
and heads of all City departments and 
offices will hold themselves in readiness 
to confer with you at all times concern¬ 
ing their estimates. Within the next 
few days I expect to transmit an exhibit 
of revenues and expenditures for the last 
five years and to later prepare an esti¬ 
mate of the probable miscellaneous reve¬ 
nues for 1917, and will have these state- 
ment.s before you at the earliest possible 
moment.

If a subway Is built, it 
should be for the good of the entire City 
and the City should retain such control 
as would assure Its always remaining 
so. The vital thing to me is that the 
City should always have the controlling 
hand, even though it may never be neces¬ 
sary to exercise it. 

“The City of Philadelphia secured the 
necessary legislation at the last session 
of the Legislature, giving the City the 
power to build subways. This i.s the 
only up-to-date and proper method. 
After subways are built by a city they 
can be operated or leased. 

“I understand that our Law Depart¬ 
ment is going to prepare similar legisla¬ 
tion to be presented for Pittsburgh at 
the next legislative session. 

“Figuratively speaking, the people of 
Pittsburgh do not own the streets above 
ground today. 

“By allowing a private corporation to 
build a subway, or by naming a man as 
transit commissioner who has for years 
been connected with a private company, 
and has Just resigned, unless he openly 
declares himself for City ownership of 
such a subway, is, to my mind, most 
unwise, 

“1 will not prove a traitor to the 
Pittsburgh public. 1 am here to serve 
their interests, and I shall, by my vote, 
guard them carefully. 

“I vote No.” 

Mr. UngliBli arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman—Last week, at my re¬ 
quest, the members of Council laid over 
the confirmation of the appointment of 
Mr. Morse as transit commissioner. My 
object in asking for this delay was to 
give me an opportunity to meet with 
Mr. Morse in order to secure information 
which I desired. Today it is my pleasure 
to make the motion to confirm the ap¬ 
pointment of Mr. Morse, for I have met 
with him and secured enough informa¬ 
tion to satisfy me that he i.s comjietent 
to handle this work and that he fully 
understands the desire of Council, which 
is expressed in the ordinance creating 
this position. Tn addition to that, Mr. 
Morse has seen fit to place in the records 
of Council the letter which we have Just 
heard read and in which he states that 
he Is not connected with the Pittsburgh 
Subway Company and that he will give 
all of his time to this work and that 
he expects the continued co-operation of 
the Council, In addition to that, his 
letter plainly states that his mind is

free and open on all the matters to be 
embraced in this investigation which he 
is to make. Tn my opinion, the state¬ 
ment of Mr. Morse tliat his mind is open 
and is not biased or prejudiced in any 
manner whatsoever is one of the chief 
reasons why his appointment should be 
confirmed. 

“For my part, 1 expect Mr, Morse to 
gather all of the facts which bear on 
this subject of transportation and rapid 
transit from all of the steam railroad 
companies as well as the Pittsburgh 
Uailways Company along the lines of 
the investigation which was carried on 
in Philadelphia several years ago, for 
the purpose of furnishing to the Council 
a^id the people of Pittsburgh sufficient 
information to enable us all to come to 
a decision in the matter of rapid transit, 
in my opinion this is what we need— 
the facts, not theories or opinions; and 
for my part T would be opposed to any 
engineer who would come to us with a 
biased or prejudiced opinion before hav¬ 
ing made an investigation. We all have 
our private opinions, but in this subject, 
as in all others, we should await the 
result of an investigation before coming 
to any decision. After the investigation 
is completed and the facts are presented 
to the Council and to the people of Pitts¬ 
burgh, the matter can then be decided, 
and it is for this purpose that we are 
going Into this matter as outlined in the 
original ordinance creating the position 
of tran.sit comml.ssloner.”

They have not ex¬ 
hibited any plan as to the proposed im¬ 
provement, but have given us a vague, 
indefinite statement that the building is 
sinking and that the walls will have to 
be replaced on one side of the building. 
They have not told us what they pro¬ 
pose to do about the machine shop on 
the second floor, which requires the em¬ 
ployees to walk up and down a flight of 
soine thirty steps, 

“When I visited this engine house with 
the Director some months ago, it was 


I explained to me that the entire building 
was badly in need of repairs. At that 
time I was informed that the two long 
! walls of the -building would have to be 
j fixed, and before - the Committee on 
j Finance a few days ago it was stated 
that only one wall, needed repairing. I 
do not see any crying need for a con¬ 
crete floor, at a cost of $5,500.00, when 
there is a good wooden floor of a slow 
combustion type in the building. 

“If this engine house was so badly in 
need of repairs as was explained to me 
at the time, in my opinion the entire 
building, should be rebuilt and certainly 
the siiace should be used to better advan¬ 
tage than by simply shoring up the wall 
and replacing with ai concrete. ‘ wall. 
There is plenty of room at this engine 
house to take care of a first-class ma¬ 
chine shop, and it should be located, on 
the ground floor.

Dear Sir—Replying to Council Bill No. 
2201, which Is a resolution requesting 
an estimate of cost for grading, paving 
and curbing Soho street, from Center to 
Wylie avenues, the following report is 
herewith submitted: 

Tt appears that Soho street was im¬ 
proved in the year 1894 from Wylie ave- 
■ nue to Mahon street, and that the un- 
I Improved portion of this street extends 
from Center avenue to Mahon street, and 
I assume that it is this portion of the 
street upon which an estimate of cost 
is desired. The length of the proposed 
improvement Is 330 feet and the width 
of the street is 50 feet with a 30-foot 
roadway. The estimated cost of the 
improvement is $7,200.00, of which 50 
per cent., amounting to $3,600.00, would 
I be assessed against the City on account 
i of flank lots.

"‘Mr. President—We will detain yon 
but a few moments in delivering a re¬ 
quest from the people of Pittsburgh. Wo 
have come before you prompted by a 
heart-felt interest in our Pittsburgh boys 
of the Eighteenth Regiment, First Cal¬ 
vary, First Field Ambulance, First Field 
Hospital and Signal Corps, now .serving 
their country on the Southwest border. 
The combined number of men In these 
companies Is about 1,500. 

“Mr. President, you know our city, 
rightly termed the tonnage city of the 


world, the world’s workshop. It has 
served as the real gateway to the west 
in our national development, and the 
part of its people In the develoimient of 
the national character has been second 
to none. 

“The boys of the Pittsburgh troops, as 
the service records will show, have re¬ 
flected the spirit and energy of Pitts¬ 
burgh. Wlien you, Mr. President, sent 
out your call for national defenders, they 
did not hesitate and, with genuine na¬ 
tional devotion, made their personal 
sacrifices to rush to tli© front for mili¬ 
tary service. 

“In answering that call they left many 
lucrative po.sitlons at a time when our 
great industrial center was being driven 
at topmost speed by the demands of the 
world for its product. They left fami¬ 
lies, mothers, wives and little children, 
dependent upon them and accustomed 
to the comfort.s of home that these boys, 
highly trained in their civic pursuits, 
and highly paid, were able to provide 
under normal conditions.

"With the high cost of living I feel 
that more of our employees should have 
received an increase in their salaries. 

“In addition to the high cost of living, 
these men wi.sh to educate their children, 
and to clothe their familie.s respectably. 

“T al.so regret to see that, after con¬ 
siderable hard and conscientious work 


on the part of your Water Committee, 
and after bringing in an unamious report 
that same was not supported. 

“There are other items that do not 
meet with my approval, and I wish to 
enter my hearty protest against them. 
Nevertheless, do not wish to be termed 
an obstructionist and, with the above 
protest, I vote Aye." 


Mr. DllUnger arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman—I raised the question 
last night whether or not the motion 
that was adopted would be the closing of 
the budget. My only request was to get 
further information from the Statistician 
and, up to the present time, I have not 
received this information, and I did not 
know of this Council meeting until a few 
minutes ago. I awaited with a great 
deal of interest for this information. I 
was not present at the beginning of the 
consideration of the budget to see what 
the members of the Finance Committee 
were going to do in the matter of con¬ 
sidering the report that was presented to 
Council by the Bureau of Efficiency 
Standards particularly when most of It 
was asked for by the Finance Committee 
from the Efficiency Chief, in regard to 
the demands made to Council by City 
employees for raising their salaries. 
Quite a thorough study, at least a 
thorough report of the.se various re¬ 
quests, was made by the Efficiency Chief, 
and yet at this moment I have no knowl¬ 
edge of the Finance Committee having 
at least publicly considered that report. 
That report shows where a saving by the 
standardization of salaries, by the elim¬ 
ination of certain positions, and by pre¬ 
venting overlapping of various employ¬ 
ments could be made of $154,000,00, or 
approximately that amount could be 
saved. 

*T objected to the closing of the 
budget, although it was done in a rather 
unusual manner. I considered that the 
motion that was adopted was the closing 
of the budget and that everything would 
be above board and the key would he 
thrown away and the door locked. Last 
night I tried to have the matter left open 
until this morning and was sure that the 
action taken was final, I knew nothing 
of this meeting of Council today, and I 
understand that the budget is practically 
closed. I wanted the Finance Committee 
to take a half day to consider the report 
of the Efficiency Chief. I think a large 
saving could have been made to the tax¬ 
payers, Without a question of a doubt 
I believe $101,000.00 could have been ap¬ 
propriated for granting to the police and 
firemen at least $5.00 a month increase." 

Mr. English arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman—I wish to have re¬ 
corded that I am giving my approval to 
this ordinance, Bill No. 2228, fixing the 
tax levy on land at 11.5 mills and on 
buildings at 9.2 mills, for the principal 
reason that the levy is sufficient to bring 
Into the City Treasury all the money 
that is needed to conduct the affairs of 
the City for the year 1917. In all of my 
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actions In this Council I have endeavored 
to pass judgment on all measures con¬ 
nected with the taxes in strict accord 
with good business practice, which is, 
that we must be conservative and not 
extravagant in our estimate of expected 
receipts or revenue, and we must, above 
all other things, be as economical as 
possible in the matter of expenditures. 

"I believe that the appropriations 
which have been made up to this time 
will enable us to conduct the affairs of 
the City in an economical manner with¬ 
out in any way holding back the prog¬ 
ress of the City. With this in mind 
and feeling that the expenses have been 
kept within control and that this tax 
bill, without being burdensome on the 
people who pay it, will produce enough 
revenue, r take pleasure in vo-ting for 
the passage of this ordinance." 

And the hill as read a second time was 
agreed to. 

And the bill was read a third time 
and agreed to. 

And the title of the bill was read 
and agreed to. 

And on the question, “Shall the bill 
pass finally?*" 

The ayes and noes were taken agree¬ 
ably to law, and were:

The Chair stated 

That, as there were no objec¬ 
tions, the reading of the minutes of the 
previous meeting would be dispensed 
with. 

The Chair sj^icl: 

"This meeting, gentlemen, is called for 
the purpose of paying proper tribute to 


the memory of our late Director of the 
Department of Public Works, Edward M. 
Bigelow, and the late City Treasurer, 
Harry M. Landis. It is a special meet¬ 
ing, and the Chair presents the following 
resolution.s, which have been prepared 
by His Honor, the Mayor.” 

The Chair pre.sented 

No. 2450. Wherea.s, Almighty 
God, in His infinite wisdom, has .seen fit 
to remove from our midst one of Pitts¬ 
burgh’s most distinguished citizens; and 

Whereas, Edward Manning Bigelow 
was a man of stainless integrity, of 
superb courage, and of great intellectual 
force; a man who always walked in the 
highway of right: and in di.saster stood 
erect; a man to whom defeat was but a 
spur to further effort; a man who be¬ 
lieved in the loyalty to man, in the 
sovereignty of the citizen and in the 
matchless greatness of this grand City; 
a man who gave freely of his talents 
and genius to the up-building of the City 
of Pittsburgh, who served the City for 
many years with a self-sacrificing devo¬ 
tion, and who.se master hand Is indelibly 
impressed upon every section of the City; 
and 

Whereas, As he lived he died, with 
that tenacity of purpose which char¬ 
acterized his life; while yet in love with 
life and raptured with the world he 
bravely answered the call of the Master 
of the Universe and passed to his eternal 
hoTTie beyond the utmost reach of human 
harm or help. He has left with us his 
wealth of thought and deed—the memory 
of a brave, imperious, honest man, who 
bowed alone in death; therefore, be it 

Resolved, that a copy of these resolu¬

Whereas, The City has lost, In the 
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death of Harry Milton Landis, a consci¬ 
entious, honest and trustworthy em¬ 
ployee; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolu¬ 
tions be spread upon the Minutes of the 
Council of Pittsburgh and that a copy 
be sent to his bereaved widow. 

Which was read. 

Mr. Dailey moved | 

The adoption of the re.solutions. 

Seconded by Mr. Garland. 

The Chair called upon Hon. Job. Q. 
Armstrongr, who arose and said: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—The 
death of Hdward Manning Kigelow was 
a great loss to the City government and 
also to the people of Pittsburgh, for 
whom he did so much. When the office 
of the Director of the Department of 
Public Works became vacant through the 
untimely end of Robert Swan 1 hoped, by 
the appointment of Mr. Bigelow, to give 
the taxpayers of the City the services of a 
man who fully measured up to his prede¬ 
cessor in the office. The Grim Rtaper, ! 
however, entered the circles of the 
cabinet once again and for the third 
time in three years this administration 
has been in office we are met again in | 
sadness and sorrow. 

“What we say here today of Edward 
Manning Bigelow will not be long re- , 

membered, but what he did for his be¬ 
loved City of Pittsburgh will endure for 
many years to come, and generations ! 

yet unborn will enjoy the benefit of 
what he has builded for this community. i 
It is not necessary, therefore, except as 
a matter of formality, for us to pay 
tribute to him. His life and the works 
that he has left behind speak more 
eloquently than any of us could do today. 

It Is only necessary for us to look around 
and as we behold the parks and the 
boulevards of our City, the result of i 
his extraordinary vision and his con¬ 
structive genius, then we know that he I 
has reared monuments to his memory , 
which not only proclaim his greatness 
but are of such a nature that they will I 
cause the future citizens of Pittsburgh i 
to feel grateful that he lived. To die 
knowing that you have left a legacy of 
accomplishments which will benefit hu¬ 
manity for centuries to come, must, It 
seems to me, be the most glorious and 
self-satisfying end which mortal man 
can have; and to have such a death was 
the lot of Director Bigelow. It is not ; 
what we get out of life, but what we 
put into life that counts. Edward Man¬ 
ning Bigelow laid down the burden know¬ 
ing he had given the best in him to the 
service of hi.s fellowmen and to the 
future welfare of their children. 

“There Is no man around City Hall 
who will be missed more than Mr. Harry 
M. Landis, deceased City Treasurer. 
While it was not his lot in life to per¬ 
form great things, it was his mission to I 
do good things without any show or dis¬ 
play and, as a result, his memory will 
remain green to those who knew him 


until they, too, pass over to the great 
beyond. Mr. Landis was fortunate in 
possessing a genial, courteous and a 
winning personality and, as a result, 
his friends who mourn today are count¬ 
less in number. His life is an example 
to the young man of the present. Start¬ 
ing at the lowest rung of the ladder in 
one of the City banking institutions, he 
climbed, step by step, until he reached 
the highest executive position in that 
bank and later became the custodian of 
the funds of all the people of this great 
City. His life, his work, bear more 
eloquent tribute to him than any mere 
words which could be uttered on this 
occasion.” 

Mr. Dailey arose and said; 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen—The 
Mayor has truthfully said that what we 
say here today will soon be for¬ 
gotten, but the accomplishments of 
Mr. Bigelow will never be forgott(n. 
I could stand here for perhaps an hour 
and tell of the wonderful things that 
Mr. Bigelow accomplished. Every man, 
woman and child in Pittsburgh knows 
that he was the ‘father of the parks and 
the boulevard,' but the people of the 
East Liberty Valley of today know that 
it was Mr. Bigelow who first thought 
of placing the great sewers and improv¬ 
ing the streets in that growing district. 
I heard him at a meeting of the Pitts¬ 
burgh Board of Trade tell of the con li- 
tion of the East Liberty Valley when he 
started and what it is today. It was my 
pleasure to have several talks with Mr. 
Bigelow before he was nominated for 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works by the Mayor and at that time he 
had some wonderful ideas as to contem¬ 
plated improvements; and I am not going 
to take up the time to tell of them. I 
want to say that It was unfortunate 
that the Great Supreme Ruler took him 
from our midst at this time. 

“I knew Harry M. Landis and I knew 
him very well since I became a me"'.ber 
of Council. I always found him courte- 
ou.s and a man well qualified for the 
position which he filled.” 

Mr. DUlinger arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman—Mr. Bigelow's last 
statement to his pastor was character¬ 
istic of his entire life, 'He wanted to 
see the old town grow,' His life and his 
work will remain an open book for many 
generations in Pittsburgh. And at this 
particular time for Pittsburgh to have 
been deprived of his services it seems 
almost a disaster. 

“Mr. Landis by his quiet demeanor, 
his loyalty to his friends and his de¬ 
votion to the public trust imposed in 
him, endeared him to all who knew hl»u. 
The citizens of Pitt.shurgh can ill afford 
the loss of such a man.” 

Mr. English arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen—In the 
life of Edward Manning Bigelow we 
have a wonderful illustration of a man 
with the moral courage to do what he

thought was right at any and all times. 
This memorial .service is a record of the 
tribute the City of Pittsburgh pays to the 
moral courage of Mr. Bigelow. Well do 1 
remember the storms of abuse hurled at 
Mr. Bigelow for the many projects he 
dared to advance for the people of Pitts¬ 
burgh. It is a matter of regret that Mr. 
Bigelow was removed from our midst 
just when we hoped to have him round 
out his remarkable career as Director of 
the Department of Public Works once 
more. 

“The fame of Mr. Bigelow is not con¬ 
fined to our community alone. .Any one 
who is privileged to enjoy an auto ride 
from Philadelphia to Pitt.sburgh is com¬ 
pelled to acknowledge the ability of Mr. 
Bigelow to construct and link up one oC 
the greatest roads in the civilized world. 
When the Lincoln Highway from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific Ocean is finally 
completed the ability and fame of Mr, 
Bigelow will be national. 

“In the matter of boulevards, parks 
and filtration and water supply, Mr. 
Bigelow leaves with us enduring monu¬ 
ments which will continue to live in the 
minds and hearts of the people of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

“Regarding Harry Milton Landis, I 
cannot add very much more to what has 
already !>een said. I knew him for 
several years and was glad to have the 
opportunity of confirming his appoint¬ 
ment as City Treasurer. He has proved 
to the world that he was equal to the 
position and he has made good. That 
he was able to satisfactorily measure up 
to the responsibilities of this important 
position is in itself sufficient tribute, 

“In the death of these two men the 
people of Pittsburgh have lost capable 
and efficient officials.” 

Mr. Grarland arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman— 

“ ‘Where there is no vision the people 
peri.sh.' 

“A man of vision, the name of Edward 
Manning Bigelow in our great City will 
go down to posterity as the ‘Father of 
the Parks,’ and ‘Bigelow Boulevard’ will 
be his everlasting monument. 

“One might say of him as was said of 
the great architect, Sir Christopher 
Wren; Tf you would see his monument, 
look around.' 

“Harry Landis was universally es¬ 
teemed because he posse.ssed a generous 
heart; His kindness and absolute un¬ 
selfishness made friends among all who 
knew him. Like all men of a kindly 
nature, he wa.s modest and unassuming. 
He served the City as he served his 
fellowmen—faithfully and well. In me 
respect he resembled Mr. Bigelow, He 
loved Pittsburgh; he cherished Its tradi¬ 
tions, and he believed In Its future. The 
lives of both these citizens we mourn 
today remind us that there is more need 
for civic pride, more need for home 
patriotism, and that Pittsburgh holds 
dear the memory of her son.s of such 
loyal stamp as Harry Landis.” 


Mr. Herron arose and said; 

“Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen—It is 
useless for me to try to add to the 
tribute already paid to our late Director, 
Edward M. Bigelow. We all know that 
in his death the City of Pittsburgh has 
lo.st a capable official and a good citi¬ 
zen who had the interest of his City at 
heart. While he Is dead, his works stand 
to show that he has not lived in vain. 

“The City of Pittsburgh has been un¬ 
fortunate in losing within one week, 
two of its officers, each of whom was so 
well equipped to perform the duties of 
his position. In the death of Harry M. 
Landis, the City has lost an officer 
whose early training made him especially 
efficient, and it can be said of him that 
he had administered the affairs of his 
office with fidelity and courtesy. The 
City has indeed lost a capable official 
and we all have lost a sincere friend.” 


Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

"Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen — Mr. 
Bigelow has been frequently referred to 
as a dreamer—not that the appellation 
has been implied in the more recent 
years of his life, but with a more active 
expression in the past years of his life; 
and I think It is of such men as Mr. 
Bigelow the poet was thinking when he 
closed the poem entitled ‘The Dreamer,’ 
with these words, ‘That the dreamer 
lives forever, while the worker dies in 
a day.’ It took many years of active 
work for Mr. Bigelow to realize his 
dreams. It required the bearing up 
under many rebuffs and the withstand¬ 
ing of many criticisms from his neighbors 
and those who sought to hinder his work 
—and these are the ones who now really 
appreciate his work. It is more fully 
realized now that he Is gone than in all 
the years his work was considered an 
achievement—It is now a realization of 
his achievements. This is of interest, 
not only to the memory of E. M. Bigelow, 
but to all men in public life, because it 
has In it a concrete le.sson that public 
men doing public duties and handling 
public questions are working for the 
future as much as they are for the 
present. Being unable to pay debts that 
they owe to those who have gone before, 
they must pay them to those who are to 
come after them, and we today are reap¬ 
ing the benefits of the splendid character 
and executive ability of E. M, Bigelow; 
and it is our duty to profit by it, and 
that we, In our time and place, may do 
something of constructive value, to those 
who are to come after us. He has taught 
a great lesson, and we owe him a great 
obligation. 

“Harry M. Landis was a man with 
whom I had some acquaintanceship for 
the pa.st five years. I came very little 
in official cantact with him, but I had 
learned to admire him because of his 
splendid disposition before he became a 
public official; and it was that di.<=!poai- 
tlon, coupled with his splendid char¬ 
acter, which fitted him so well for 
the position of trust given him, and 
which i^ade him fit into that public 













































trust as the man who could meet the 
people whose servant he was and mahe 
them feel satisfied that he was working 
in their interest. 

"The City and its citizens have been 
dealt a great blow in the death of these 
two splendid men and the best we can 
get out of it is the splendid example they 
have set and that the public may receive 
further benefit from the work they 
rendered." 


Mr. Ranh arose and said: 

"Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen—It was , 
my pleasure to have known Kdward M. 
Bigelow for years, and to have enjoyed a 
friendship that enabled me to study the 
man and his character. I am rightfully 
able to say that no life was more 
thoroughly or unreservedly dedicated to 
Pittsburgh than was his. He intensely 
loved Pittsburgh, and almost every day 
of his busy life in some part was devoted \ 
to a materialization of the rich visions l 
he beheld for its betterment. I may say I 
his zeal to create the better Pittsburgh ‘ 
amounted almost to a passion. 

"His unswerving devotion to our City ' 
was incidentally expressed to me a few i 
days before his death. With his well- 
known energy and force he was earnestly 
advocating to me a certain large im¬ 
provement which only his unselfish re¬ 
gard for his City could have prompted. 

"I said to him: ‘We might not live to 
see it.’ ‘That will not prevent others 
from enjoying the benefits,’ was his 
characteristic reply. He knew then the 
hand of death had been extended toward 
him. 

“Hi.s fidelity to his friends, to the 
higher and better things in life, and to 
his convictions constantly impelled my 
admiration. His giant energy, always 
active despite his physical condition, 
amazed me. 

"Whatever we may touch in the future 
development of Pittsburgh will recall 
him. His work, notably the parks and 
boulevards, are imperishably established 
in Pittsburgh’s fabric and its future 
scheme, no matter what form it may 
take, will not replace them, for Mr. 
Bigelow planned far beyond the average 
builder. 

"No one more fully appreciates the 
beauty and consistency of the death-bed 
message he left to the i)eople than 1. 
'Tell them,’ he whispered, ‘1 may have 
made many mistakes, but I wa.s always 
trying to build up the old town.’ 

"He left Pittsburgh 1 nmeasurably 
better than he found it. Hi.s work will 
remain monumental when we, who are 
here today, have gone. His mistakes are 
long since forgotten, while his spirit 
remains for Pittsburgh’s future good. 

"I knew Harry Landis for many years. 

T believe I knew him through and 
through, and all I knew of him was good. 
His life was featured by achievement, 
deep, rich and sound in those elements, 
which make a man a man and a grand 
citizen. We can refer any onai to that 


life as being exemplary in every par¬ 
ticular. It was a life to which the young 
may be referred as a model for the 
moulding of theirs. It was typically 
American, and emphasized what may be 
accomplished in this country by the 
application of industry and integrity, and 
by an adherence to the highest ideals. 

"He started life at the bottom, and 
every step he made as h’s life advanced 
was one to which he could point as an 
achievement. From the limited sphere 
of a newsboy he rose to our highest 
level of men and won for himself the 
highest respect and esteem of all con¬ 
temporaries. He enjoyed the confidence 
of all. Every trust imposed upon him 
was sacredly ob.served and carried to 
execution. Pittsburgh profited by his 
work and I may say, without fear of 
contradiction, that from the time he took 
charge of our treasury until death stayed 
his hand, the operation of that depart¬ 
ment was flawless. It will be long be¬ 
fore he will be forgotten as an oflicial 
of Pittsburgh. With those who knew 
him best his memory will never dim. 

"Gentlemen, I regard it a rare privi¬ 
lege to pay this tribute to his high 
character.” 

Mr. Robertson arose and .said: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—I was 
never personally acquainted with Edward 
Manning Bigelow, but from my early 
youth had come to regard him as one of 
Pitt.sburgh’s ablest and most progressive 
citizens. The work which he did as an 
official of the City of Pittsburgh speaks 
for itself and should be an example to 
be followed by others who enter public 
service, Pittsburgh for many years to 
come will be benefited by the fact that 
lie lived, 

"No matter how great the material 
accumulations of a man may be, he who 
passes away in possession of the univer- 
.sal love and resjiect of his fellow citi¬ 
zens dies richest of all. Such an epitaph 
we can raise for Harry Milton Land s, 
our late City Treasurer. He spent a 
large portion of his life doing good unto 
others and was a friend who was as true 
as .steel. He was a character who be¬ 
lieved that it was not the great things 
that a man does in life that count, but 
the good things. He did all without 
ostentation and without show and pre¬ 
ferred to store up for himself a treasure 
in Heaven where neither moth nor rust 
doth corrupt, rather than to accumulate 
earthly glory. His name may never loom 
large in history, but it is written in¬ 
delibly in the hearts and meinuries of 
hi.s friends and associate.s." 


The Chair arose and said: 

"Gentlemen — The c'tizens of Pitts¬ 
burgh mourn the loss of two of her 
respected citizens. The sudden and un¬ 
expected death of H. M. Landis. City 
Treasurer, was a shock to the community. 
He was a man of strong character, de¬ 
cided personality and a most efficient and 
capable official. It was not my pleasure 
to know Mr. Landis for any length of 















































time, but I soon recognized that he pos- | 
sessed exceptional ability along his | 
chosen line. His presence about City i 
Hall will be missed. 

“In the death of E. M. Bigelow, Pitts- ! 
burgh mourns the loss of one of her j 
most distinguished citizens. Mr. Bigelow i 
was a man of vision, a builder, one who ! 
was distinctly a Pittsburgher, and one 
who served Pittsburgh for many years 
with a self-sacrificing devotion—always 
trying to do something for the benefit of 
the City which he loved so much. liOng 
after the bronze statue which stands at 
the entrance to Schenley Park as a mark i 
of respect to him while he lived shall . 
have crumbled to dust, the name of E 
M. Bigelow will be a household word 
among the citizens of Pittsburgh. There _ , 
is scarcely a section of this great City ' j 
in which the great constructive hand of 
E, M. Bigelow has not been indelibly im- ! 

pressed. Because of his great genius | 

and because of his devotion to his City, I 

he wa.s frequently misunderstood; but, I 

like all great men of his kind, he lived j 

to realize that the people of this great ] 

community recognized and appreciated 
the great things he had done for them. | 
The great State of Pennsylvania has also j 
profited by this man's remarkable genius. 

The road system which was laid out by ' 

Mr. Bigelow is recognized as one of the i 

greatest the world has ever known. Any ! 

community, any city, any state or any 
nation,, could well be proud of such a 
man as Mr, Bigelow.” I 


The Chair called upon Hon. George T. 
Oliver, who arose and said: i 

“Mr. Chairman—I was not told that 1 l 
would be expected to .say a word on this j 
occasion; otherwise 1 would have liked i 
to prepare something more worthy of : 

the occasion. | 

“I have known Mr. Landis for a great 
many years. I think the best way to 
characterize him would be to say that 
he was a fine type of the average Ameri¬ 
can citizen. He was modest and unas¬ 
suming in his demeanor and faithful to 
to every trust, and attempted to go along 
in his own modest way and fulfill credit- j 
ably every task that was put to him. 
When he was appointed City Treasurer 
the action of the Mayor in giving him 
that appointment met with the approval 
of everybody. It was a tribute to work 
well done in the line of business in 
which he had been trained. It is a sad ' 

thing that he was carried away in the 
midst of his career. 

“Mr. Bigelow-r-1 have known Mr, 
Bigelow since boyhood. He was the kind '< 
of a man of which each generation pro¬ 
duces only a few. Hi.s character—he j 

was characterized by a most active i 

energy, fired by genius. He was in truth 
a genius. It has been said here that he 
was a dreamer. We all realize that 
vision conies to dreamers. It was in his i 

sleep and in his dream that Jacob saw 
the ladder extending up into heaven, the | 

angels ascending and descending; and, j 

so my friends, Edward M. Bigelow, s t- 
ting in the recesses of his office in this 


building, saw unfolded to him the Pitts¬ 
burgh of the future; and with ills untir¬ 
ing energy he set himself to work to 
make it a reality. 

“It is almost ImpOoSible witliin the 
space of a few moments to go over in 
detail the almost innumerable great 
things that he did in a physical way for 
the City of his love. 1 will only allude 
to one characteristic act of his. Along 
in the 80’s, when he was the Director of 
the Department of Public Works, he 
conceived the idea (which had been al¬ 
luded to in an off-hand way for years) 
of turning the great tract of Squirrel 
Hill, owned by one absentee, into a great 
public park, and he immediately set to 
work to interest Mrs. Schenley in that 
enterprise. He was very successful in 
that and, through the active co-operation 
of the late Richard B. Carnahan (la e 
father of Judge Carnahan, and private 
counsel for Mrs. Schenley in Pittsburgh), 
he brought the matter to a point where 
she was about to donate that great tract 
of land to the City. This came to the ears 
of Mrs, Schenley’s close friends and 
business representatives and they sent 
word to counteract the thing. Mr. Bige¬ 
low heard of it and, knowing that quick 
action was necessary (and it was late 
In the evening when he heard of it) he 
went out to the East End, where Mr. 
Carnahan lived, made him get out of bed 
and pack his gripsack and get on a tra n 
that night and go to Europe, and Mr. 
Carnahan brought back the deed to 
Schenley Park. If he had not done that 
Schenley Park would have been laid out 
in lots the same as the re.st of the Squir¬ 
rel Hill district. 

“Mr. Bigelow was the embodiment of 
Pittsburgh spirit. He lived for Pitts¬ 
burgh more than any other citizen in 
my recollection, extending over 50 years. 
He was imbued with the intensity of 
local patriotism. The only man that I 
knew of who approached him in that 
way was his cousin, the late Chri.stopher 
Lyman Magee. He worked for the in¬ 
terest of his City of love.” 

The Chair called upon James B. Mellon, 
who arose and said: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—I wi.^h 
to thank Council for the invitation to 
speak a word in behalf of two of Pitts¬ 
burgh’s most prominent officials who 
have passed away. 

“I did not know Harry M. Landis per¬ 
sonally, but knew of the work which 
he did for the City he served. He was 
efficient in all he did. 

“As regards Mr. Bigelow, he was a 
man of vision. He helped to make 
Pittsburgh what it Is today. Through 
his genius and foresight the City of 
Pittsburgh has grown. His honesty 
was above reproach.” 

The Chair called upon James I. 
Buchanan, who arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman—I came here not to 
speak, but to listen. But If I were to 
choose a passage that would express my 
idea of Director Bigelow it would be 
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those words that were said of Mr. Cooper, 
the financier, ‘That, although he himself 
was beset by dangers and difficulties all 
his life, yet he lighted his own way 
through the mist and shadows and he 
helped thousands of his fellows to find 
the sunlight.' Any man can serve, if he 
will, and any man can be great when the 
sun shines, but the man who Is truly 
great Is the man who overcomes all 
obstacles when the shadows are upon 
him. This man to whom we pay tribute 
today was such a person. He had a 
wonderfully clear and strong intellect. 
He had a great vision for making public 
improvements that would be of benefit to 
the people of the City he loved and in 
which he lived. He had an Inestimable 
vision. He had a remarkably brilliant 
energy, and he had great self-reliance. 
I don’t believe that we have ever had an 
instance in our community of a man 
who in himself could combine these 
qualities. He laid them upon the altar 
for the benefit of the community in which 
he lived. So we are doing well to meet 
here to pay our respects to this great 
man. I know well, after an acquaintance 
of 33 years, how he thought day and 
night, winter and summer, for the wel¬ 
fare of his City. 

“It was my privilege, also, to know 
Harry M. Handis. I knew him for over 
20 years. His training as an accountant, 
his knowledge of finances and business 
ability, did credit to the Mayor of this 
City in selecting him as the City Treas¬ 
urer, and I am sure that his selection 
was a great comfort to our dear old 
friend, Mr. Morrow, whom we all honor 
and will continue to honor as the con¬ 
troller of this great City. 

“I hope the people of Pittsburgh will 
bear them In perpetual rememberance 
for the good they have done the com¬ 
munity which they loved and served." 


The Chair called upon B. S. Morrow, 
City Controller, who arose and said: 

“Mr. President—When you love some 
one very dearly, when you feel the loss 
greatly, it is hard to talk. When Mr. 
Armstrong, the Mayor, appointed Edward 
M. Bigelow to succeed Director Swan, 
on every hand I heard commendation, 
words of praise, words of confidence and 
commendation of the Mayor for his 
action. 

“Edward M. Bigelow and myself came 
into City Hall together. He then carried 
a transit on his shoulder. He was an 
engineer and a boy. I had known of 
him before, but was not Intimate with 
him. Between the two of us grew up a 
friendship that has lasted all these 
years. We had our differences, and I 
opposed him bitterly at times, thinking 
he was mad, and afterwards I found out 
my mistakes and acknowledged them. 
I have not got the time nor you the 
patience to listen to what I would say if 
I could voice my opinion of Mr. Bigelow. 
I loved him; I respected him; and when 
I was met on the boardwalk at Atlantic 
City by a Pittsburgher who said, ‘Have 
you heard of Bigelow? He Is dead,' it 


was a shock from which I have not yet 
recovered. I wanted him to live; I 
wanted him to carry out some of the 
schemes that he had on hand; that were 
i for the greatness of the City and to the 
^ benefit of its people—because I knew 
i from past experience that he was right. 
His works stand as his monument, and 
when you begin to look them over and 
see what they are and of what benefit 
they are to the people of Pittsburgh and 
what improvements they make in the 
City, you know that he was wise beyond 
I his generation. I remember one of our 
i prominent men saying to me one day, 
‘We did not look far enough ahead.' 

I There has hardly been anything advanced 
since he left the City's employ that he 
had not had in mind, that he had not 
I thought of, that he had not endeavored 
; to do; and the trouble with him (I told 

: him myself) was that he was trying to 
I make too many improvements. He said 
to me, ‘Oh. it will pay!' 

“The death of Edward M. Bigelow Is a 
loss to the City, and it is a loss to those 
who held him in the esteem that 1 do, 
who loved him with a love with which 
I I love him. 

1 “One thing about him, to which nobody 
j has alluded, was his love for children. 

I remember Christmas after Christmas 
I he would come to me and say, ‘I am 
I going to New York for a few days; I 
! want to buy some things for the children 
in Pittsburgh.' This he did with his own 
money, and his own joy was to make the 
little ones in his section of the City glad 
on Christmas. He said on one occasion 
that nobody knew what it was to be 
childless except the man who had lost a 
child, and he had. He loved children. 

“I never met Mr. Landis until he came 
into the City's employ. He was an effi¬ 
cient officer. He was a careful officer; 
and he might have been called a Martinet, 

, because he insisted on having things 
done in the right way. The testimony of 
his office force Is that they all loved 
him, all respected him; that he was kind- 
hearted, courteous, willing to help, will¬ 
ing to pardon and willing to do the right 
thing. He made a splendid treasurer 
and he was a credit to the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. I cannot say much more. My 
heart is filled. But I am glad of an op¬ 
portunity to pay a tribute to these two 
I fellow officers." 

I 

I The Chair called upon A. B. Sheppard, 

' who arose and said: 

j “Mr Chairman and Gentlemen—On oc- 
; casions of this sort one feels the lamen¬ 
tation and I feel mine now. I would like 
to say Just a word in connection witli 
the tribute which is being paid to Mr. 
Bigelow. It was my good fortune to 
have been associated with him for a 
great many years in a great deal of work 
he had done here, and I want to acknowl¬ 
edge now the many helpful insp-rations 
that I have received from that association. 
He was a most remarkable man. He 
had an immense genius for constructive 
imagination, and a tremendous capacity 
for carrying forth his ideas, and a 
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wonderful courage to overcome all ob¬ 
jection. I am glad to have this op¬ 
portunity to say a few words in tribute 
to his memory.” 

The Chair called upon John Francles, 
who arose and said: 

“Edward Manning Bigelow—I knew 
the man himself and knew him well, and 
to me his memory remains as the odor 
of sweet lavender. I not only knew the 
man who attracted and swayed—not only 
the man with the genius that was para¬ 
mount—but I knew the man himself. 

He was possessed of an intellect that 
moved with the rapidity of machine light¬ 
ning, and he grasped, digested and settled 
affairs before others had conceived of 
the project He was remarkable in that. 

He arrived at a conclusion after mature 
deliberation and he followed his course 
without reference to criticism. For him 
mob cry posse.ssed no fear. Absolutely 
conscious of what h© had he proceeded 
and permitted no person to attempt to 
control his action. The work that he 
had done in this community will live 
long after him. Only in eternity will 
the extent of the harvest be known. The 
man himself was a genius. The th ngs 
he accomplished are incomparable; but, 
over and above all, there are two char¬ 
acteristics of him that I shall always 
remember: The first was the absolutely 
unswerving honesty of the man, and 
the second characteristic was that he 
was fearless to carry out the thing that 
he knew to be right.” 

The Chair called upon WlUlam H. Davis, 

City Treasurer, who arose and said; 

“Mr. President—Both of the men to 
honor whose memory we have assembled 
today, were my friends, and had been my 
friends for so many years that I can 
hardly remember when the friendship 
began. The first time I can recall seeing 
Mr. Bigelow, was when he came in with ! 
a tripod on his shoulder from running | 
the line of Center avenue, as he said, *As ' 
straight as the crow flies from the top of ; 
the hill to Liberty Hall.* 

“Mr. Bigelow has been characterized 
here as a ‘dreamer.’ I believe that to 
call him a ‘thinker’ would be more 
correct. Personally he would not have 
chosen either word. He told me once 
that he was not an engineer, but that he j 
was a constructor. It is as the great ' 
constructor, carrying on his carefully j 

thought-out plans, regardless of com- ! 
mendation or abuse, that I best like to i 
think of him. 

“My friendship with Mr. Landis began i 
when he was in the Tradesmens Bank, j 
and for a long time we were very close. 

His life’s training fitted him to a peculiar ; 
degree for the one public office he ever ! 
held. Behind the counter every move¬ 
ment was to him like reading from j 

an open book. His genial manner, j 
his even temperment and the careful 
watch he always maintained over his i 
lips so that ‘Tea’ was yea with him and 
‘Nay* was nay, made him an Ideal public : 
servant. 1 


“If, In carrying out hts work for the 
brief period remaining of his term, I 
am as able to satisfy the people whom 
he served, I will have cause for self- 
congratulation/* 

The Chair called upon John E. Potter, 
who arose and said: 

“Mr. President—I consider it a privi¬ 
lege to be her© and offer a word In 
memory of th© late Director of the 
Department of Public Works, E3. M. 
Bigelow. The good which he did for th© 
City of Pittsburgh will live as long as 
our City will live. 

“Mr. Landis was a friend of many 
years standing. He was a man of honesty, 
integrity and business ability, and made 
a most efficient public official/* 


The Chair called upon D. P, Black, 
who arose and said: 

“Mr. President—did not expect to 
say anything today. However, It gives 
me pleasure to say a few words of eulogy 
in behalf of these men. It was my privi¬ 
lege to have known Mr. Bigelow for more 
than 30 years. It was my pleasure to 
talk to him about many improvements 
that were made or to be made In the 
City of Pittsburgh. In conversation with 
him he did not talk about the ordinary 
things, about those things that are taking 
place today; but those things of the 
future—those things that are to take 
place and ought to take place. He was 
the architect of many great works. As 
the architect of a great building always 
does a great deal of thinking before the 
first brick or stone is laid, Mr. Bigelow 
always did the architectural work before 
he sprung the project on the public, and 
when he did he knew what he was doing. 

In any project that he advocated he 
knew he was justified in submitting it 
to th© public, because he knew that when 
the people would realize what It was 
they would approve of It and that he 
had done something for them. It would 
take a great deal of time to tell of the 
many great things he accomplished for 
Pittsburgh and its people. I want to 
remind you of one in particular, namely, 
the Grant boulevard (the name of which 
has lately been changed in his honor). 

I was anxious to see that boulevard 
finished and opened to the public. I 
believe the first day it was thrown open 
to the public was on a Sunday. There 
were no automobile.*? at that time, but 
there were lota of buggies and carriages 
in the City at the time. I, with a friend, 
came in the boulevard and we did not 
pass a vehicle from Craig street to the 
Union Depot. My friend said to me, ‘I 
think this Is one of Bigelow's follies, 
and I am glad to see that It is a folly.* 
That was an example that Mr. Bigelow 
was thinking and building ahead of the 
time of ordinary people. Anybody that 
goes out that boulevard today or is 
familiar with it knows that It was no 
folly and that we ought to have another i 
Bigelow of his type to build for this : 
City another such highway. 

“It was also my pleasure to know Mr. I 
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Landis for probably 15 years. He was a 
different type of man than Mr. Bigelow. 
He was a natural financier, a natural 
treasurer. In the various banks and in 
the various positions, from teller up, he 
always filled his position with honor and 
efficiency. When the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce required a treasurer, Harry M. 
Landis was naturally chosen, unani¬ 
mously, to fill that position. When the 
Mayor wanted a treasurer for Pittsburgh, 
Harry M. Landis was appointed. He 
filled every position with satisfaction to 
every one. 

“I believe the City of Pittsburgh will 
suffer and feel the loss of these two men 
for many years to come.” 

The Chair called on Sidney r. Heckert, 

who arose and said: 

“Fellow-citizens—I had absolutely no 
idea that I would be called upon to say 
even a word in memory of the two de¬ 
parted City officials whom we so much 
loved. But when your President of Coun¬ 
cil asked me to say a word and after 
hearing what was said, I can hardly re¬ 
frain from saying a word. 

“Mr. Landis did his work well. When 
Mr. Landis left us his work was finished 
—well done. But how about Mr. Bige¬ 
low? Mr. Bigelow has blazed the way 
for many things in Pittsburgh; and, Mr. 
President, your Council honored him by 
naming one of his enterprises after him. 
But what is this Council now going to 
do by further honoring the man and 
finishing in a way that boulevard which 
deserves to be finished? Let the ceme¬ 
tery hold the ashes of the man, but let 
the boulevard be Improved in such a 
manner that it will be an everlasting 
monument to his name. It would not be 
a serious matter, citizens, to have that 
boulevard greened on the right-hand 
side as you go out, blooming in sea.^^on 
with the flowers that It should possess, 
and on the left-hand side a walk that 
would not necessitate going out into the 
street and exposing yourself to the 
dangers of the automobile. When these 
improvements are made it will be better 
fitted for the use for which he intended 
it should be used. Let us make that 
boulevard a memorial that Is worthy of 
the man. That is the way to show our 
appreciation In a material way.” 

The Chair said: 

“Are there any other persons who de¬ 
sire to add a word of tribute? We will 
be glad to hear from them. I want you 
to feel that you are free to arise and say 
what you care to." 

Mr. Bnrd S. Patterson arose and said: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen—It was 
my privilege to be associated with 
Kdward M. Bigelow in a number of im¬ 
portant matters during a long series of 
years. In a special way I had the op¬ 
portunity of knowing th^ character of 
the criticisms leveled against him be¬ 
cause of some of his great undertakings, 
for I was the chief editorial writer of 
‘The Pittsburgh Times,' a paper owned 


by the late Christopher L. Magee. A 
deserved tribute to his patriotic and en¬ 
lightened civic foresight and enterpr s • 
and the efficient aid he rendered to Mr. 
Bigelow, was paid by Senator Oliver. 

“In such capacity, it was my privi¬ 
lege to write many editorial article.^ 
defending Mr. Bigelow in his park, boule¬ 
vard and water projects and to answer 
the criticisms made upon them. Like Mr. 
Morrow, I sometimes felt that he was 
rather extravagant in his expenditures, 
but, like our esteemed controller and 
others, I came to see the wisdom of his 
actions. j 

“When we organized the first associa¬ 
tion to secure playgrounds for the child¬ 
ren of the City, Mr. Bigelow was among 
the first to give us encouragement and 
the Washington Park Playground was 
constructed under his supervision. When 
the great sesqui-centennial celebration 
was in sore straits for need of funds, Mr. 
Bigelow and Col. James M. Guffey came 
to the rescue and secured not only money 
enough for all expenses, but sufficient 
was left over to pay the principal amount 
of the purchase money for the lot on 
which the building of the Historical 
Society of Western Pennsylvania is 
erected. He was for many years a trustee 
and always a member of that society 
since Its reorganization in 1909, follow¬ 
ing the sesqui-centennial. 

“Only two months ago I talked with 
him and Mr. Morrow, in the latter’s office, 
during which we recounted some of the 
things which I have just mentioned. I 
urged him to keep a promise which he 
had “made and prepare a paper giving 
his history of the parks of the City, and 
told him I would go to his house some 
evening if he would agree to dictate to 
me what he desired to say. Alas, now 
this opportunity Is forever past. But 
Controller Morrow, who was well ac¬ 
quainted with Mr. Bigelow's work, has 
promised to supply the omission as far 
as possible. 

“Mr. Bigelow was one of the first to 
encourage the friends of the Lake Erie 
and Ohio River Ship Canal. He was ap¬ 
pointed by City Councils In 1896 as a 
member of its committee to promote the 
project, for which the City at that time 
appropriated $10,000.00. He was also 
a member of the engineering committee 
of the provisional ship canal committee 
of the Pittsburgh Chamber of Commerce, 
which reported favorably upon the 
project, 

“Mr. Bigelow's last message given to 
the minister who was in attendance on 
him in his dying hour was fitting repre¬ 
sentative of the motive of hla great 
work for the City. He said, T may have 
made many mistake.s, but I always 
tried to help the old towm.' This is the 
spirit which many more of us should 
try to cultivate in our City. 

“Mr. Bigelow may have dreamed 
dreams and had vi.sions, but he also had 
the ability, energy and courage, in spite 
of all sneer.H and opposition, to make 
those dreams and visions realities. If 
we who are left shall Imitate his 
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example and push to completion, deeplte 
all opposition, one of his dreams and 
make Pittsburgh a great lake and river 
port, the City will, instead of being 
eighth as it is today, before many years 
become the third city in the nation. 

“It was also my privilege to be closely 
connected with Harry M. Landis for a 
long period. He was a man, not only of 
great ability and the highest character, 
but he possessed a most lovable dis¬ 
position. He was rigid in the perform¬ 
ance of his duty, regardless of friend¬ 
ship or other considerations, but was so 
courteous that all respected him. 

“When the Historical Society of West¬ 
ern Pennsylvania was reorganized in 1909, 
he was chosen Us treasurer and remained 
such until a couple of years ago, when 
his duties as City Treasurer induced him 
to request to be relieved. The society 
agreed to. this, but Immediately made 
him a director, a position which he held 
at the time of his death. He was also 
treasurer of the Western steamboat 
centennial celebration in 1911 and the 
celebration of the one hundred and 
twenty-fifth anniversary of Allegheny 
County in 1913, both of which were pro¬ 
moted by the Historical Society. 

“Mr. Landis also was a man of civic 
foresight and enterprise. He believed 
in the Lake Erie and Ohio River Canal, 
his interest being first enlisted as far 
back as 1905, when he was a member of 
the Merchants and Manufacturers As¬ 
sociation, which took up the project. He 
was the treasurer of the Lake Erie and 
Ohio River Ship Canal Association from 
the time of its formation, in December, 
1910, until his death. 

“The City of Pittsburgh could ill afford 
to lose two such useful and forward- 
looking citizens as Edward M. Bigelow 
and Harry M. Landis.’" 

And the question recurring on the 
adoption of the resolution. 

The motion prevailed by a unanimous 
rising vote.

“Mr. President—In expressing my ap¬ 
proval of the appropriation ordinance, 
Bill No. 2229, 1 wish to have recorded 
the statement which applied with equal 
force to the salary ordinance, Bill No. 
2230, and the tax levy, Bill No. 2228, as 
all three of these measures are closely 
related. 

“In my opinion, the entire subject of 
tax levy or the appropriations for the 
year 1917 have been handled In a man¬ 
ner which is bound to reflect credit, not 
only upon this Council, but also upon 
the people of Pittsburgh, to whom we 
are responsible. We have succeeded in 
making the tax rate 1.1 mills lower than 
it w'a.s for the year 1916. This, I believe, 
you will all agree is somewhat new in 
making tax levies; that is, actually re¬ 
ducing the taxes instead of talking about 
doing it. 

“In order to prevent a deficit it is 
absolutely necessary to keep the ex- 
I)enditures of the approjjriations within 
the proper limits. I believe the appro¬ 
priations which have been made for 1917 
will not exceed the revenues, unless 
there Is a decided falling oif in the mat¬ 
ter of payment of taxes. Tn view of 
the splendid record for 1916 it has been 
deemed advisable to again figure that 85 
per cent, of the tax levy will be paid 
during the year 1917, which is a much 
better record than for many years past. 
As was .stated during the sessions of 
the Finance Committee, we do not know 
how long the European war will last, 
and we do not know what clianges wMll 
be brought about in this country as the 
result of tlie European war, whether it 
continues during the year 1917 or 
whether peace is established within the 
near or di.stant future. It is all a matter 
of doubt and conjecture. However, 
figuring as conservatively and as care¬ 
fully as it ivS possible to do so, bearing 
in mind information from all sources, 
we expect that the revenues of the City 
will be sufficient to take care of the 
expenditures. Although the tax rate will 
be reduced and although the principal 
activities of the City will be maintained 
to as high a degree as possible, it has 
been found ])os.s1hle to increase the sal¬ 


aries and wages of quite a number of 
City employees. 

“Beginning with those receiving the 
lowest wages, namely, $2.00 per day, an 
lnerea.se has been granted as far as pos¬ 
sible and an effort has been made to 
reward faithful employees who have not 
received Increases in wages or salaries 
for many years. It is true that there 
are other employees who, perhaps, would 
be entitled to receive an increase in 
salary, but it has not been possible to 
take care of all of them, as the money 
provided is not sufficient. To increase 
the salary of every employee would re¬ 
quire quite an addition to the tax rate, 
which is not desirable. 

*Tn the present abnormal condition in 
which this City, as well as this country, 
finds Itself in the matter of the high 
cost of living, I am confident that the 
reduction in the tax rate w^ill be of Im¬ 
mense benefit to the per.sons who do not 
own their own homes, but are compelled 
to pay rent to some landlord. If the 
taxes w'ere raised the landlord would, 
naturally, have to pass the increase on 
to the renter; and in this instance, since 
the tax rate is not raised, but lowered, 
no excuse will be accepted for increasing 
rents. 

“Notwithstanding an impression which 
seems to prevail that the playgrounds 
have been neglected, such is not the 
case. The approjiriation for the Bureau 
of Recreation has been made $120,000.00, 
which is practically the same as was 
used by that Bureau for the year 1916. 
We believe careful expenditure of this 
.sum of money will not rob one child in 
the City of Pittsburgh of its proper 
share in the use of the playgrounds. 

“On© of the Important subjects taken 
up for which an appropriation has been 
niade is the matter of the new system 
of a.ssessing property by means of the 
lot and block system, which has been 
recommended by the Committee on Tax¬ 
ation Study. 

*T feel sure that the starting of this 
new system will be of much benefit to 
the people of Pittsburgh and that it will 
be continued in the years to follow. 

“In the matter of the appropriation 
for completion of the report on the 
Pittsburgh and Lake Erie Ship Canal, I 
believe that if it is proper for the State 
of Pennsylvania to appropriate $175,- 
000.00 money collected from all parts of 
this Commonwealth, it Is equally Im¬ 
portant for the people of Pltt.sburgh to 
assist, through its proper officers, in 
getting the final report on this project. 
The argument has been advanced that 
this should not be a City but, rather, a 
County proposition. My answer to that 
argument is that it is a well-known fact 
that real estate located within the con¬ 
fines of the City of Pittsburgh pays 
approximately 70 per cc*nt. of the cost 
of running the affairs of Allegheny 
County. Consequently, if this should he 
a (’oiinty appropriation, the people of 
IMttsburgh would. Indirectly, pay 70 per 




















cent of that County appropriation, 
which, in this instance, would be the 
sum of $7,000.00, I for one am willing 
to assume the responsibility for the 
additional $3,000.00 to make up the total 
sum of $10,000.00 rather than wait for 
the Legislature or the County to act in 
this important matter. In other words, 
if this canal is the good propo.sition 
which has been claimed for it for the 
past 20 years, it is high time for the 
people of Pittsburgh to know the fact.s 
which will be given in the forthcoming 
report and then, with the facts before 
them, the people will be in a position to 
determine whether or not they care to 
bond their property for the financing of 
this canal. 

“At the City Hospital at Mayview (for¬ 
merly known as Marshalsea) there is a 
crying need for an addition to the 
Tuberculosis Hospital; also for a per¬ 
manent bridge over the creek, so that 
additional land may be cultivated and 
that it may be reached with a saving of 
time and for the purpose of providing 
work for many of the inmates at the 
institution. These important matters 
have been taken care of in this appro¬ 
priation bill. 

“It is a matter of record that suf¬ 
ficient surplus could not be obtained in 
order to increase the pay of many 
worthy employees at this time. How¬ 
ever, if it is possible to make the.se in¬ 
creases at some future time or perhaps 
at the next appropriation period, it 
should be a matter of first consideration. 

“Regarding the police and firemen, I i 

deem It my duty to make it a matter of j 

record that persons who could not see | 

their way clear to grant the patrolmen | 

two pass-days per month have suddenly | 

changed front in the matter of liberality j 

to the policemen. While this granting i 

of two pass-days Is something which i 

should have been granted to the police j 

years ago, yet when it was brought to 
the attention of this Council during the 
summer and fall of this year, the matter 
was promptly passed, so that now the 
patrolmen are granted two days per 
month, for which they are paid some¬ 
thing like $3.29 per day, which, in reality, 
amounts to an increase in salary of $6.r>8 
per month. As to the firemen, it is also 
a matter of record that in making the 
budget of 1914 and 1915 the majority of 
the majority of the Council at that time 
denied to the firemen the benefits of the 
two-platoon system, while some of the 
present councllmen advocated the in¬ 
stallation of the two-platoon system. 
Disappointed by their supposed friends 
in Council, the firemen appealed to the 
Legislature of the State and the Gov¬ 
ernor for help. The result was that the 
Legislature pas.sed the bill and the Gov¬ 
ernor signed it, making it mandatory on 
the City to install the two-platoon sys¬ 
tem by January 1, 1916. It is a matter 
of record that those in charge of the 
City's finances on January 1, 1916, saw 
fit to postpone installing the two-platoon 
system until July of this year. It is a 
matter of record that about 100 new 


men were added to the force about July 
10, 1916, and, at the game time, quite a 
number of men were advanced from the 
position of hosemen to higher positions, 
such as engineers, drivers, captain.s and 
lieutenants, which, in itself, gave them 
quite a material increase in salary. In 
addition to the financial benefits accorded 
a number of men in the fire department 
by the installation of the two-platoon 
system, it also means that, instead of 
being on continuous duty for 24 hours, 
the regular time for the fireman is ap¬ 
proximately 12 hours, so that he may 
go to his home and enjoy the benefits 
of home life, to which he is entitled. 
In addition to the two-platoon system, 
which should be of immense benefit to 
the men as individuals and groups, they 
are given the benefit of the sick and 
accident claims, death benefits to their 
families in case their lives are lost in 
the City service, and in case they live 
they receive a pension after 20 years’ 
service. For my part, I am glad that 
the City is able to afford such splendid 
treatment to the men who risk their lives 
in efforts to save lives and property of 
the people of Pittsburgh; and if it had 
been possible to increase their salaries 
at this time without raising the tax rate 
it would have been my pleasure to have 
assisted in raising those .salaries. 

“Mr. President, I have only touched 
some of the high spots in this appro¬ 
priation ordinance, as 1 realize to do it 
full justice would require several pages 
in the Record. In conclusion, permit me 
to say that, considered from every angle 
and particularly from that relating to 
the taxpayer, who bears the burden of 
the cost of City government, I feel that 
much has been accomplished in reducing 
the tax rate over one mill and increas¬ 
ing the wages and salaries of a majority 
of the employees and, at the same time, 
keeping the expenses within the limit of 
the receipts.” 


Mr. Billinger arose and said: 

“Mr. Chairman—1 am voting ‘No' on 
this ordinance for the following reasons; 

“Because I do not feel we have ac¬ 
complished the best results for the tax¬ 
payers and the City employees. 

“Because I was and still am committed 
to granting bonuses to City employees 
to tide over present unusual high cost 
of living conditions, and not to the in¬ 
crease of salaries, which never again 
will be brought back to proper normal 
values, but will remain a permanent 
burden on the taxpayer. 

“Because equity and fair dealing would 
demand that many deserving employees 
who have not been granted bonuses 
should have been Included in the recom¬ 
mendations granting increases, while 
many among the higher-paid employees 
certainly should not have been favored 
at the expense of the lower-paid workers. 

“Because many of the increases 
granted to higher-paid employees have 
greatly excee<l€d the percentage granted 
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to the low-priced labor class and low- 
salaried regular employees, such as 
many increases from $900.00 to $1,200.00. 
an increase of 33per cent.; others 
from $1,200.00 to $1,500.00, others from 
$1,500.00 to $1,800.00, an increase of 25 
per cent. One from $4,000.00 to $5,000.00, 
an increase of 25 per cent.; two from 
$.3,600.00 to $4,000.00, and one .from 
$3,600.00 to $3,800.00, and others, 

“Kecause increases were granted to 
many employees who received liberal in- 
crease.s last year, and who were fortified 
against the high cost of living during 
the recent abnormal conditions. 

“Because a more careful study of the 
employment conditions of the City’s ser¬ 
vice would show places where a proper 
operation of civil service would have 
provided many promotions that would 
have carried with them increases of s.al- 
aries, without necessitating extra in¬ 
creases in the budget; and because, if 
the statements of the Mayor, published 
recently, can be taken at face value, then 
the appropriations for the Transit Com¬ 
missioner can be greatly reduced and 
City employees assigned to the work; 
and if the appropriations for the ship 
canal, the water plant appraisal, the sec¬ 
tion, block and lot system, and other 
special items were reduced, and the use¬ 
less jobs abolished, then more than a 
sufficient sum would be available to pro¬ 
vide a bonus of $5.00 a month to the 
policemen and firemen, and such other 
de.serving employees who have been over¬ 
looked in this wild financial debauch. 

“In conclusion, I want to reiterate 
that, in fixing the tax levy at 11.5 and 
9.2, Council has not reduced the milUige, 
Ah a matter of fact, the 12.6 and 10.08 
millage of last year provided for the 
deficit of $800,000.00 and left a surplus 
of $500,000.00. So, automatically, there 
should l)e a reduction, as the high mill- 
age of last year was to meet an emer¬ 
gency. Why, therefore, try to fool the 
public in the statement that we have 
reduced the levy? And yet the 1 mill 
reduction, or $620,000.00, leaves a vast 
amount over the legitimate amount 
necessary to meet last year's budget. 
Again, I want to protest against the in¬ 
discriminate, inequitable methods used 
in granting raises of salaries. The tax¬ 
payers’ money is not the fund to be used 
in paying political debts, or securing 
future political friends. Again, no at¬ 
tempt was made to eliminate useless 
positions. A year or so ago the present 
President of Council, with some other 
members, were continually crying to get 
rid of the sinecures. Yet, to my knowl¬ 
edge, they eliminated hut two positions, 
which happened to be filled by political 
enemies. This budget procedure will 
impress the taxpayer when he studies it, 
that there may be some political sine¬ 
cures in Council.’’ 


Mr. Garland arose and said: 

“Mr. T'resident—In order not to ob¬ 
struct, I am voting for the appropriation 


bill, but desire to file the following pro¬ 
tests in as brief a manner as possible. 

“Items of necessary supplies ,have 
been cut, in many cases, so much below 
amounts paid out last year that I feel, 
under higher price conditions than ruled 
during the entire year of 1916, we will 
be in difficulty long before the year 1917 
has run its course, and the small con¬ 
tingent fund provided will not be ade¬ 
quate to take care of this and other 
necessary calls upon same. 

“My belief is that the money provided 
by bond issue for the erection of the 
new City Hall will be exhausted very 
.shortly, and not one dollar will be left 
for furnitvire or other such equipment, 
and, while it is the intention to use all 
the old furniture and furnishings owned 
by the City, it would have been wisdom 
to have placed a special contingent fund 
of not less than $25,000.00 for such new 
equipment in the way of furniture and 
furnishings as will undoubtedly be re¬ 
quired in the new quarters. This money 
could have been expended as the wisdom 
of Council dictated. 

“Again, I contend that the contingent 
fund will not stand the strain of this 
and the other items that would be 
chargeable to same. 

“The $10,000.00 provided for the Lake 
Erie and Ohio Ship Canal Is, in my 
opinion, an illegal provision, Inasmuch 
a.s the money is intended to bolster up 
a State appropriation and to provide 
money for a State payroll. Primarily 
the State of T'ennsylvania should pay 
.same, and, secondly, the State falling, 
the Counties of Allegheny, Beaver and 
Lawrence should provide the money, or 
Allegheny County should have been re¬ 
quired to furnish same. The entire ex¬ 
pense of the bolstering up of this State 
appropriation should not be placed upon 
the taxpayers of the City of Pittsburgh 
proper. 

“With regard to the rates fixed for 
water, I do not consider same fair, as 
I contend that the consumers of water 
in the City of Pittsburgh should not pay 
for the large amount of water used by 
the departments of the City, amounting, 
approximately, to $220,000.00 per year. 
Tour sub-committee on water suggested 
that this be departmentalized and taken 
off the water consumers, but the com¬ 
mittee’s report received no encourage¬ 
ment. 

“There are other matters with regard 
to salary and wage advances that do 
not concur with my ideas of fairness, 
but these were threshed out in commit¬ 
tee, and I wa.s out-voted, and, while the 
door is now closed, I still maintain that 
my position was correct. 

“As before stated, in order not to 
obstruct or delay, I will vote for the 
appropriation." 

Mr. Herron arose and said: 

“Mr. President—The assertion has 
been made here that we could have low* 
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ered the tax levy. That may be bo. 
Some emphasis has also been made very 
strongly for the elimination of useless 
positions last year, yet nothing was 
done by the gentleman who now claims 
for the elimination of these self-same 
positions this year. 

“I want to state that, so far as this 
budget is concerned, there has been only 
one position, so termed ‘useless’ added 
to the payroll, and the gentleman who 
has just spoken against useless posi¬ 
tions made it possible for the creation 
of this useless position by casting the 
deciding vote in favor of creating an 
additional magistrate at $2,500.00 per 
annum. Last year the gentleman said 
that any member who voted for an addi¬ 
tional magistrate was putting his hand 
in the taxpayers’ pocket and taking out 
the $2,500.00. This budget carries an 
increase of some $225,000.00, but it is 
divided among the low-salaried em¬ 
ployees, such as the laborers in all de¬ 
partments. There is no place where we 
have not practiced economy and tried 
to be fair, and it is the best we could 
have made, notwithstanding the remarks 
of our critics that we did not reduce 
the tax levy enough. We would have 
been glad to have given the patrolmen 
and firemen an increase as desired, but 
it was due to the lack of funds. The 
gentleman has just called attention to 
the fact that we cut down the appropria¬ 
tion for supplies. He is on record for 
making the motion to cut still deeper on 
the.se commodities. I fail to remember 
where either of the gentlemen who have 
just spoken made a motion to cut out a 
position." 


Mr. Weible, clerk of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, and Mr. H. S. Hreitenstein, chief 
of the Division of Accounting Revision, 
appeared and stated that they had pre¬ 
pared the bills in accordance with the 
action of the Finance Committee, and 
that they were correct, to the best of 
their knowledge and belief.

penses of the same be assessed against 
and collected from property specially 
benefited thereby. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted 
by the City of Pittsburgh, in Council 
assembled, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same,Thsit 
a public sewer be constructed on 
Felicia way and Collier street, from a 
point about 140 feet west of Braddock 
avenue to existing sewer on Collier 
street, at Bennett street. Commencing [ 
on Felicia way at a point about 140 feet 
west of Braddock avenue; thence west- 
wardly along Felicia way to Collier 
street; thence southwardly along Collier 
street to the existing sewer on Collier 
street at Bennett street. Said sewer to 
be pipe and fifteen (15) inches in 
diameter. 

Section 2. The Mayor and the Director 
of the Department of Public Works are 
hereby authorized and directed to adver¬ 
tise, in accordance with the Acts of As¬ 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 


sylvania, and the Ordinances of the said 
City of Pittsburgh relating thereto and 
regulating the same, for proposals for 
the construction of a public sewer as 
provided in Section 1 of this Ordinance; 
the contract or contracts therefor to be 
let in the manner directed by the said 
Acts of Assembly and Ordinances; and 
the contract price or contract prices not 
to exceed the total sum of eighteen hun¬ 
dred ($1,800.00) dollars, which is the 
estimate of the whole cost as furnished 
by the Department of Public Works. 

Section 3. The cost, damages and ex¬ 
pense of the same shall be assessed 
against and collected from properties 
specially benefited thereby, in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of the Acts of 
Assembly of the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania relating thereto and regulating 
the same. 

Section 4. That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance conflicting with the provi¬ 
sions of this Ordinance be and the same 
is hereby repealed, so far as the same 
affects this Ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE— Providing for the 
^ organization of the Bureau of Build¬ 
ing Inspection in the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Safety, fixing the number and quali¬ 
fications of the officers and employees 
therein and conferring upon said Bureau 
the powers and duties of supervising, 
controlling and directing the enforce¬ 
ment of all laws and Ordinances relating 
to and providing for the construction, 
equipment, arrangement, maintenance, 
use, occupancy, alterations, additions to 
and removal of buildings, appliances, 
apparatus and appurtenances belonging 
thereto and conditions in and about 
them; and all laws and Ordinances 
enacted for the purpose of preventing 
and minimizing dangers to life and prop¬ 
erty which may be caused by fire, ex¬ 
plosives, or combustible or explosive 
matter or inflammable conditions. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted 
by the City of Pittsburgh, in Council 
assembled, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted bv the authority/ of the same, Ttmt 
from and after January first, 1916, the 
Bureau of Building Inspection in the 
Department of Public Safety shall have 
the supervision, control and direction of 
the enforcement of the Acts of Assembly 
and the Ordinances of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh relating to, providing for and 
regulating the construction, equipment, 
arrangements, maintenance, inspection,

There shall be in this division a chief j 
clerk, who shall be a clerk of recognized ' 
ability in the installing of record sys¬ 
tems and the proper keeping of the books 
of such a Bureau, as well as laying out 
and directing the work of a force of 
clerks. 

Said chief clerk shall have charge of, , 
and lay out the work of. keeping of full 
and complete records of all transactions ! 

of the Bureau as required by the Acts 1 
of Assembly and Ordinances of the City ' 

of Pittsburgh, and shall perform such 


other duties as are assigned to him from 
time to time by the superintendent. 

There shall be assistant clerks In this 
division, who shall be able to keep a set 
of books and records under the direction 
of the chief clerk. 

Said assistant clerks shall assist the 
chief clerk in keeping the records of the 
Bureau and perform such other duties 
as are assigned to them from time to 
time by the superintendent. 

Section 6. Division of Engineering. 

There shall be in this division a chief 
engineer, who shall be an architectural 
engineer of recognized standing. He 
shall have had at least ten years’ prac¬ 
tical experience in his profession and 
not less than four years in responsible 
charge of work, A certificate of gradua¬ 
tion from a recognized technical univer¬ 
sity shall be taken as equivalent to two 
years’ actual experience. 

Said chief engineer shall plan and lay 
out all the work of the division of engi¬ 
neering and have charge of the examina¬ 
tion, approval and disapproval of all 
plans, specifications, descriptions, tests, 
test reports, of the making of all calcu¬ 
lations for the strength and sufficiency 
of any and all structures and any and 
all other examinations as required in the 
discharge of his duties, and as required 
by Acts of Assembly and Ordinances of 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

In the absence of the superintendent 
he shall be in full charge of the division 
of engineering. He shall perform such 
other duties as shall be assigned to him 
from time to time by the superintendent. 

There shall be assistant engineer plan 
examiners in this division, who shall be 
engineers of recognized standing in such 
line of work and shall have had at least 
six years’ practical and theoretical ex¬ 
perience In their profession. A certificate 
of graduation from a recognized tech¬ 
nical university shall be taken as equiva¬ 
lent to two years’ actual experience. 

Said assistant engineers shall make all 
engineering calculations required by the 
chief engineer and check, under the di¬ 
rection of the chief engineer, all engi¬ 
neering plans, specifications and descrip¬ 
tions and perform such other duties as 
may be assigned to them from time to 
time by the superintendent. 

There shall be assistant engineer-in¬ 
spectors in this division who shall be 
engineer.^ of recognized standing in such 
line of work and who shall each have 
had at least six years’ practical experi¬ 
ence in his profession. A certificate of 
graduation from a recognized technical 
university shall be taken as equivalent 
to two years’ actual experience. 

Said assistant engineer-inspectors shall 
make all engineering inspections re¬ 
quired by the chief engineer and also 
inspect, under the direction of the chief 
engineer, all outside work of an engi¬ 
neering nature to determine whether or 
not it is being constructed, altered or 
occupied according to the plana, .specifi¬ 
cations and descriptions on file in and 
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apxjroved by the office of the superin¬ 
tendent, and to determine whether or 
not there are any violations of any Acts 
of Assembly or Ordinances of the City 
of Pittsburgh, with special reference to 
the engineering portions thereof. They 
shall perform such other duties as shall 
be assigned to them from time to time 
by the superintendent. 

There shall be assistant engineer con¬ 
crete inspectors in this division, who 
shall be engineers of recognized stand¬ 
ing in such line of work, who shall have 
had at least six years’ practical experi¬ 
ence in their profession, and who shall 
have had experience in the mixing, plac¬ 
ing and handling of concrete and re¬ 
inforced concrete. A certificate of gradu¬ 
ation from a recognized technical uni¬ 
versity shall be taken as equivalent to 
two years’ actual experience. 

Said assistant engineers shall make in¬ 
spections of all reinforced concrete and 
concrete work in the construction or 
alteration of any building containing 
such work to determine whether or not 
it is being carried out according to plans 
and specifications filed in and approved 
by the Bureau of Building Inspection, 
and whether or not there are any viola¬ 
tions of any Act of Assembly or Ordi¬ 
nance of the City of Pittsburgh, and 
whether or not such work is being con¬ 
structed in such a manner as to insure 
good workmanship. 

There shall be inspector plan examin¬ 
ers in this division, who shall be prac¬ 
tical inspectors of recognized standing 
and who shall have had at least eight 
years' practical experience in the use of 
building material and be finished work¬ 
men, capable of being foremen of con¬ 
struction. They shall also be able to 
read drawings, specifications and build¬ 
ing laws, and determine whether or not 
the work laid out therein conforms to 
the Acts of Assembly and Ordinances of 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

They shall check all plans or portions 
thereof, not of an engineering nature. 
They shall perform such other duties 
as shall be assigned to them from time 
to time by the superintendent. 

Section 6. Division of Inspection. 

There shall be in this division an as¬ 
sistant superintendent, who shall be 
either a practical builder or a civil engi¬ 
neer, carpenter or bricklayer, he shall 
be conversant with and have had experi¬ 
ence in large building construction, in¬ 
cluding the electrical installations, and 
the erection of structural, fire-resistive, 
or other building material. 

He shall have charge of all inspection 
hereinafter mentioned under this divi¬ 
sion and shall lay out and direct the 
work of the inspectors and see that the 
inspectors well and faithfully perform 
their work. He shall assemble all the 
records of this division and see that they 
constitute a true record thereof and of 
the work of the several inspectors. He 
shall see that all records of occupancy 
permits are properly presented to the 
clerk and furnish him all necessary and ' 


available information therein, and per¬ 
form such other duties as shall be as¬ 
signed to him from time to time by the 
superintendent. 

In the event of the superintendent 
being unable to attend to his official 
duties through sickness or other causes 
necessitating his absence from duty, then 
the assistant superintendent shall have 
the powers and perform the duties of 
the superintendent during such absence, 
except as otherwise hereinbefore pro¬ 
vided. 

There shall also be in this division 
building construction inspectors, who 
shall be civil engineers, practical build¬ 
ers, carpenters or bricklayers, and shall 
not all be of one occupation. They shall 
be able to properly read drawings, spe¬ 
cifications and building laws and deter¬ 
mine thereby whether or hot structures 
are being constructed according to the 
requirements thereof. 

They shall inspect all structure.s under 
construction, alteration and repair, under 
the direction of the chief inspector, and 
perform such other duties as shall be 
assigned to them from time to time by 
the superintendent. 

There shall also be one inspector of 
explosives in this division, who shall be 
a practical chemist of recognized stand¬ 
ing and who shall have had at least five 
years* practical experience in the pro¬ 
fession. A certificate of graduation from 
a recognized technical university shall 
be taken as equivalent to two years' 
actual experience. 

He shall have charge of all inspections 
pertaining to the manufacture, keeping, 
transportation, storage, sale and use of 
all fireworks, gunpowder, dynamite and 
other explosives, including gas under 
pre.ssure, all inflammable substances, 
volatile inflammable liquids, and all 
other inflammables and their products, 
drugs, chemicals and generally all sub¬ 
stances which may be dangerous or likely 
to cause fire or injury to life or property 
in case of fire, and whether or not there 
are any violations of any Act of Assem¬ 
bly or Ordinances of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, 

There shall also be patrol inspectors 
in this division, who shall have had some 
experience in building construction, and 
who shall be capable of understanding 
the simpler problems of such work. 

The patrol inspectors shall patrol por- 
tion.s of the City assigned to them to 
determine whether structures are being 
erected, altered, repaired, etc., under the 
proper permits for the work being done, 
and whether or not any person, firm or 
corporation occupying or using any 
building, structure or appurtenance 
thereof Is so occupying same legally, 
properly and with occupancy permits 
therefor. They shall also be charged 
with the inspection of all premises with 
especial regard to the manner of placing 
material of an inflammable nature in or 
about buildings, see to it that exits are 
kept open, doors swing as required and 
are free from obstructions of any kind. 
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They shall perform any other duties as¬ 
signed to them from time to time by the 
superintendent. 

There shall also be in this division an 
assistant chief electric wiring inspector 
in charge of electrical inspection, capable 
of planning, designing and laying oOt 
electrical installations, who shall have 
had at least six years' experience therein 
of a practical nature and who shall be 
able to read building laws, specifications 
and descriptions, and determine whether 
or not construction work is being done | 

in accordance therewith, and of directing !

He shall have immediate charge of and 
lay out and plan the work for the. elec- i 

trical inspectors and assist the chief 
engineer in the examination of plans and 
specifications of electrical Installation. i 

filed with applications for permits. 

There shall also be electrical inspect¬ 
ors in this division, under the Immediate 
direction of the a.ssistant chief electric 
wiring inspector, who shall be able to read 
plans, specifications, descriptions and i 

building laws and determine whether or 
not electrical installations are being made 
in accordance therewith, and whether or 
not electrical installations are safe. 

They shall be charged with the inspec¬ 
tion of all electric wiring and all other 
electrical installations or equipment of, 
in, or about buildings, poles or struc¬ 
tures wherever reciuired by Act.s of As¬ 
sembly or Ordinances of the City of 
rittsburgh. They shall perform such 
other duties as shall be assigned to them 
from time to time by the superintendent. 

There shall also be fire escape Inspectors 
in this division, who shall be able to read 
plans, specifications and building laws 
and to determine whether or not fire es¬ 
capes are being erected In accordance with 
same and whether or not they are safo^ 
adequate and sufficient for all purposes. 

They shall be charged with the in¬ 
spection of all fire escapes already con¬ 
structed and under construction to deter¬ 
mine their safety, adequacy and suffi¬ 
ciency for all purposes. 

There shall also be in this division a 
sign inspector, who shall be able to read 
plans, specifications, descriptions and 
building laws and to make simple calcu¬ 
lations of sign and billboard structure.^. 

He shall be charged with <?he inspec¬ 
tion of all signs, marquees, billboards 
and all other similar structures required 
by Ordinances of the City of Pittsburgh. 

He shall perform such other duties as 
shall be assigned to him from time to 
time by the superintendent. 

There shall also be one plaster in¬ 
spector in this division, who shall be 
able to read plans and specifications and 
building laws and determine whether or 
not plastering work conforms thereto. 

He shall he a competent plasterer with 
at least ten years’ practical experience. 

He .«hall he charged with the inspec¬ 
tion of all plastering work to determine 
its safety, ndeqimcy and sufficiency for 
all purposes and as required by Acts of 


Assembly and Ordinances of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

There shall also be elevator inspectors 
in this division, who shall be able to read 
plans, specifications and building laws 
and determine whether or not elevator 
installations are being made In accord¬ 
ance therewith, and whether or not they 
are In safe, adequate and sufficient oper¬ 
ating condition.

AN OBRIKAirCE —Conferring certain 
^ powers and duties upon the Depart¬ 
ment of T»ul>lic Safety and the Bureau of 
Building Inspection in said Department, 
to inspect, regulate, supervise and con¬ 
trol the construction, equipment, arrange¬ 
ment, maintenance, use, occupancy, alter¬ 
ation, repair and removal of buildings, 
structures and appurtenances thereto, and 
premises, appliances, apparatus and con¬ 
ditions in and about them, to issue or 
refuse to issue permits in respect thereto, 
and to Investigate fires, and requiring 
owners, agents or les.sees and occupants 
of buildings and structures to secure 
from the said Bureau permits for the 
construction, equipment, arrangement, 
maintenance, use, occupancy, alteration, 
repair and removal of buildings and 
structures and appurtenances thereto, 
and requiring owners, lessees, agents and 
occupants to install in or about buildings 
and structures, fire apparatus for fire pre¬ 
vention and protection: prohibiting the 
use and occupancy of buildings and struc¬ 
tures which are unsafe or of improper 
constructihn. or lack adequate provisions 
in case of fire, providing for the removal 
of dangerous and unsafe conditions in 
buildings and structures and the collec¬ 
tion of the cost thereof from the owner, 
lessee.s or occupants in case the work is 
done by the City; authorizing and direct¬ 
ing the said Bureau to regulate the manu¬ 
facture, transportation, storage, sale and 
use of explosives and gases, inflam¬ 
mables, and dangerous chemicals and 
substances: and empowering and direct¬ 
ing .said Department and Bureau to en¬ 
force all laws and Ordinances relating 
to the construction, equipment, arrange¬ 
ment, maintenance, use. occupancy, in¬ 
spection, alteration, repair or removal of 
bullding.s, structures, or appurtenances, 
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apparatus and conditions in and about 
them, laws and Ordinances regulating 
the manufacture, transportation, storage, 
sale and use of explosives, inflammables 
and dangerous chemicals and substances 
and all laws and ordinances enacted for 
the purpose of preventing or minimizing 
danger or damage to life or property in 
case of fire; and imposing certain penal¬ 
ties for violations of the provisions 
hereof. 

Whereas, An Act of Assembly, ap¬ 
proved May 13, 1915, P. L. 297, confers 
certain additional powers upon cities of 
the second class for the aforesaid pur¬ 
poses; and 

Whereas, It is advisable that the City 
of Pittsburgh pass the necessary Ordi¬ 
nances to carry out the provisions of 
said Act of Assembly, and for this pur¬ 
pose to impose upon the Department of 
Public Safety and the Bureau of Build¬ 
ing Inspection therein the obligation of 
enforcing the provisions of said Act, and 
the Ordinances enacted in pursuance 
thereof; now, therefore, 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted 
by the City of Pittsburgh, in Council 
assembled, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same. That 
from and after the approval of this 
Ordinance, the Department of Public 
Safety and the Bureau of Building In¬ 
spection therein Is hereby empowered 
and directed to inspect, regulate, super¬ 
vise and control the construction, equip¬ 
ment, arrangements, maintenance, use, 
occupancy, alteration, repair and removal 
of buildings, structures and appurte¬ 
nances thereto, and appliances, apparatus 
and conditions in and about them; and 
to issue permits in respect thereto as 
herein or hereafter by Ordinance re¬ 
quired ; to investigate fires; to require 
owners, agents, lessees or occupants to 
secure from said Bureau permits, as

damage to life or property in case of 
fire, and to do all such other acts as 


Inspection of Buildings and Authority 
Therefor: 

The superintendent or other officer or 
any employee of the Bureau shall, under 
the supervision of the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety, be charged 
with and the authority is hereby given 
them, to inspect or cause to be inspected 
any building or structure for the pur¬ 
pose of determining the safety, strength, 
and sufficiency thereof; of making period¬ 
ical inspections for type of occupancy, 
to determine whether or not owners or 
occupants thereof are so occupying same 
properly, legally, safely, and with occu¬ 
pancy permits therefor; to use, whether 
directed so to do or not, every reason¬ 
able effort to locate and report viola¬ 
tions of, and enforce the provisions of 
all laws and Ordinances; to determine 
the sufflciencj' of doorways, passageways 
and aisles, and the strength and suf¬ 
ficiency of stairways, fire escapes and 
other means of egress; to see to it that all 
halls, doors, stairways, passageways, 
aisles, fire escapes and exits are in such 
repair and are so free from obstruction 
as to provide, in case of fire, full, free, 
safe and adequate means of escape for 
all people who use, frequent, or are 
employed in such buildings. 

Daily Reports: 

(a) Daily reports shall be kept on file 
of the inspectors^ work, which shall 
show the day and hour of the day when 
each and every inspection has been made, 
the purpose for which it was made, and 
any other conditions found in existence, 
which in his opinion should be corrected, 
decision made by the inspector or his 
superior and the action of the Bureau 
thereon. 

(b) The inspector's signature shall be 
preceded by the following statement 
printed on each such report; 

"This is to certify that I have per¬ 
formed the work described in this report 
on this date and at the time indicated." 

The superintendent shall counter,sign 
or cause the chief of the division to 
countersign all such reports. 

Special Reports: 

The superintendent shall make written 
report of all unsafe or dangerous condi¬ 
tions, to the Director of the Department 
of Public Safety. 

Determination of Strength and Safety 
of Existing Buildings: 

When required, either by Ordinance or 
by the superintendent, the owners, agents 
or lessee.s of existing buildings used for 
warehouses, store buildings, manufac- 
turles, or workshops, shall furnish the 
superintendent with a statement pre¬ 
pared by a competent architect, engineer 
or builder, the correctness of which .shall 
be sworn to by said architect, engineer 
or builder. Such statement shall give 
the maximum allowable safe loads to 
be carried by the various parts of said 
buildings. Such maximum safe loads 
shall, in no case be greater than allowed 
under the provision.^ of the Ordinances 
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Inspection of HuiUlings and Authority 
Therefor: 

The superintendent or other officer or 
any employee of the Kureau shall, under 
the supervision of the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety, be charged 
with and the authority is hereby driven 
them, to inspect or cause to be inspected 
any building or structure for the pur¬ 
pose of determining the safety, strength, 
and sufficiency thereof; of making period¬ 
ical inspections for type of occupancy, 
to determine whether or not owners or 
occupants thereof are so occupying same 
properly, legally, safely, and with occu¬ 
pancy permits therefor; to use, whether 
directed so to do or not, every reason¬ 
able effort to locate and report viola¬ 
tions of. and enforce the provisions of 
all laws and Ordinances; to determine 
the sufficiency of doorways, passageways 
and aisles, and the strength and suf¬ 
ficiency of stairways, fire escapes and 
other means of egress; to see to It that all 
halls, doors, stairways, passageways, 
aisles, fire escapes and exits are in such 
repair and are so free from obstruction 
as to provide. In case of fire, full, free, 
safe and adequate means of escape for 
all people who use. frequent, or are 
employed in such buildings. 

Daily Reports: 

(a) Daily reports shall he kept on file 
of the inspectors’ work, which shall 
show the day and hour of the day when 
each and every Inspection has been made, 
the purpose for which it was made, and 
any other conditions found in existence, 
wffiich in his opinion should be corrected, 
decision made by the inspector or his 
superior and the action of the Bureau 
thereon. 

(b) The Inspector’s signature shall be 
preceded by the following statement 
printed on each such report; 

“This Is to certify that I have per¬ 
formed the work described in this report 
on this date and at the time indicated.” 

The superintendent shall countersign 
or cause the chief of the division to 
countersign all such reports. 

Special Reports: 

The superintendent shall make written 
report of all unsafe or dangerous condi¬ 
tions, to the Director of the Department 
of Public Safety. 

Determination of Strength and Safety 
of Existing Buildings; 

When required, either by Ordinance or 
by the superintendent, the owners, agents 
or lessees of existing buildings used for 
warehouses, store buildings, manufac- 
turies, or workshops, shall furnish the 
superintendent with a statement pre¬ 
pared by a competent architect, engineer 
or builder, the correctness of which shall 
be sworn to by said architect, engineer 
or builder. Huch statement shall give 
the maximum allowable safe loads to 
he carried by the various parts of said 
buildings. Such maximum safe loads 
shall, in no case he greater than allowed 
under the provisions of the Ordinances 


of the City of Pittsburgh for new build¬ 
ings. 

The superintendent shall examine and 
verify or refuse to verify such state¬ 
ments, or cause same to be done, and 
shall determine therefrom the maximum 
.safe loads that shall be allowed on the 
structure or part thereof. 

In case the owners, agents or lessees 
of such buildings shall neglect or refuse 
to furnish the superintendent with the 
above information and determination of 
the strength of such buildings, or If 
the superintendent shall desire to verify 
the truth of such information and deter¬ 
mination so furnished, then the superin¬ 
tendent and his officers and employees 
shall have power to remove or require 
said owner, agent, or lessee In charge of 
said structure or part thereof, to remove 
any obstructions, or to clear or remove 
the flooring or any portion or portions 
thereof as may be necessary in order to 
permit the required measurements to be 
made. 

When the maximum load or loads have 
been determined, the owner or agent 
shall he notified in writing, and there¬ 
upon he shall immediately post In a per¬ 
manent manner the amount of said loads 
in a conspicuous place on each floor or 
part thereof to which it relates. 

Any owner, agent or lessee of any 
building described in this section, who 
fails or neglects to furnish the superin¬ 
tendent the Information required herein 
or makes incorrect .statements in regard 
thereto, or refuses to permit said super¬ 
intendent or any employee of the Bureau 
to make the examinations required here¬ 
in, to enter any such building to carry 
out any of the provisions required In 
this section, or refuses or neglects to 
post the notice of the amount of said 
maximum load as herein provided, shall 
be liable to the penalties provided for 
in this Ordinance. 

Control of Unsafe Building.s: 

Whenever the superintendent or his 
inspectors shall find any building, struc¬ 
ture or part thereof in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh in .such an unsafe condition as to 
endanger life, but in such condition that, 
by the immediate application of pre¬ 
cautionary measures, such danger may 
i he averted, he shall have authority, and 
it shall he his duty to forthwith notify 
in writing the owner, agent, or person 
in possession, charge or control of such 
building, or structure, or part thereof, 
to adopt and put into effect such pre¬ 
cautionary measures as may be neces- 
-sary or advisable in order to place such 
building, or structure, or part thereof, 
in a safe condition. Such notice shall 
state briefly the nature of the work re¬ 
quired to be done, and shall specify the 
time within which the work required to 
be done shall be completed by the per¬ 
son, firm or corporation notified, as shall 
he fixed by sarid superintendent, upon 
taking Into consideration the condition 
of such building, or structure, or part 
I thereof, and the danger to life or prop- 
^ erty which may result from its unsafe 
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condition. Such time allowance shall, 
in no case, be unreasonable. 

In case any owner, agent or occupant 
does not remove or remedy a building, 
or structure, or part thereof, or remove 
or remedy dangerous conditions, or vio¬ 
lations of laws and Ordinances, as or¬ 
dered by said department, and does not 
ai)peal to the Court of Common Pleas 
in such cases as appeals are provided for, 
the said department may remove or 
remedy, or cause to be removed or 
remedied, the building or structure or 
part thereof, or the dangerous condition, 
at the expense of the City, the* cost 
thereof to b© recovered by the City from 
said owner or occupant in an action of 
law in the Court of Common Pleas, 
and when .such suit, with statement of 
claim, with description of the premises, 
is filed by the City, the Prothonotary 
shall index it upon the judgment docket, 
and the City shall have a lien for the 
amount of said claim against the said 
premises. 

Determination of Pire Hazard and Fire 
Safety in Existing Buildings; 

When required by law or Ordinance, 
or by order of the Director or superin¬ 
tendent, to comply with any such law 
or Ordinance, the owners, agents or occu¬ 
pants of any existing buildings or struc¬ 
tures shall provide such fire-fighting ap¬ 
paratus as axes, pike poles, hose, reels, 
ladders, ropes, chemical fire extinguish¬ 
ers, portable pumps and other similar 
fire-fighting appliances; install and main¬ 
tain in designated buildings standpipes, 
sprinkling systems, hose lines and other 
similar appliances; provide for and keep 
all halls, doors, stairways, passageways, 
aisles, fire escapes and exits in such re¬ 
pair and so free from obstruction as to 
provide, in case of fire, full, free, safe 
and adequate means of escape for those 
peopel who use, frequent, or are em¬ 
ployed in such buildings; provide and 
maintain such safeguards as are re¬ 
quired by law and Ordinance, surround¬ 
ing the manufacture, transportation, 
storage, sale and use of all dangerous 
explosives, gases under pressure, chem¬ 
icals, Inflammable substances, and their 
products, and generally all substances 
which may be dangerous or likely to 
cause fire or injury to life or property 
in case of Are. 

Control of Fire Hazards: 

Whenever the superintendent or his 
inspectors shall find, and they shall use 
all reasonable diligence to find every 
such case, any building, structure, part 
thereof, or premises, being occupied by 
any person, firm or corporation for the 
manufacture, storage, use or sale of any 
explosive or inflammable materials, or 
parts or products thereof, gases under 
pressure, or generally any substance 
which may be dangerous or likely to 
cause fire or injury to life or property 
in case of fire, notice shall be sent to 
such person, firm or corporation, con¬ 
taining a copy of all provisions of the 
laws and Ordinances in such cases pro¬ 
vided; such notice to he sent, at least 


once, to the owner, agent, or lessee, in 
every such case, whether or not there 
exists therein any violation of the laws 
and Ordinances. 

Whenever the superintendent or his 
inspectors shall find, and they shall use 
all reasonable diligence to find every 
such case, any violation of any law or 
Ordinance, of the above-stated nature, 
written notice shall forthwith be sent to 
the owner, agent or person in possession, 
charge or qontrol thereof, containing a 
statement of the violations which exist 
in such building, structure, or part 
thereof, or premises, which notice shall 
require removal of all such violations 
and contain a reasonable time limit for 
the removal thereof. In case the imme¬ 
diate application of precautionary meas¬ 
ures is necessary, or by the application 
thereof at once a more reasonable time 
limit for the more important and far- 
reaching changes may be made, such 
notice shall state in full the precaution¬ 
ary measures allowable. 

Refusal or Neglect to Remedy Condi¬ 
tions: 

If the owner, agent, or person in pos¬ 
session, charge or control of such build¬ 
ing, structure, part or premises, when so 
notified, shall fail, neglect, or refuse to 
place or commence to place such build¬ 
ing, structure, part or premises, in a 
safe condition and to adopt such imme¬ 
diate precautionary measures as shall 
have been specified by said Director, or 
superintendent, within the time specified 
in such notice, it shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation, to oc¬ 
cupy or use such building, structure, 
part or premises until it has been placed 
in a safe condition and such immediate 
precautionary measures have been pro¬ 
vided. 

If said person, firm or corporation 
shall continue to occupy said building, 
structure or premises in violation of law 
and Ordinance and the provisions of said 
notice, said superintendent shall revoke 
the occupancy permit therefor and it 
shall be unlawful for any person or per¬ 
sons to enter same except for the pur¬ 
pose of making repairs or changes re¬ 
quired by the notice and to comply with 
the laws and Ordinances. 

If, at the expiration of the time spe¬ 
cified in such notice, the building has 
been made safe and according to the 
terms of such notice, the superintendent 
shall renew the occupancy permit ac¬ 
cording to the provisions of the Ordi¬ 
nances of the City of Pittsburgh. 

In case any owner, agent or occupant 
does not remove or remedy a building 
or structure, or part thereof, or remove 
or remedy especially dangerous condi¬ 
tions, or violations of laws and Ordi¬ 
nances, as ordered by said department, 
and does not appeal to the Court of 
Common Pleas in such cases as appeals 
are provided for, the said department 
may remove or remedy or cause to be 
removed or remedied the building or 
.structure, or part thereof, or the danger¬ 
ous condition, at the expense of the City, 
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the cost thereof to be recovered by the 
Cfty from said owner or occupant In an 
action of law in the Court of Common 
Pleas» and when such suit, with state- 
ment of claim, with description of the 
premises, is filed by the City, the Pro- 
thonotary shall index it upon the judg¬ 
ment docket, and the City shall have a 
Hen for the amount of said claim against 
the said premises. 

All orders herein provided for or 
issued by the Department of Public 
Safety and the Bureau of Building In¬ 
spection, and directed to the owner or 
occupant, shall be served by posting a 
copy or copies in a conspicuous place on 
the building referred to, in such order 
and by prepaid mailing of a copy there¬ 
of on the same day to the owner or 
owners or occupants, whose address is 
known or ascertained by the said depart¬ 
ment and bureau. If, after rea.sonably 
diligent search, the addresses of the 
owner, owners or occupants cannot be 
ascertained, said orders shall, in addi¬ 
tion to being posted, be served upon the 
agent or the tenant or tenants, or other 
responsible occupant of the building, if 
any. All orders directed to the occupant 
shall be served in the same manner 
above provided, and, in addition thereto, 
by handing a copy thereof to the occu¬ 
pant of the premises. 

Determination of Fire Danger to Occu¬ 
pants and the Necessary Construction: 

When required by law or Ordinance, 
or by order of the Director or superin¬ 
tendent, to comply with any such law 
or Ordinance, the owners, agents or oc¬ 
cupants of any buildings, structures, or 
part thereof, shall provide such fire- 
resisting enclosures, fire stairways, fire 
escapes, fire doors, fire stops, or fire divi¬ 
sion walls as are required by law or 
Ordinance. 

Control of Fire Danger to Occupants 
and the Necessary Construction: 

Whenever the superintendent or his 
inspectors shall find, and they shall use 
all reasonable diligence to find every 
such case, any violation of laws and 
Ordinances providing for the above- 
mentioned conditions, notice shall forth¬ 
with be sent to the owner, agent, or j 
occupant, containing a statement of the 
violations which exist in such building, 
structure, or part thereof, which notice 
shall require the removal of all such 
violations and contain a reasonable time | 
limit for the removal thereof. t 

Inspection of Buildings to be Moved j 
or Razed: 

The superintendent of the Bureau of 
Building Inspection shall, within 48 
hours after the filing of an application ■ 
for moving or razing a building, inspect I 
such building, or cause it to be inspected, 
and if he shall find that it can be safely ! 

moved or razed in the manner proposed, I 

and that the proposed location thereof 
will violate no Ordinance of the City of 
Pittsburgh, he may issue a permit there¬ 
for upon such conditions as he deems ' 
best for the proper safeguards to the 
City. 


Notice Regarding the Inspection of 
Exposed Metal Work and of Attachments 
to Any Building or Structure: 

(a) The superintendent shall have 
authority to inspect and cause to be in¬ 
spected all bridges between buildings or 
parts thereof, exposed metal work, fire 
escapes, outside shutters, standpipes, all 
overhanging ornaments on buildings, 
poles on streets, and structures of any 
kind, and all projecting signs, marquees, 
roof signs, awnings, or any frame cover¬ 
ing or any portion of any building which 
overhangs public property. 

(b) If necessary, in his judgment, he 
shall revoke the occupancy or mainte¬ 
nance permit . therefor and hold same 
revoked, until made safe, in accordance 
with Sections 3 and 4 of this Ordinance. 

Reports of Violations: 

When any person represents, or re¬ 
ports in writing that a condition or thing 
exists which is In violation of the laws 
or Ordinances with the enforcement of 
which the superintendent is charged, it 
shall be his duty to forthwith examine 
such conditions or thing, or cause It to 
be examined, and, if such violation is 
found to exist, said superintendent shall 
immediately order the owner, lessee, ten¬ 
ant, or other person In charge thereof, 
to make such changes, alterations or re¬ 
pairs as the laws and the Ordinances of 
the City may require. If necessary, in 
his judgment, he shall revoke the occu¬ 
pancy, operation or maintenance permit, 
as the case may be, and hold same re¬ 
voked until made safe in accordance 
with Sections 3 and 4 of this Ordinance. 

Power to Investigate Fire Conditions: 

The Director of the Department of 
Public Safety shall have the following 
powers, as set forth in an Act of Assem¬ 
bly, approved May 13, 1916, P. L. 297: 

“He shall have the power to summon 
and compel witnesses to appear and tes¬ 
tify before him as to the cause, origin 
and circumstances of any fire, and may 
require the production of any books, 
papers or documents deemed pertinent 
or necessary to said inquiry, and shall 
have the power to administer oaths and 
affirmation to any persons appearing as 
witnesses, such inquiry to be public. 

“Any witnesses who refuse to obey a 
summons of the Director of said Depart¬ 
ment, or who refuse to be sworn or to 
testify, or who disobey any lawful order 
of the said Director in relation to any 
such inquiry, or who fail or refuse to 
produce any books, papers or documents 
touching any matter under investigation, 
or who are guilty of any contempt after 
being summoned to appear before him 
to give testimony in relation to any such 
inquiry as aforesaid, may be punished 
for contempt of court, and for this pur¬ 
pose application may be made to the 
Court of Common Pleas within whose 
jurisdiction the contempt took place, for 
which purpose the Courts of Common 
Pleas are given jurisdiction.” 

Records to Be Kept: 

The superintendent shall keep, or 
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cause to be kept, a book or books or 
card filing’ system, in which shall be 
recorded the location and character of 
every building, structure, or other work 
for which a certificate or permit is 
issued, and a copy of every report of 
inspection of such building, structure or 
work, so arranged that the full history 
of the various inspections of each build¬ 
ing, structure, or other work, shall ap¬ 
pear therein in consecutive order, with 
the names of the inspectors making the 
inspection and the date thereof. All 
original notes or reports made by the 
inspectors in pursuance of duty shall 
be signed, indexed and filed in the office 
of the Bureau of Building Inspection for 
permanent record. 

The superintendent shall also see to 
it that duplicate copies of all notices, 
correspondence, or any other official 
transaction shall always be kept on file 
in the Bureau of Building Inspection as 
a record of all transactions therein. 

Monthly Reports: 

The superintendent shall make a 
monthly report to the Director on or 
before the 10th day of each month, cov¬ 
ering the building operations in the City, 
and the work of the Bureau of Building 
Inspection during the preceding month. 

Annual Report: 

The superintendent of the Bureau of 
Building Inspection shall, on the first 
of September in each year, make an an¬ 
nual report to the Mayor and the Coun¬ 
cil, which report shall include a sum¬ 
mary of the number, description, classes, 
grades and cost of all buildings and 
structures erected in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh during the preceding calendar 
year, as well as detailed report of the 
work of the Bureau of Building Inspec¬ 
tion and the cost of maintaining the 
same. Said report shall itemize the 
number, size and location in fire or other 
districts of buildings of each class and 
grade. It shall state the condition of 
fire hazard in designated buildings of 
such districts. It shall state the num¬ 
ber of inspections made, notices issued, 
whether or not unlawful conditions are 
relived, and if not, why not, and the 
general condidtion of the enforcement of 
the Ordinances of the City of Pittsburgh 
and the Acts of Assembly throughout the 
year, and do this for each class and 
division of notices, buildings, reports, 
permits, etc., etc., called for in the Ordi¬ 
nances of the City of Pittsburgh. 

Section 3. Occupancy Permits. 

Application for Permit: 

Prom and after January 1, 1916, every 
person, firm or corporation who owns or 
leases a building in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh shall, when called on to do so 
by the superintendent, make application 
to the Bureau of Building Inspection for 
occupancy permits. 

Such application for occupancy permit 
shall state the use to which the building 
is being put, Its location, by streets, 
number and wards; the number of stories 
high; the approximate length and 


breadth; the area per floor; whether on 
a corner, or the interior of a block; how 
far back from the street line; area of 
lot unoccupied; of what the building is 
constructed; what floor loads it will 
safely carry; the approximate number 
of people daily using same; the provi¬ 
sions for exit, such as fire escapes, fire 
towers, protected stairways and open 
stairways, naming the width thereof^ 
whether or not they open upon the street, 
or court, or passageway; how located 
with respect to the building and to* each 
other; whether or not there is a sprinkler 
system installed, and if there is a party 
wall, and of what it is made. 

Examination of Building: 

As soon as possible after receiving 
said application for occupancy permit, 
the superintendent shall examine or 
cause the building to be examined in 
so far as may be necessary to determine 
whether the occupancy of the building 
is in conformity with the Ordinances of 
the City of Pittsburgh and the Acts of 
Assembly, and what changes, if any, 
are necessary to be made in order that 
said occupancy shall be conducted in 
compliance with said laws and Ordi¬ 
nances. 

Issuance of Permit: 

If the application for occupancy per¬ 
mit, supplemented by the examination, 
shows that the occupancy of the build¬ 
ing complies in every respect with the 
laws and Ordinances, the superintendent 
shall see that the signatures of the in¬ 
spector making the examination, those 
of the chiefs of all divisions making the 
examinations, and his own signature are 
attached thereto, and that occupancy 
permit is thereupon issued to said per¬ 
son, firm or corporation. 

Refusal of Occupancy Permits: 

Whenever said application and exam¬ 
ination shows that the’ occupancy of any 
building does not comply with said law.s 
and Ordinances, the superintendent shall 
notify in writing the person, firm or cor¬ 
poration owning or leasing said building, 
as the case may be, as to the fact of 
the violations existing in the building, 
in what respect they are violations, and 
he shall order what must be done to 
make the building comply with said laws 
and Ordinances. 

A reasonable time limit shall be placed 
upon the work of making the changes 
required in order to cause the building 
to comply with said laws and Ordi¬ 
nances. 

The superintendent may, if in his 
opinion violations are not sufficiently 
flagrant to necessitate immediate vaca¬ 
tion of the building, permit occupancy 
thereof for a reasonable designated 
period of time, providing certain altera¬ 
tions or improvements shall be made 
which shall conform as closely as pos¬ 
sible to the requirements of the laws 
and Ordinances and the building or 
, structure put in a safe condition for a 
reasonable period of time pending prepa¬ 
rations for the necessary reconstruction 
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in order to completely comply with the 
requirements of the laws and Ordi¬ 
nances. Such period shall be reasonable, 
but in no case shall exceed six months. 

If, for any reason, the owner or tenant 
refuses to comply with the provisions 
of the order, the superintendent shall 
forthwith order the use of the building 
discontinued pending the making of the 
necessary changes in the structure or 
change in the occupancy of the building 
to one which will not be in violation of 
the said laws and Ordinances, and any 
person, firm or corporation not com¬ 
mencing to obey said order within a 
period of thirty (30) days shall be prose¬ 
cuted by said superintendent and be 
liable to the penalties provided for the 
violations of this Ordinance, besides 
which said superintendent shall cause 
one separate and distinct prosecution for 
each thirty days* continuation of said 
violation* 

Section 4. Applications and Permits 
for Construction Work (to Be Known as 
Construction Permit). 

Application for Permit: 

Every person, firm or corporation, or 
the architect, engineer, contractor, or 
other agent, shall make application to 
the Bureau of Building Inspection for 
permit, and shall obtain same from said 
Bureau before commencing the erection, 
construction, installation, enlargement, 
alteration, repair or removal of any wall, 
building, structure, elevator work, elec¬ 
trical work, or any part or appurtenance 
of any such structures, and it shall be 
unlawful to commence any .such work 
without having first obtained such 
permit. 

Separate Applications and Permits: 

Separate applications and permits 
shall be required for the installation of 
all electrical and elevator construction, 
whenever same is not or cannot he in¬ 
cluded in the plans, specifications and 
descriptions of the structure, or when¬ 
ever such installations are placed in a 
building or structure already constructed. 

Applications and permits shall also be 
required for all signs, billboards, mar¬ 
quees, vaults outside the building line 
or under the sidewalk, or any overhang¬ 
ing part or jut of any building, or poles 
on streets beyond the building line or 
over public property, whenever required, 
now or hereafter, by Ordinance, or any 
other obstruction or structure upon any 
sidewalk or street. 

Applications and permits shall also be 
required for the manufacture and use 
of explosives, installation of tanks for 
storage of inflammable oils, liquids or 
materials, or for any other such purpose, 
whenever required, now or hereafter, by 
Ordinance of the City of Pittsburgh. 

Permits for Foundations: 

Nothing in this Ordinance shall be con¬ 
strued to prevent the superintendent 
from issuing a permit for the building 
of the foundation for a building or 
.structure, where plans and detailed 


statements have been presented for the 
same, before the entire plans and de¬ 
tailed statements of said buildings or 
structure have been submitted; provided 
that a complete set of all such plans and 
specifications, as required in this Ordi¬ 
nance, shall be placed on file before the 
foundation wall Is brought to grade or 
to a height to receive the first tier of 
beams, girders or joists. 

When a foundation permit is applied 
for, the owner or contractor shall fur¬ 
nish sufficient information to enable the 
required strength of the proposed work 
to be thoroughly determined. 

Permits for Superstructures: 

No permits shall be issued for the 
erection of the superstructure of any 
building above the foundation or base¬ 
ment wall until all approved plans and 
specifications and details required by the 
provisions of this Ordinance are placed 
on file in the Bureau of Building Inspec¬ 
tion. 

Permits Limited: 

If, after a permit has been Issued, the 
structure Is not constructed up to the 
top of the first floor joists within six 
months of the date of issue of said per¬ 
mit, or if the construction work shall be 
discontinued for any reason for a period 
of twelve months, said permit shall be¬ 
come void; and before such operation 
shall be begun or work resumed, a new 
permit shall be taken out by the owner, 
his agent, or architect, and additional 
fees, as provided In this Ordinance for 
the original permit, shall be paid there¬ 
for. 

Application for Permit: 

All applications for permits shall be 
made to the Bureau of Building Inspec¬ 
tion in writing, by the owner, architect, 
engineer, contractor, or other agent, 
upon blank forms furnished by the Bu¬ 
reau, and signed by the applicant. 

Such applications shall include a de¬ 
tailed statement, giving the estimated 
cost, the location by street, street num¬ 
ber and ward, together with such de- 
.scrlptlons of the land, lot number or 
sub-number, as shall be required by the 
superintendent and by Ordinance. It 
shall state the Intended use thereof, and 
the extent and nature of the work to be 
done. In case the application shall fall 
to give a correct statement of the cost 
of the work, the superintendent may 
order the estimate changed and made In 
accordance with the best of his knowl¬ 
edge and belief. 

All applications for work coating more 
than five hundred dollars ()500.00) shall 
be accompanied by such plans, specifica¬ 
tions and descriptions as will clearly and 
completely show all of the proposed con¬ 
struction, and so describe processes and 
operations as to show the dependability 
of the work to be done, and shall include 
such detail plana and descriptions, etc., 
as will clearly show the assumptions, 
calculations, strain sheets and stresses, 
and all Important details. All such 
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plans, specifications and descriptions 
shall be signed by the architect, engineer 
or contractor. 


Drawings Required: 


All drawings shall be submitted in 
complete duplicate sets, except for sheets 
showing stresses and strains, and as¬ 
sumptions and calculations. 

The drawings shall clearly show all 
thicknesses and changes in thickness or 
changes in materials of walls; the size, 
shape and weight of materials and of 
all structural members and such details 
as are required to show the strength of 
same, the number, size, location and ar¬ 
rangement of all stairs, elevators, fire 
towers, fire escapes, sprinkler system, 
stand-pipes, electric wiring, gas pipes, 
hot air pipes in dwellings, all windows, 
light and air shafts, partitions, corridors, 
and any other special data which may 
be required in order to show the con¬ 
struction of the structure and its com¬ 
pliance with the laws and Ordinances. 
They shall show the materials to be 
used in the construction, fire protection, 
and all other essential parts of the 
building. 

The superintendent is hereby given the 
power and is directed to require any 
additional information, tests, test re¬ 
ports and calculations necessary to as¬ 
sure him full and complete compliance 
with the laws and Ordinances. Notes 
in which general expressions are used 
to the effect that the work shall carry 
certain loads or shall be carried out to 
the satisfaction or approval of the Bu¬ 
reau of Building Inspection, or in accord¬ 
ance with building Ordinances, shall not 
be accepted as complete or complying 
with the Ordinances of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 


Specifications: 


One set of specifications shall be sub¬ 
mitted with each set of plans and shall 
contain such complete and detailed de¬ 
scriptions as will clearly show the kinds 
and materials to be used, the method of 
installation, etc., so as to show com¬ 
pletely all information not given on the 
plans and which Is required by laws 
and Ordinances, in clear and specific 
language, and the various subjects 
therein shall be grouped in the order 
of their construction, and be properly 
indexed. 


Alteration of plans or Change of 
Work: 


No alteration, erasure, or change shall 
be made on any plans, specifications or 
descriptions affecting any of the essen¬ 
tial parts thereof on any plans or spe¬ 
cifications filed with or stamped by the 
Bureau of Building Inspection. If, dur¬ 
ing the execution of the work. It is de¬ 
sired to deviate in any essential manner, 
affecting the construction or other vital 
parts of the building, from the terms of 
the application, plans or specifications, 
notice of such desire, including a com¬ 
plete statement of the desired changes, 
shall be given In writing to the Bureau 


of Building Inspection, and written ap¬ 
proval shall be obtained before such 
alteration or change is made in the work. 
If the change or deviation affects the 
carrying or structural parts of the build¬ 
ing or its classification of occupancy, or 
grade of construction, new plans shall 
be submitted to the Bureau of Building 
Inspection for approval, and, if such 
change or deviation affects only the spe¬ 
cifications or descriptions, they shall he 
changed accordingly, all to be kept as a 
record of the transactions of the Bureau. 


Imperfect Plans and Specifications: 


If the matters mentioned in any appli¬ 
cation, plans, specifications or descrip¬ 
tions indicate that the work to be done 
is not clearly, or is imperfectly defined, 
or is not in all respects in accordance 
with the provisions of laws and Ordi¬ 
nances, or is not properly dimensioned, 
the superintendent shall refuse 'to issue 
permit until saAe shall have been made 
to conform to the requirements herein in 
every respect. 


EIxamination of Plans and Specifica¬ 
tions: 

Examination of plans, specifications 
and descriptions shall occupy as short 
a time as possible and not more than 
fifteen (15) days in any case. If the 
applicant is not prompt to furnish the 
necessary Information, the application 
for permit may be refused and all work 
ordered suspended until the proper in¬ 
formation is furnished. 


Refusal to Issue Permit: 

When it may become necessary to re¬ 
fuse to issue permit, such refusal shall 
be made upon a form provided for the 
purpose, and shall state clearly the rea¬ 
son for such refusal. 


Issuing of Permit: 

When such applications, plans and spe¬ 
cifications or descriptions indicate full 
and complete compliance with the re¬ 
quirements of the laws and Ordinances, 
the superintendent shall issue or cause 
to be issued a certificate for a permit 
which shall be delivered to the applicant 
upon payment of the necessary fees, as 
stated from time to time in the Ordi¬ 
nances of the City of Pittsburgh. 


Stamping of Plans and Specifications: 

When the certificate of permit is 
issued, all plans, specifications and de¬ 
scriptions shall be stamped with an 
official stamp, stating that the drawings 
and specifications corresponding there¬ 
with by number or otherwise have been 
examined in the Bureau of Building In¬ 
spection and comply with the require¬ 
ments of this and all other Ordinances 
relating thereto. 

One set of plans and specifications so 
stamped shall then be filed permanently 
in the Bureau of Building Inspection, 
and one set shall be returned to the 
applicant and shall be kept on the work 
for the use of the employees of the 
Bureau of Building Inspection until the 
work has been completed. 
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Retention of Plana and Specifications: 

All drawings and specifications filed In 
the Bureau of Building Inspection shall 
be in the safekeeping of the superintend¬ 
ent and shall not be removed from the 
files except for the purpose of inspection 
or reference, and whoever shall remove 
same from said bureau, except for the 
aforesaid purposes, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and liable to the penalties 
provided in this Ordinance, 

Rights Conveyed With Permit: 

The permit shall carry with it the 
right to install any crane, derrick, ma¬ 
terial elevator, contractor's shanty, or 
other necessary tools or apparatus which 
may be required for temporary use in 
carrying out the work for which permit 
has been issued, provided such installa¬ 
tion and use is safe and conforms to the 
reqr.lrements of the laws and Ordinances. 

Shall Notify When Work is Started: 

Any person, firm or corporation, or 
agent, taking out a permit, shall notify 
the Bureau of Building Inspection, on 
forms provided for the purpose, at least 
48 hours before starting the operation 
called for under the permit. 

Revocation of Permits: 

Whenever the work for which a per¬ 
mit has been Issued is not being per¬ 
formed In conformity with the plans, 
specifications and descriptions filed with 
the application and upon which permit 
has been issued, or if all the stamped 
plans are not kept on the work, it shall 
be the duty of the superintendent to 
notify the applicant and the owner or 
agent that the work Is being constructed 
in violation of this Ordinance, and that 
such work must be suspended until a 
permit has been obtained for such devia¬ 
tion or the work made to conform to the 
application, plans, specLflcatlons, or 
statement upon which the permit there¬ 
for was issued, or the stamped plans and 
specifications be placed upon the work. 

If the person, firm or corporation 
carrying out the work fails to comply 
with the said notice, it shall be the fur¬ 
ther duty of the superintendent to re¬ 
voke said permit. Written notice shall 
be mailed to the contractor doing the 
work and to the owner or agent at the 
address given on the application for per¬ 
mit, and posted on the jsvork, and it shall 
be unlawful for any person or persons 
to perform any work in or about said 
structure or building after the revoca¬ 
tion of the permit and the posting of 
the notice thereof, except to perform 
such work as may be required for the 
correction of the existing violations. 

In cases which, in the judgment of 
the superintendent, require immediate 
action, the permit may be revoked 
verbally and confirmed in writing with¬ 
out serving the notice referred to herein. 

Any person removing the notice of 
revocation after same has been posted, 
except at the order of the superintend¬ 
ent, shall be subject to the penalties pro¬ 
vided in this Ordinance. 

W'hen a permit has been revoked, It 


shall not be reinstated until all existing 
violations have been corrected. Written 
notice of the reinstatement of a permit 
shall be given to the owner and con¬ 
tractor before such work may proceed. 

Occupancy Permit After Construction: 

Upon completion of the work of con¬ 
struction, the contractor or applicant for 
permit or the owner or his agent shall 
notify the superintendent thereof, and 
said superintendent shall inspect or 
cause the building to be inspected, and 
if, in his Judgment, it is necessary, he 
shall order such loading tests as may 
be required In order to demonstrate that 
the workmanship of the building is first 
class and acceptable. Such loading test 
shall be made upon such part or parts 
of the building as shall be designated 
by said superintendent or his engineer. 
The amount of loading to be applied 
shall be equal to twice the calculated 
live load, and once the calculated dead 
weight of the floor and the structure 
shall show no ill effects therefrom, 

If all work has been done In accord¬ 
ance with the plans, specifications, de¬ 
scriptions, and the application, as well 
as the requirements of laws and Ordi¬ 
nances, the superintendent shall issue, 
or cause to be Issued, a certificate for 
an occupancy permit therefor which 
shall be mailed to the address of the 
owner, and a record thereof shall be 
made In a book kept for the purpose in 
said Bureau, which shall set forth all 
the facts pertinent thereto. 

Section 5. Violations. 

The Bureau of Building Inspection 
shall have the power to make Inspection 
necessary to determine whether the pro¬ 
visions of this Ordinance are and have 
been strictly complied with, and in case 
of any violation thereof being discovered 
by the Bureau of Building Inspection 
during the progress of the work, said 
Bureau shall have power to stop the 
work on the building until the provisions 
of this Ordinance are strictly complied 
with. 

Section 6. Penalties. 

If any person, firm or corporation shall 
violate any one or more of the prohibi¬ 
tions or requirements of this Ordinance, 
he, or it, shall, upon conviction thereof 
before any police magistrate, be subject 
to a fine or penalty of not less than ten 
dollars ($10,00) nor more than one hun¬ 
dred dollars ($100.00) for each and every 
violation thereof, and each day’s violation 
shall constitute a separate offense; or 
be imprisoned in the Allegheny County 
jail or workhouse for not less than five 
(5) days or more than thirty (30) days, 
or both. 

Section 7. That any Ordinance or part 
of Ordinance conflicting with the provi¬ 
sions of this Ordinance be and the same 
Is hereby repealed, so far as the same 
affects this Ordinance.

Be it ordained and enacted 
by the City of Pittsburgh, in Counril 
assembled, and it ia hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same, Ttmt 
I all compensation to employees of the 
I City of Pittsburgh, during absence from 
their employment by reason of injuries

Committee of Council.

EXONERATIONS. 

FOR VACANCIES—Where the prem¬ 
ises is vacant and the entire supply of 
water shall, at the owner’s written no¬ 
tice served on the Board of Water As¬ 
sessors, be turned off by their direction 
by the Bureau of Water, and such water 
shall be turned on only by the Bureau 
of Water, at the owner’s written notice 
to the Board of Water Assessors, ex¬ 
oneration of ninety (90%) per cent, for 
the flat assessment for the period during 
w'hich the water Is shut off shall be is¬ 
sued: provided, that the period during 
which the water i.s shut off is greater 
than sixty (60) days consecutively. 

All requests for exonerations for ex¬ 
cessive assessments must be made dur¬ 
ing the current year in which the as- 


granted after said period has expired. 

FOR CHANGES IN WATER USES— 
Where fixtures are removed and water 
uses discontihued, exoneration will be 
issued covering the discontinued use 
from the date of approval of a contract 
covering the revised water uses. In 
case any owner of any premises shall 
cause or allow water to be used for any 
purpose or in any fixture for which 
there is no approved water contract on 
file in the office of the Bureau of Water, 
the rate for such usage or fixture shall

I Section 2. The production or emission 
) within the City, of smoke, the density nr 
I shade of which Is equal to, or greater 
than Number three <3) of the ItlngTe- 
mann Chart, from any stack, except that 
of a locomotive or steamboat, for a 
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period ur for periods ag^gregating two 
(2) minutes or more in any period of 
fifteen (15) minutes, and the emission 
of such smoke from any locomotive or 
steamboat for a period or periods ag¬ 
gregating one <1) minute or more in any 
period of eight (8) minutes, except for 
a period not to exceed twenty (20) con¬ 
secutive minutes, not to exceed once a 
day, while a new fire is being built 
therein, is hereby prohibited. 

Section 3. The provisions of this or¬ 
dinance shall not apply to buildings used 
exclusively for private residence pur¬ 
poses, except flats and apartment 
houses in which there are more than 
five apartments. 

Section 4. No person or corporation 
shall construct, install, reconstruct, alter 
or repair any furnace, boiler-furnace, 
stack or other apparatus connected with 
a stack, unless he or it shall make ap¬ 
plication in writing to the Bureau of 
Smoke Regulation on the form furnished 
by the said Bureau, duly sworn to be¬ 
fore a notary public, or any person au¬ 
thorized to administer oaths, for a per¬ 
mit for such construction, installation, 
reconstruction, alteration or repair and 
in and by such application shall give the 
plans and specifications, showing the 
style and dimensions of the fuinace, 
boiler-furnace, stack or other apparatus 
connected with a stack Intended to be 
used, a description of the building or 
part thereof in which such furnace, 
boiler-furnace, or other apparatus is lo¬ 
cated, including the means provided for 
regulating the temperature of such 
building or part thereof and ventilating 
the same and generally all provisions 
made for preventing smoke, together 
with a statement of the kind of fuel pro¬ 
posed to be used and of the operating 
requirements to be made of the furnace 
or furnaces referred to therein and un¬ 
less such application shall be passed 
upon by the Bureau of Smoke Regula¬ 
tion and approved in writing and a per¬ 
mit issued as hereinafter provided; pro¬ 
vided, however, that minor or emergency 
repairs which do not increase the ca¬ 
pacity of such furnace, or which do not 
involve any substantial alteration in 
such furnacpi boiler-furnace, stack or 
other apparatus, and which do not in¬ 
volve any alteration In the method of 
smoke prevention, may be made with¬ 
out a permit. 

Any application shall be approved or 
rejected within ten (10) days after the 
same is filed in the office of the Bureau 
of Smoke Regulation. 

Upon the approval of any application 
a copy of which shall be left on file in 
the office of the Bureau of Smoke Regu¬ 
lation, and upon the payment of the fees 
hereinafter provided, the Bureau of 
Smoke Regulation shall issue a permit 
for the construction, installation, recon¬ 
struction, alteration or repair of such 
furnace, boiler-furnace, stack or other 
apparatus. 

In the event that any such applica¬ 
tion is rejected by the Bureau Chief. 
Bureau of Smoke Regulation, the ap¬ 


plicant has the right to appeal from his 
decision to the Advisory Board. Such 
appeal shall be made in writing to the 
Bureau Chief, Bureau of Smoke Regu¬ 
lation, who shall call a special meeting 
of the Advisory Board within three (3) 
days for the consideration of the mat¬ 
ter. If a majority of the members of 
the Advisory Board present shall be of 
the opinion that the application calls 
for such construction, installation, re¬ 
construction, alteration or repair of fur¬ 
nace, boiler-fu ranee, stack or other ap¬ 
paratus, that there will not under rea¬ 
sonable conditions of operation be pro¬ 
duced or emitted from the stack con¬ 
nected therewith, such smoke as is 
herein prohibited, the decision of the 
Bureau Chief, Bureau of Smoke Regula¬ 
tion, shall be reversed and the finding 
of the Advisory Board shall be binding 
upon the Bureau Chief, Bureau of Smoke 
Regulation; otherwise the same shall be 
confirmed. In which latter case the fees 
to the Advisory Board are to be paid by 
appellant, who shall first give bond or 
make other deposit of the funds for the 
amount of the fees provided for in Or¬ 
dinance 161, Section 3, approved May 14, 
1914. 

Section 5. For examination of an ap¬ 
plication for a permit for any such con¬ 
struction, installation, reconstruction, 
altei'ation or repair, the Bureau of 
Smoke Regulation shall collect at the 
time of issuing such permit, for the use 
of the city, a fee of two ($2.00) dollars. 

The issue and delivery by the Bureau 
of Smoke Regulation, of any such permit 
shall not be held to exempt the person 
or corporation to whom such a permit 
has been issued or delivered or who is 
in possession of the same or whose ap¬ 
plication has been approved, from prose¬ 
cution on account of the production or 
emission of smoke hereby prohibited. 

Section 6. The Bureau Chief, Bureau 
of Smoke Regulation shall keep in the 
office of the Bureau of Smoke Regulation 
all applications made, and a complete 
record thereof as well as of all i>ermits 
issued. He shall also keep a record of 
all smoke observations of all stacks and 
generally of the work done by the Bu¬ 
reau of Smoke Regulation. All such 
records shall be open for inspection by 
the public at all reasonable times. He 
shall in all matters pertaining to the 
enforcement of the provisions of this or¬ 
dinance report direct to the Director of 
the Department of Public Health. 

Section 7. The Bureau Chief, Bureau 
of Smoke Regulation, Assistant Bureau 
Chief, Bureau of Smoke Regulation, and 
the Smoke Inspectors shall have the 
right to enter in the performance of 
their duties at all reasonable hours, all 
premises from which smoke is being 
emitted, or has been emitted, and any 
person who shall, after proper IdenPfi- 
catlon, deny admittance to such person 
or persons or interfere with him or them 
in the performance of his or their duties 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars ($100.00) or under¬ 
go an imprisonment In the Allegheny 
County Jail or Workhouse of not more 
































than thirty (30) days, or both, at the 
discretion of the committing magistrate 
or alderman. 

Section 8. If any person or corpora¬ 
tion shall violate any one or more of 
the prohibitions or requirements of this 
ordinance, he or it, shall upon convic¬ 
tion before any Police Magistrate or Al¬ 
derman of the City of Pittsburgh, be 
subject to a fine or penalty not exceed¬ 
ing one hundred dollars (1100.00) for 
each and every violation thereof, and 
each day’s violation shall constitute a 
separate offense; or undergo an im¬ 
prisonment in the Allegheny County Jail 
or Workhouse of not more than thirty 
(30) days, or both, at the discretion of 
the committing Magistrate or Alderman.

Section 1. ffe U ordained and enacted 
bp the City of Pittsburgh, in Council 
astfembledj and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same, That 
the revenues of said City derived from 
taxes and other sources during the fiscal 
year beginning January 1, 1917, and end¬ 
ing December 31, 1917, and also all un¬ 
encumbered balances of appropnaciuns 
of prior years as at said date, are hereby 
appropriated In the sum of $12,593,128.30 
to pay the expenses of conducting the 
public business of the City of Pittsburgh 
and meeting the debt charges thereof 
during said fiscal year beginning Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1917, and ending December 31, 
1917. 

Section 2. No liability shall be In¬ 
curred against any appropriation item 
In excess of the unencumbered balance 
thereof, and said appropriation items 
shall be administered subject to and in 
conformity with the following terms 
and conditions: 

(a) The heads of the several depart¬ 
ments shall prepare their several pay¬ 
rolls for audit by the Controller in ac¬ 
cordance with the items of the ordinance 
establishing the respective positions 
and rates of compensation, and no pay¬ 
roll shall be approved by the Controller 
unless the incumbents and the rates of 
compensation agree with the items of 
said ordinance. 

(b) There shall be affixed to all pay¬ 
rolls a certificate made by persons pre¬ 


paring such payrolls to the effect that 
there Is a time record on file in said de¬ 
partment, certified to by a person or per¬ 
sons having knowledge of the facts, 
showing the character of services and 
the exact time of employment of each 
person named in the payroll, and that 
the distribution of the time as shown on 
the payroll Is in accordance with sucn 
time records. 

(c) No transfer shall be made from 
one appropriation Item to another except 
by resolution of Council, and such reso¬ 
lution shall in each case set forth the 
reasons for such request, and be ac¬ 
companied by a certification from the 
Controller stating that there is a suffi¬ 
cient balance unencumbered and avail¬ 
able in the appropriation item from 
which the transfer Is to be made. 

<d) All appropriations herein other 
than for personal services are made 
under the following conditions; 

(1) In so far as practicable, all con¬ 
tracts and open market orders for pur¬ 
chases to be charged against such appru- 
priations shall be based upon specifi¬ 
cations which are definite and certain as 
to character and quality and which con¬ 
form with such standard specifications 
as may be established by Council. 

(2) In so far as such standard speci¬ 
fications may be established by Council, 
the Controller at the time of certifica¬ 
tion of contracts shall also certify 
that the specifications therefor are In 
conformity with those previously adopted 
as standard. 

(3) All open market orders issued 
for supplies, materials, equipment or ma¬ 
chinery for which standard specifica¬ 
tions shall have been prescribed, shall 
contain a description of what Is ordered 
which conforms with such standard spe¬ 
cifications. 

Section 3. The Director of the De¬ 
partment of Supplies Is hereby author¬ 
ized and directed to provide upon re¬ 
quisition by the head of any department, 
all necessary supplies, materials, equip¬ 
ment and machinery for such depart¬ 
ment; provided, however, that no re¬ 
quisition of any department shall be 
filled by the Director of the Department 
of Supplies In excess of the unencum¬ 
bered balance of the appropriation prop¬ 
erly chargeable.

Whereas, The said Anthony GrifRn was 
merely a passenger on said motorcycle 
which was run into by the hose carriage 
and had nothing to do with the operation 
or control of the motorcycle, and was 
without fault or negligence in said col¬ 
lision; and 

Whereas, The injuries he sustained 
were serious and con.sisted of three 
broken ribs, and his left leg was so in¬ 
jured that it became necessary, after a 
year’s treatment, to amputate it four 
inches above the knee; and 

Whereas, The said Anthony Griffin was 
confined to his home and hospital for a 
period of almost a year, of which eight 
months was spent in the hospital, the 
leg being amputated in August, 1915; 
and 

Whereas, After the said Anthony 
Griffin was struck by said hose carriage, 
he was allowed to lay upon the public 
street in his injured condition, without 
anybody giving him any attention, for 
a period of thirty or forty minutes, when 
he was finally taken to the hospital in 
the police patrol wagon; and 

Whereas, The said hose carriage was 
called out that evening by an alarm 
given by a fireman who has since been 
discharged by the City of Pittsburgh for 
drunkenness and incompetency; and 

Whereas, The said Anthony Griffin has 
lost $700,00 In wages; has incurred a 
doctor bill on account of .said injuries, 
amounting to $300.00; a hospital bill 
amounting to $250.00, and has expended 
$100.00 for an artificial leg, and his earn¬ 
ing capacity has been permanently im¬ 
paired In the future, so that he will not 
again be able to earn the .same wages as 
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he could have done If he had not been 
Injured; and 

Whereas, Anthony Griffin has brought 
suit to recover from the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh damages, by reason of said injury, 
at No, 103 January Term, 1916, In the 
Court of Common Pleas of Allegheny 
County, Pennsylvania; and 

Whereas, Anthony Griffin, by reason of 
said hose carriage responding to a false 
alarm of fire given by a sub-fireman who 
was drunk and incompetent, and was 
allowed to suffer and be neglected after 
he was injured by lying in the street, 
where he bled profusely for a long time, 
it is believed that Anthony Griffin is 
entitled to consideration; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Mayor be and he is 
hereby authorized and directed to Issue, 
and the City Controlier to countersign, a 
warrant in favor of Anthony Griffin in 
the sum of five hundred ($500.00) dollars, 
providing for the payment of said sum 
of money to Anthony Griffin, said pay¬ 
ment to be in full settlement, payment 
and satisfaction of the suit In the Court 
of Common Pleas of Allegheny County, 
Pennsylvania, at No. 103 January Term, 
191 fi, for injuries received by being run 
down by hose carriage of Bureau of FMre 
while riding motorcycle, and charge the 
same to Appropriation No. 42.
